Governor General. — The Nabob Miezufta Jung, of 
Furruckabad, having preferred frequent complaints to this 
Government of the hardships and indignities to which he 
is fubje&ed by the condu£t of the Sizawaul ftationed in his 
country for the purpofe of receiving the annual tribute 
which he is bound by treaty to pay to the Soubah of Owde, 
I am extremely defirous, as well from motives of common 
juftice, as due regard to the rank and fituation which that 
Chief holds among the Princes of Hindoftan, that fome 
means may be devifed of affording him relief, but without 
withdrawing that local interference in his affairs, which I 
understand to be tndifpenfably neceflary for the realizing the 
Vizier's juft claims upon him. 

The tribute of Furruckabad, from the earlieft period o£ 
our connexion with the prefent Nabob of Oude, has inva- 
riably conftituted a part of {he funds affigned by his Excel* 
lency as a provifion for the liquidation of the feveral public 
demands of this Government upon him; and in confequence 
of the powers which the Board deemed it expedient to veil 
in the Refident at his Court, in the collection of the Com* 
pany's affignments, a Sizawul has always been ftationed 
with the Nabob to enforce, by every means in his power, 
the regular payment of the tribute, and to remit the fame, 
as he might receive it,^to the Refident at Lucknow ; and 
to enable him to effedt this purpofe, it hath been found ne» 
ceflary to annex an extenfivey and, in fome inftances, even 
a controlling authority to the office of Sizawul, the exer* 
cife whereof has been, and muft ever, in a great meafure, 
be left difcretional to the perfon holding that appointment, 
be being too far removed from the feat of the Vizier's Go- 
vernment to ~be fubje& to any etfeftual check or Control, 
either from his Excellency or our Refident at his Court* 

Under thefe circumftan^es, there are but two expedients 
which feem to fuggeft themfelves for the efie&ual removal,

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of. every future caufe of complaint on this head : one; is^ 
the withdrawing the Sizawul altogether, and trailing to 
the Nabob's own dilcretion for the due performance of his 
engagements to the Vizier's Government : and the other,, 
that of transferring the office tcra perfon more immediately 
fubje& to the authority 'of bur own Government, wht>fe 
integrity and abilities can be relied- on, and whofe fituation 
and circumftances, in relation to Oup fervice* may be a 
more fecur.e pledge-to rm for a.faithful dHcharge of his duty. 
Were the perfonal charadter of the prefent Nabob of Fur- 
ruckabad of a niore refpe&able ftamp,. and his general con- 
dtiGt Jefe exceptionable* I (hould readily give my voice fo» t 
the adoption of the former meafure ; becaufe 1 fhould be 
ifiuch better fatisfied. that the tribute could be received 
Without impofingany reftraint whatever; but fuchis noto*- 
riouily the weaknefs, diffipation, and* extravagance of tfee 
Nabob, and the knavery and corruption 6f his fervarits, 
tirat to withdraw the check which has been fet over him 
would be to- relinqtiiili the only fecurlty we have for this* 
part of the- Vizier's afffignment to the Company, and iA' 
effect to -give up every profged of realizing it. . . . / 

I therefore fubmit to the confideratipn of the Board*, the* 
expediency of nominating one of eur civil fervantsj, wltfil. 
the fame powers a^ ma,f heretofore have been exereifed by* 
the native Sizawul, to this- fruity fabje# r however, to the' 
immediate authority of our Refidenfatthe-Courtof Oude*/ 
from whom he will .receive his general inftrudtions, am£ 
iuch particular orders and diredrions as may, froro-time t<£ 
time, be found expedient and" neceffary. 

Such an appointment, while it woulll^r would hope,, ap- 
ply a remedy to the evils immediately complained of, wooltF 
be the means of? eftablfthing a free communication and m^ 
tercourfe between the Nabob of Furruckabadand oiir Refi^ 
derit at Oude, which* would' enable • the' former to addrefs v 
himfelf with more effedt to the Vizer, whenever he mighfc 
find himfelf oppreflcd or aggrieved by the officers and col- 
Ie£tors <5f his Excellency's revenue ; in inconvenience he; 
is continually liable to from the local fituation of his c6un- 
try, and the tdtal want of all order, regularity, or author 
rity in his Government ; and to which, among other, obvi- 
ous caufes, it may, no doubtj be owing, that the country'of 
Furruekabad is become almoft an entire wafte, without cul- 
tivation or inhabitants : that the capital, which, but a very 
Ihort time ago, was diftinguifhed as one of the moft popu- 
lous and opulent commercial cities in Hindoftan, at prefent 
exhibits Nothing but fcenes of the moft wretched poverty, 
defolation, and mifery ; and that the Nabob himfelf, thought 
in the pofleffibn of a tra& of country which, with only 
common care >y i& nptorioufly capable of. yielding an annual 1 
•* - revenue-- 
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fcvettue of between thirty and forty lacks, with ft o military 
eftablifhment to maintain, fcarcely commands the means 
of a bare fubfiftence. Should my fentiments and wiflies 
on this fubjeft accord with thofe of the other Members of 
the Board, I move that one of our civil fervants be forth- 
with appointed collector of the Vizier's affignment to the 
Company 'on the Nabob of Furruckabad,' with the fame 
allowances, and the fame powers, as may have been given 
to the native Sizawul; and that he be ordered to proceed 
with all poffible expedition to Lucknow, where he will be 
inverted by the Refident with the charge of that office, and 
receive from him the neceffary inftru&ions for his condufk 
in the difcharge of it. 

The Board concurring in the expediency of deputing a 
civil • fervant to coiledt the Vizier's alignments to the 
Company on the Nabob of Furruckabad, for the reafons fet 
iforth in the Governor General's minute ; 

Agreed, That Mr. George Shee be appointed to thii 
office, with the' fame allowances and powers as were given 
to the native Sizawul ; and that he be ordered to conform 
to fuch inftrudtions as he may receive from the Vizier's 
Court. 

Extras of the Treaty concluded by the Governor General with 
Jfoph ulDowlahy in the.

Governor General's Narrative, 1781. 

Article 4th. That no English Refident be appointed at 
Furruckabad, and the preient one recalled. 

Extraft of the Governor Generate Remarks oh the above 

Treaty* 

Article 4th* That np Englifh Refident be appointed to 
Furruckabad, and the prefent, one recalled. 

I was glad to acquiefce in this article, as it met my owa 
Wifhes of freeing the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung from, that 
unwarrantable and oppreffive reftraint which he has fo long 
endured from the ufurpations of the Court of Lucknow, 
And from which he has long and unfuccefsfully folicited re* 
•lief of our Government. It was a fubje£t of difficulty 
and delicacy for us to interpofe in fayour of Muzzuffer 
Jung's rights invaded by the Vizier; but in permitting » 
Recent at Furruckabad, for the exprefs purpofe of re* 
ceivirtg the alignments on that country, transferred to us 
by the Vizier, publicly avowed and gave fan&ion to all the 
injuftice and injury complained of againft the fervants of 
the Nabob, and opened a door for new ones againft our, 
•own. The removal of Mr. Shee is an example which I 

B % have 
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have recommended to the Nabob to imitate, to leave 
Muzzuffer Jung in- the uncontrolled exercife of his autho, 
rity over the fmall remains of his country, and, if that; 
little muft be ftiil fubjed to a tribute that he may colledl 
and pay that tribute himfelf. ' 

Extra fi of Courts Letter to Bengal, dated 14th February, 1783. . 

Par. 2&. The fourth articfe of the treaty is as follows : 
" That ito EngHfh Refident be appointed to Furruckabad, 
" and the prefent one recalled." In order that we might 
fully underftand this article, we had recourfe to your pro- 
ceedings of the 2 2d of May? 1780, for the reafonsof your 
firft fending a Refident to Furruckabad. We find that 
Muzzuffier Jung, Nabob of that placaj complained of fuf- 
fering hardships under the perfon who colle&ed the annual 
tribute for the Vizier; upon which -the Governor General 
remarked, that he i« extremely defirous, as well from mo- 
tives of common juftice* as due regard to the rank and 
frtuatiofi whk:b that Chief holds among the powers of 
Hindoftan, that fome means may be devifed of affording 
liim relief; the Board accordingly, on the fame day, ap- 
pointed a perfon to relide at his Court, and the motives for 
fuch an appointment were highly praifeworthy ; we wifli 
the real grounds for revoking the .appointment had been 
equally fo ; but, on the contrary, we conceive that this 
removal of our Refident was rather calculated to afford the 
Vizier an opportunity of exercifing his opprefllon uncon- 
trolled ; and the Governor General's obfervation upon this 
article of the treaty juitifies the opinion ; wherein he fays, 
" If the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung muft endure oppreflioa, 
iC and I dare not, at this time, propofe his total relief, it 
" concerns the reputation of our Government to remove 
<6 our participation in it. w But wherein did this political 
neceffity confift ? In our opinion, it concerned- the reputa- 
tion of our Government much more to have removed the 
opprtffion altogether, than to have fan&ified that oppref- 
fioii by an article in a formal treaty. To fay that Muz- 
tWiffer Jung himlelf defired the removal of the Refident, as 
•isreprefented by the Governor General, in the Appendix 
to his Narrative, i can have little weigh) in the argument, 
-fince it was always in your power tq have punifhed any 
-improper conduit in the Refident, or to have nominated, in 
his room, one on whom you could depend ; and when the 
Nabob exprefled fuch a defire, was he acquainted with the 
previous determination of the Vizier to heap oppreflion on 
him, and that too under the fan&ion of the Britiih Go- 
vernment ?

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'Extra?! of Bengal Secret Confutations, 6th Oflober, 1783. 

The Governor General delivers in the following minutes,. 
. together with a letter from MuzzuiFer Jung, the Nabob 
of Ferocabad. 

I lay before the Board a letter from the Nabob Muzuffer 
Jung, with a minute written at or about the time of the 
date which it bears, but withheld, from caufes which it is 
not necefiary to mention, from prefentation. Caufes not 
diffimilar now difluade me from executing my original pur- 
pofe of recommending Major Palmer, my military Secre- 
tary, to the appointment propofed m the Minute; and 
from a fenfe of fubmiffion to the implied orders of the 
Court of Directors, in their letter of the 14th February, 
1783, lately received, added to the conviction which I have 
long fmce entertained of the neceflity of fuch an appoint- 
ment, for the prefervation of our national credit, and for 
the means of refcuing an ancient and refpe&able family 
from ruin, I now propofe that Mr. Willes, a gentleman 
unexceptionable, as I believe, to every member of the 
Board, "find of a character eminently qualified for fuch a 
charge, be appointed the Refident of this Government at 
the Court of the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, for the purpofes* 
mentioned in the clofe of his letter, if the confent of the 
Nabob Vizier can be previously obtained, of which I have 
no doubt ; and that an application be made to him for that 
purpofe, of which Mr. Writes himfelf may be the bearer.

The undue authority and feverities exercifed by the Na- 
vaub Vizier, or in his name, over the dominions and inde- 
pendent rights of the Navaub MuzzuiFer Jung, a Prirfce 
of a noble and ancient family, and whofe anceftors fill a 
'refpedted flfation in the annals of Hindoflan, have been for 
a long period the fubje&s of repeated complaints and ap- 
plications from him to me for redrefs and fupport. Deem- 
ing it incompatible with the dignity and honour of this 
Government, to appear to countenance the exercife of an 
authority altogether unfupported by equity and juflice, and 
much more to fliare in the odium of a fevere and oppreffive 
exercife of fuch an authority, it was on a former occafion, 
at my inftance, determined by the Board to admit of the 
appointment of a fervaitf of this Government; but 6n the 
part of the Navaub Vizier, to receive the tribute payable 
to him by MuzuiFer Jung, who by filling that appoint- 
ment to the exclufioQ of a native Suzzawal, and refiding 
at Furnackabad, would, it was expected, remove rnany of 
the grievances under which that Prince was faid to labour. 
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The appointment was made ; but a fliort period produced 
complaints againft the gentleman who held it, whether well 
or ill founded I hare never had opportunity to afcertaiir, 
both on the part of the Navaub MuzzufleF Jung, and the 
Navaub Vizier; in cqnfequence of which I was induced, 
when at Benares, to recall that Gentleman, and to acquiefce 
in the abolition of the appointment. 

He was fucceeded by Almafs Ali Khan, as Suzzanwall . 
on the part of the Vizier; and from the frefh complaints 
and earneft entreaties of Muzuffer Jung, to interpofe in 
His behalf, it appears that he has not reaped any fort of 
benefit from the change. By the importunity of his feli- 
citations, and the moft pofitive affurarices of pu«6tual pay- 
jnent, to the Nabob Vizier, both of the annual tribute an4 
the arrears then due, if allowed the uncontrolled exercife of 
his proper authority, I was again induced to interfere in 
bis behalf; and. in ponfequence thereof the Suzzauwal wa$ 
withdrawn by the Vizier, and Muzzuffer Jung was fuf- 
fered to manage the final! portion of territory ftill un-» 
alienated, ""on the terms propofed by himfelf. The even? 
did not anfwer either his expectations or mine : that Prince, 
a weak and unexperience4 young man, abandoned himfelf 
entirely to the discretion of his fervants ; and the reftor'a- 
tion of his independence lyas followed by a total breach of 
the engagements which he had prom i fed to fulfil, attended 
*by pointed inftances of contumacy and difrefpedt ; not a 
fingle payment, either on account of the arrears, or tribute 
for the current year, v/as made to the Nabob Vizier ; and 
the rnan who had been Muzzuffer Jung's Vakeel at the 
Prefidency, and who, on his difmiffion, and return from 
Benares to Furruckabad, w^s appointed manager of his 
affairs, had the infolence to propagate a report, that the 
interference to which his mafter owed the power he theq 
enjoyed, was purchased through hirn. 

This behaviour determined me to withdraw my protec- 
tion and interference altogether j and in Auguft laft I com- 
municated my refolution on the fubjeft, through Mr. 
Middleton, to the Nabob Vizier. Thte confequences have 
been, an aggravated renewal of the feverities formerly ex- 
ercifed againft that Government, and th$ re-appointment of 
a Suzzauwal, with powers, either delegated or affumed, to 
the utter extinction of the rights of the Nabob Muzuffer 
Jung, and adtually depriving him of the means of fubfif- 
tence ; to which, in dire& oppofition to the known fenti- 
, merits and opinions which originally induced me to inter- 
pofe the influence of this Government in his favour, the 
Services of Englifh troops have been added, to enforce the 
authority of the Suzzauwal. An application was fome 
^ime fince made to me, for the renewal of our interference

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m the affairs of Furruckabad; but an unwilftngnefs to in* 
creafe.the number of .diliant objects, determined me at that 
juncture »to disregard them, which already occupy the at- 
tention and employ all the powers of the Government. 
Prcpofals, contained in a letter received a few days ago 
.from Muzzuffer Jung, of which the accompanying is 4 
ctranflation, as they are particular and explicit^ have de- 
termined me to lay them before the Board. 

From Afuzzufflr Jung, Nabob §f Furruciahid. • Received 
February 1 6/A, .1783. 

Ufual introduction, 
Thea-uined ftate of the territories, and ttoe (Mrefled .con- 
dition of the family, of the late Nabobs M^hummud Cawn 
; and Ahmua Khan, and all the misfortunes tad miferies 
which I have experienced for Tome years paft, are fully and 
minutely known to you, Laft year, when in the excefs of 
your favour and parental benevolence you were pleafed to 
:turn your attention towards the improvement of my af* 
fairs, the Suzzawwal, through your kindnefs and affiftance, 
jwas withdrawn; and I hoped to experience, during that 
fhort interval, the difference between that and former pe- 
riods. The days ami nights of that interval were em- 
ployed in repaying your goodnefs with unremitting prayers 
und acknowledgements ; and the fame of yo«r friendfnip # 
fcenevolence, and projecting power, refounded from every 
.-quarter of the emp Te. This year, owing to my evil foiv 
•t-une, and the ill -conduct of my fervants, who neither re- 
garded nor felt the favours which you had conferred ujioa 
us, the difple&fure of the Englilli Government has fatten 
4jpon me ; its protection lias been withdrawn, and a Suz*- . 
#auwal has again been placed over this country by the Vi- 
zier of the empire. The miferies which have fallen upon 
my country, and the poverty and diftrefs which have beer* 
lieaped upon me, by the re-appointment of the Sizzauwal, 
;are fuch, that a relation of them would, I arn convinced, 
•excite, the itrongeft feelings of corapaffion in your hreaiL 
.But it is impofllble to relate them. On one fide, my coura* 
try ruined and uncultivated, to a degree of defolatnon which 
^exceeds all defcription ; on the other, my domeftic con- 
cerns and connections involved in fuch a ftate of diftrefs 
and horror that even the relations, the children, and the 
wives of my father are ftarving in want of daily bread, 
and are on the point of flying, voluntary exiles, from their 
-country and from each other. The narrative of my for- 
mer and prefent fituation is as follows : — At the time of 
any junction with the late Vizier Shujah ul Dowlah, I 
Solicited the reftoration pf certain Mahalauts, which formed 
... . B4 a paft 
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a part of my hereditary dominions, but had fallen into his 
poffeffion after the death of the late Nabob Ahmud Khaun; 
and as the late Vizier was favourably inclined towards me, 
he pafled his word to reftore them on the defeat and ex- 
pulfion of the enemy. When* at the fuccefsfui conclufion 
of the war, I repeated my requeft, he was pleafed to fay, 
that his military expences had been exceedingly heavy, and 
therefore defured that the Mahlauts in queftion fhould con- 
tinue with him for another year, at the end of which pe- 
riod he engaged to deliver thfem up; but, unfortunately, 
in the interval he fickened and died* and the obtainment of 
that objedk, which from the firft depended on your favour 
and kindnefs, remained uneflfo&ual. I had on my part 
reafon to hope, from his known goodnefs and benevolence, 
that the prefent Vizier would, when filling that ftatipn, 
readily fulfil the promife made by his father, and honour 
me with his favpur and brotherly fupport ; but it has fo 
turned out, that he has not been pleafed hitherto to diredk 
his attention towards the object ; on the contrary, an ex* 
tent of territory, amounting to fifteen or fixteen Mahauls, 
which remained in my pofleiEon during the Government of 
the late Vizier, have been feized upon various pretence^ 
and are no longer under my authority, and by the oppref- 
five appointment of a Suzzauwul, an accumulation of new 
miferits and diftrefTes have been daily added to thofe by 
which my country, my people, ^nd frryfelf were already 
overwhelmed. . As I am hopelefs of compaflion or favour 
from any one but you, it has appeared a duty incumbent 
on me to make to you this reprefentation of my own litua- 
tion, and the djftrefles of the long train of relations and 
dependants, whofe fate hangs upon mine. The chofen of 
the Almighty do never turn afide the eye of pity and 
kindnefs from the misfortunes of their dependants, and I 
* rely confidently on that-unequalled benevolence which at 
all times difpofes you to regard and fupport the dignity of 
ancient families, and to (hcW favour and kindnefs in behalf 
of the unfortunate, thfjt you do and will confider the re* 
iteration pf my affairs as an objeft meriting your attention, 
efpecially as my conduct has ever been directed by fubmii- 
fion, obedience, and a conftant defire to fulfil your plea- 
sure. The whole objedt of my prefent felicitations is as 
follows : Thqt my ancient and hereditary territories, which 
the late Vizier, during his life, engaged repeatedly to de- 
liver up, may now bp feparated from the dominions of the 
present Vizier of the empire, and being incorporated with 
thofe at prefent in my pofleffion, that the whole may be 
left at my difpofal; and that giving me and my country a 
place in your protection and patronage, you will be pleafed 
tip confider me as a dependant on your favour. Whatever 
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fbm your juftice and equity fhall determine and refolve to 
be paid into the furcor of the Nabob Vizier, your pleafure 
fhalf be minutely and .pun&ually obeyed ; and whatever 
you may deem fufficicnt for the expences and fupport of 
myfelf, and the children and families of the late Nabobs 
Mahmud Khaun and Ahmud Khaun, with that I will re- 
main fatisfied and content, and daily offer up my prayers 
and thanks in return for your bounty and goodnefs. 

In this cafe alfo, from amongft the Afghauns of my own 
tribe, whofe rfeputation for valour and fidelity has conti- 
nued unimpaired, and whofe adtibns have been made known 
to you by the annals of former times; from amongft them, 
who for want of employment and from extreme poverty 
are now on the point of deferting this diftrefled country, 
1 fhall he enabled to entertain, for the ufe and^fervice of 
the Company, a body of fifteen hundred horfe, and. a 
thoufand fepoy infantry, who will at all times, on receipt 
of your orders, be ready and prepared to execute fuch fer- 
vices as you fhall direct them to perform. If from an at- 
tention to my future profperity you are pleafed to approve" 
of and comply with this propolal, and will appoint fome 
gentleman of integrity and conciliating manners to this 
country, to refide with and affift me on the fpot, your pro- 
tection will be effectual, my affairs may again be reftored 
to order, and other important objects may hereafter be ef- 
fected thereby ; and moreover the fum, which you fhall 
4eterrpirje and fix to be paid to the Nabob Vizier,, may be 
regularly tranfmitted, through the Gentleman who ihall 
be Refident here, to the Prefence. If there fhould be 
any delay in your acceptance of this propofal, my exiftence 
and the exiftence of my family will beeome difficult and 
doubtful. Confidering you as my only friend and pro- 
tector, I have been impelled thps to lay my fituation and 
wiflies before you ; there is no one elfe from whom 5 can 
hope for fupport and affiftance.— Concludes as ufual.

" habitants, and to promote the credit of *he Englifl* 
" name, and the reputation of the Vizier.

Honourable Sir, 

In obedience to the honourable Board's inftru&ions de» 
livered to me on my appointment to Furruckabad, Par. 6. 
7, and 8th, I do myfelf the honour of addreffing you, 
Whilft the late Governor General was without the pro- 
vinces, I fully explained the fituation of the country de» 
pendant on the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, but as no regula- 
tions were formed in confequence, I fuppofe more impor* 
tant avocations occupied his time. 

In the letter of the Nabob Muzuffer Jung, dated Fer 
bruary, 1783, to which my inftru&ions * advert, a reftor 
ration of the country detached from his authority by th$ 
late Vizier is demanded, and in cafe it fhould be reftored ? 
a promife is made of maintaining, for the ufe of the Com- 
pany, a body of 1,500 cavalry and 1,000 infantry, to be 
leledled from the Affghans of his tribe. 

Should you, honourable Sir, from a conviction of the 
juftice of the claim (for your information I herewith give 
franflate N° 1. of the treaties which define the rights of 
the Vizier and Nabob) or from a defire of attaching to 
the .interefts of the honourable Company a race famed 
for their valour and intrepidity, approve of reftoring the

can be no doubt of the country being equal to the mainte- 
nance of the ftipulated number of cavalry and infantry ; 
pf this you will be convinced by the perufal of the accom- 
panying Statement (N° 2) vvbiph, though not pofitively ac-* 
curate, is fufficiently fo for the purpofe for which it is pro* 
duced ; with this ftatement, permit me to lay before yoij 
^ plan (N° 3.) for the regulations of |he affairs of Furr 
ruckabad, which I believe to have been in contemplation 
at the time Mr f Haftings intended recommending Major 
Palmer*, his military Secretary, to be Refulent at Fur«r 
yruckabad. 

I will now, honourable Sir, acquaint you with the ftate 
pf the diftri&s ftiil dependant on the Nabob Muzufler 
Jung ; a knowledge of which will clearly evince, that with- 
out a reftoratiori of the whole or a part of the country 
claimed by the N^bob, or without there be a remiffion of 
the tribute to the Vizier, neither cavalry nor infantry can 
be maintained. The fituation of the Nabob and his coun- 
try is more diftrefsful than when he addreffed himfelf for 
relief in 1783; and I am forry to fay, that my appoint- 
ment to Furruckabad has been of no advantage. In jufti- 
fication of mjfelf, I think \t neceflfary to acquaint you, 
that by a letter (N° 4.) from the Governor General, when 
jit Lucknow, I was prohibited from interfering in. the exe-? 
putive management, and by a fubfequent order, I was made 
liable to difmjffion by his Excellency the Vizier: this at 
once precluded the poflibility pf my appointment being be- 
peficial to the country. 

By the laft treaty, which the Vizier compelled the Na- 
bob to ratify during his minority, the fum of four lacks 
and a half is fixed as tribute or lubfidy, and this to be paid 
from the unfequeftered Purgunnahs. Thefq originally -j* 
yielded about 12 lacks of revenue, but have fince yearly 
been lefs and lefs produftive : in the prefent year, it is not 
probable there will be above 5 lacks, from which is to be 
jledudted the expence of collecting. The tribute therefore 
pannot be fully paid, nor will there be any thing for tha 
fubfiftence of the Nabob and family. Since my refidence 
at Furruckabad the tribute has been increafecj to five Jacks 
(though from the calamity qf the famine, and other caufes, 
{he country was not equal to the defraying the previoufly 
fixed demands). Almafs Ally .has taken the Purgunnah 
of Marara at a very inadequate rent, and his aumils have 
feized many adjacent villages : the Purgunnahs of Gocut-

in their gurries*, and to refufe all payments of revenue: 
this is the ftate of the purgunnahs.. And F'jrruckahad, 
which was once the feat of great opulence and trade, is 
now daily deferted by its inhabitants, its walls mouldering 
away, without police, without proteS ion ; expofed to the 
depredations of a banditti of 2 or 300-^ robbers, who 
flight after night enter it for plunder, murdering all who 
oppofe them. The ruin that has overtaken this country 
is not to be wondered at, when it be confidered that there 
has been no ftate, no ftable government for many vears. 
There has been the Nabob Vizier's authority, his Mini- 
Hers, the Resident's at Lucknow, the SezawalPs, the 
-Camp authority, the Nabob Muzuffer Jung's, and that ' 
of 20 Dewans J or advifers : no authority fufficiently pre- 
dominant to eftablifh any regulations for the benefit of the 
country, whilft each authority has been exerted, as oppor- 
tunity offered, for temporary purpofes. 

Such being the prefent deplorable ftate of Furruckabad 
and its diftruSts, in the enfuing year it will be in vain to 
look for revenue,- if fome regulations equal to the exigency 
be not adopted. The whole country will be divided be- 
tween the neighbouring powerful aurnils, the refra&ory 
zemiiulars, and banditti of robbers ; and the Pa tans, who 
might be made ufefu! fubje&s, will fly from the fcene of 
anarchy. The crifis appears now come, that either fome 
plan of government f hould be refolved on, fo as to form 
faithful iubjetfts on the frontier, or the country be given up 
to its fate; and if it be abandoned, there can be little 
doubt but that the Mahrattas will gladly feize on a flat ion 
fo favourable to incurfions into the Vizier's^ dominions, 
will attach to their interefts the Hindoo zemindars, and 
poflefs themfelves of forts which, with little expence, be- 
ing made formidable, would give employment perhaps to 
the whole of our force, fhould it be ever neceffary to reco- 
ver them. 

In the plan, (N° 3) formed on the fuppofition of the fe- 
qqeftered purgunnahs being reftored, the evils arifing from

The fum allotted for the Nabob is more than he at pre* 
fent poffefles, yet furely not too much, when it be confi- 
dered that his father (Ahmed Khan) was the friend of the 
Company in their contefts with the late Vrzier Sujah Dow- 
hih ;- that hisanceftors have been highly refpeSed through- 
out Hindoftan; and that the treaty which deprived him of 
half the Duab was forced upon him during his minority^ 
and. was in direft oppofitioa to every former treaty. It 
were to be wilhed, that until the country may recover, that 
fome part of it, if not the whole of the tribute, could be 
given up. » 

The benefits which I think may be expe&ed for, the fore- 
going plan are, 

To the Company. 

Forming a friendly frontier, attaching to thrir interefts 
a brave people, and having a body of J 500 cavalry ready 
to be detached on emergency for their fervice, or for that of 
the Vizier.

In the foregoing plan I have not defined the powers 
which are to be entrufted with- the Refident, or what are 
to be his allowances; that, honourable Sir, muft reft with 
you ; however, you muft be fenfible^ from the knowledge- 
©f the character of the prefent Nabob and his fervants, 
that much of the efficacy of this or any other plan, for 
Ae reftoration of the country, and the prote&ior* of the 
inhabitants, will depend upon the exertion of the perfor* 
appointed, on the part of the Company, to fuperintend'tlie 
*xecu*tiorr ©f it.

SIR, 

From your having requefted me in your letters to ufe 
my utmoft endeavours to reftore peace to this diftraAed 
country, I take the liberty of laying before you my fenti- 
ments of the mode I judge moft effectual to attain the end 
you feem fo much to defire* 

To eftablifh peace and quiet in this country two ways can 
only be adopted, either quelling the difturbances by force, 
or by giving the Rajah Bulbudder fuch allowances as may 
1>e thought adequate' to his rank and influence in the court- 
try. As an officer at the head of a detachment employed 
to crufh the rebellion, the djecifive exertions of a military 
force firft naturally preferit themfelves ; and there can be 
Ettle doubt entertained but that a detachment of artillery, 
a regiment of fepoys, and 500 of his Excellency the Vi- 
zier's Tiorfe, is a fimicient force to compel the rebel to relin- 
quiih this country, or even to expel him the Vifcier's do- 
minions : were the different Fouzedars, tinder the fevereft 
penalties, obliged to attack him and his adherents, where- 
ever they fhould take refuge, in their particular diftricts* 
and to punifli in a moft exemplary manner fuch of the ze- 
mindars in their Governments who fhould conceal, protect, 
or aflift the rebel, fuch a plan* vigoroufly exerted, would, 
no doubt, force the rebel to quit the- Viziers dominions. 
The difficulty of apprehending him is fo great, that it can 
fcarcely be hoped for. It is probable that when he found 
himfelt attacked on all fides, he would retire acrofs the: 
Jumna to Chitterpofe, the place of his refidence in the 
time of the late Vizier, and that immediately on the recal 
of the detachment from this country he would again re- s 
turn, and re-commence his deftru&ive depredations ; nor 
would it be neceffary for him to bring a force with him ; 
no part of the world abounds fo much with foldiers of for* 
tune as Hindoftan, who m crowds enlift under any ftarv-

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<krd, encouraged by the hopes of plunder or of pay. The 
zemindars are much attached to theRdjah, whom they con- 
fider as their hereditary Prince^ and never fail to aflift him; 
they alfo find their advantage in fomenting the diftur- 
bances, as they withhold their rents from Government un- 
der various pretences, and give but a trifling confideration 
to the rebel. 

From the above reafons I am clearly of opinion, that the . 
allowing the Rajah a penfion, fuitable to his rank and in- 
fluence in- the country, is the moft certain mode of attain- 
ing a permanent peace, and it is, con fide red in an (econo- 
mical view ; the advantages to the Vizier (indeed I may fay 
to the Company, their affairs being fo connected) are fo 
obvious, that it is unneceflary to remark them. The Vi- 
fcier will get rid of the expence of the detachment, and the 
Company will have a force which may be employed elfe- 
where. The great difficulty which the officers of Govern- 
ment at prefent meet with, in realizing the revenues of the 
country, will be removed, as the inhabitants, on the dif- 
turbances being quieted, would bring back to their village* 
their families, cattle, an<J effe&s, of courfe Government 
would have fome fecurity for the revenue, whereas at pre* 
fent they have none. £ 

When I confider the matter farther in a political view, I 
fee alfo ftrong reafons for coming to an accommodation. 
The Rajah Bulbudder is the lineal defcendant of the moft 
powerful Hindoo family in this part of Hindofian. Con- 
nections with him are eagerly fought after, as they are 
thought to confer honour ^ he is much refpe&ed hirafelfi 
nor is his rebellion againft Government looked on as a 
crime; on the-contrary, all the zemindars in the contigu- 
ous diftri&s 'are inclined to aflift him, and fome are even 
induced to follow his example. 

I have given you my opinions with candour, and to the 
beft of my judgement ; in delivering them I have been 
guided folely by a defire to promote, to the utmoft of my 
power, the public good. They muft appear to you difin- 
terefted; for if the plan I fubmit to you is followed, the 
occafiomfor my fervices in this part of the Vizier's domi- 
nions will, I hope, foon ceafe.

Par. 41. Having taken into our consideration the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Auriol to be Agent for iupplying the other 
Prefidencies, and our i&and of St. Helena, with grain, 
with a commiffion of 15 per cent* on his difburfemeftts, 
and having examined all your proceedings thereon, we 
-cannot but. exprefs our difpleafure at fuch an unneceffary 
expenditure of the Company's money. 

42. Our Prefidency of Bombay have informed us, that 
•tey received a confignment from Bengal of 3,040 bags of 
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lice, and that they could not but be ftruck with the enor- 
mous amount of the charges, which were faid to be neac 
rupees, J per bag. The freight alonewas charged at 5 ru- 
pees per bag, when they could have contracted for it a$ 
Bombay, fr x ee of all rifque and charges, at rupees, 5. 3 
per bag; but what appeared inexplicable to them, was the 
^ommiffionof 15 per cent, to the agent, which commiffion 
was not only charged on the prime cpft of the rice, bu{

43. This profufion of expence ft at all times wholly un- 
juftifiable. But that you foould have adopted it when the 
Company were in the utrnpfl; diftrefs for money, and almofi: 
every department in arrear, fhews how little attention ba$ 
been given to our real interefts. 

44. In thus difapproving a meafure fo wholly unjuflifiable 
vre mean not to convey cenfure on Mr. Aunol, or on any 
pther perfons who may have been appointed to iimilar agen- 
cies. But all fuch appointments are to be forthwith an- 
nulled; adhering to, and repeating our former orders, that 
fuch parW of the Company's bufinefs as can be done by 
contract, be fo executed ; and in concluding fuch contrails, 
you are to take the. instructions already before you for your 
guidance.

ExtraSi of Bengal General Confutations, the l ijl Aprils 1783* 

Received the following letter from the agent for fupplies : 

Gentlemen, 

I have been honoured by the official receipt of copies of 
the 41ft, 42d, 43d, and 44th paragraphs of the general 
letter from the Court of Dire&ors; dated 12th July 1782, 
concerning my late agency. / 

I cannot Jielp being ftruck with the deepeft concern,, at 
finding that I &ave been the inftrument of an appointment 
which ftands annulled by (he honourable the Court of 
Directors with fuch fevere epithets of difapprobation ; and 
I beg leave to exprefs my acknowledgements to you for 
affording me a farther opportunity of endeavouring to, re- 
move their obje&tons, which appear to have been obvioufly 
taken up from the premifes then before them, unoppofed 
by fufficient explanations or teftimonies of its good efied, 
.which I troft the prefent experience of it will juftify : the 
commiffion wai undoubtedly, very hi£h before your ho- 
nourable Board thought fit io reduce it ; and the honour* 
able Court of Directors pafs. their judgement upon it in 
its original ftate; they were naturally ftruck with the 
fum, becaufe it is certain that the grofs, &c« undiminifhed 
atoount of any commiffion, fixed at a fpecific rate io 
finking to the obfervation, while the drawbacks upon it, 
and the inftances of its utility are various and impercepti- 
ble, until pofitively pointed out and defined. This is the 
chief objefl of the prefent letter. 

At the time when the appointment was made, it was 
hoped and expe&ed that the moft material duties of it, 
jteiiig the fuppry of the Prefidency of Fort. St. George, 
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would be of fhort duration, and of no very cotifidcrafclc 
extent. I njuft declare, for my own part, that this was 
my -opinion of it. The rate of commiffion had many 
precedents, both of old and recent eftablifliment, to war- 
rant it, which I could enumerate, and I believe was founded 
on the fame principles with them; yet it has always fuf- 
tained feveral deductions from it, efpecially before you re- 
duced it* I beg leave to enumerate the following : I have 
maintained a conftant eftablifliment of clerks and agents' 
at my own expence ; I have at different times fent down 
European overfeers, entertained at high wages, to fuperin- 
tend the loading of the Europe fhips, and other fervices, 
which required fuperior management and at tent jon, at my 
own expence* The number of agents of different . kind* 
employed by roe was neceflarily great, but I have charged 
only for fuch as were immediately ftationed at the Company's 
fixed Golahs, or cafualjy employed in weighing off and 
Shipping particular- invoices, according to the ordinary 
cuftoin of merchants ; and as long as the original com- 
million was allowed me, I never made any charge for the 
commiffion of fadrors or agents whom I employed in dif- 
tant parts. Mr. Hamilton at Conflga, for inftance, Te- 
nured a large quantity of the country tonnage for me at 
that place, charging me .5 percent, commiffion upon 'the 
amount, for- his trouble in the firft Xerfoti ; which, white 
my own commiffion would bear it, I considered as juftly 
allowable out df it ; for the prefent feafon I agreed to pay 
him cotrjmiffion upon fuch. tonnage only as he could pn>- 
cure under a certain price. This I have thought it necefir 
fary to charge to the Company, becaufe roy owncomj»ifc 
fion had been reduced. 

The above circtimftauces fliould be weighed in the ger 
neral fcope of reafoning upon this fubjedt, but a fKU more 
important corifideration ftarts up, which the honourable 
Court of Dire&ors could not have been acquainted with; 
I mean the heavy charge of interest which I have fuftained, 
to prevent the public from fwffering at times greater loffes 
and greater inconveniences than any poffible amount of v my 
commiffion : if it be urged, thajt by difburfing more- than 
jiiy advances from the trsafury, I fecured an ultimate ber 
nerit to myfelf; I reply, that with pofitivc injun&ions to 
carry my fupplies to an unlimited extent, it was impoffible 
to confirie myfelf to my advances, without a manifeft neg- 
Jeft of the public interefts, becaufe both the periods and 
fums of my advances, were always uncertain, while my 
engagements- were neceflarily fixed and pofitive. Had I 
omitted to take early meafures, through proper agents o*| 
the coaft> to rriake tjmely advances tp th£ owners of vef- 
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(els on account of freight, in order to fecure as much ton- 
nage as poflible to be brought to me here, and had I waited 
the arrival of thefe veflels which would h^ve come under 
engagements to othersi or have been fent or> (peculation; 
for freight, I might indeed have been guided in the amount 
pf my difburfements by that of my advances ; but* I Uioul4 
have paid a much higher rate for the 1 fame articles, and 
yery fcantily have fulfilled the object defigned,by my ap- 
pointment. In iKort, with all my ftrenuous and poflibls 
exertions, it dpes not appear that the Prefidency of Ma- 
dras was ever abundantly fupplie4 with grain, but contir 
gually craving for more. 
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Cop* of a Letter from John Murray, Esq. 
Commissary General at Fort William, to 
the Court of Directors of the East-India 
Company, dated 8th of February, 1784 ; 
together with a Postscript to the said 
Letter, dated i2thof February, 1784. 

Honourable, 

1. Mr. Scawen arrived at this Presidency about 18 
months ago, with the appointment of an Afliftant' in the- 
Commiflary General's office on Captain's allowances, which 
amount to about 310 rupees per month. 

2. About eight months after his arrival the Couacil ap- 
pointed him Auditor of the Accounts, which had remained 
unexamined previous to roy being Commiflary General, 
with allowances exceeding 2,500 Sonaut rupees per month, 
although he had not fervecLone hour in this department, 
to qualify himfi?lf for fuch an undertaking, thereby fetting 
afide his immediate fuperior, the Deputy Commiflary Ge- 
'neral, Mr. Atkinfoh, who has been 5 f years in this office, 
and is an old civil fervant. 

3. Notwithstanding the, expence' thus incurred, they 
were pleafed, on the 6th ultimo, to order all the retrench- 
ments previous to the ift of May 1780, the day from 
which I commenced the control, to be written off to profit 
and lofs. . 

4. And on the fame day a majority thought proper to 
create a new office for the gentleman, under the name of 
Auditor General without the provinces, as well of the 
accounts of the Company's as of the Nabob's forces com- 
manded by Britifh officers ; with allowances on the part of 
the Company nearly equal to thofe of the Commiflary Ge- 
neral, the difference between full and double full batta en- 
joyed beyond the provinces being tantamount to the com- 
miffion on the revenues; and thefe allowances are exclu- 
sive of whatever the Nabob may be directed to grant. 

v *$• The leading gentlemen in the Council did not con- 
fider it due either to the interefts of the Company nor in 
civility to the Commiflary General, to leave it to him to 
employ his affiftants, according to their induftry and ca- 
pacities, but public report having announced that the 
above appointment was in agitation, I thought it an in- 
idifpenfable duty, both to the Company and to myfelf, to 
fh ew , before it fhould pafs, that the appointment, and the 
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confequent heavy expence, could not be entailed on the 
Company from any degree of neceffity or expediency. 

6. At the fame time that I deemed this neceuary I 
adopted £ delicate mode of doing it ; and therefore, without 
the moil diftant allufion to the above report, I enclofed a 
flate of the audits of the accounts of the army, recjuefting 
it might be forwarded to you. 

7. As this paper clearly proved that the check was 
clofely kept up, the obvious inference was, that as the 
control of the multifarious accounts of the great army on- 
the Bengal eftablifhment was kept up in time of war, it 
would be eafier to do fo, on a reduced eftablifhment in 
time of peace ; confequently, that any new expence for that 
purpofe was quite unneceflary ; and this was all that I con- 
sidered incumbent in me to (hew, to prevent the idea that 
it had become requifite from any remiflhefs or want of 

indufiry on my part y for fo far as it merely refpe&ed 
Mr. Scawen's fuccefs, it could not fail to afford me fatis- 
faction. 

8. Some time afterwards I understood, that, in order to 
extend patronage, a plan was on foot, on the motion of 
the Governor General, to form a Committee pf Accounts, 
on a fcale of great emolument and expence, in room of 
the Board of Infpe&ion ; and that an opinion which I had 
delivered in May 178a was adopted by feme of the mem- 
bers of the Council, in juftification of an aflent to the Go- 
vernor General's propofition. 

9. This circumftauce, and the long experience I had of 
my letters, on important affairs of the Company, being r 
piled up, unanfwered and unrecorded, by the Board of In- 
lpe&ion, induced me to fend a new ftate of the audits to 
the Qeneral Department, as they flood on # the 9th Decem- 
ber, fo far as depended on this, office j. refpe&f ully obferv- 
ing to the Board, that " if they would be pleafed to afford 

" even a very moderate portion of their valuable time to 
V the department of infpection, which I hoped they might 
€€ now conveniently do, peace being happily re-e£bahlifheaV 
«* I was humbly confident the bufinefsof it mightLbe expe- 
f 1 ditioufly brought up, and be eafily prevented from falling 
«' again behind;" and indeed, I am fo much convinced of 
this, that I have repeatedly told the members of the Board, 
that I would fubmit to the fevereft punifhment if I did 
80t tranfadt in two hours in a week all thebufinefs of the 
Board of InfpedUon, fo far as refpedts decifion-*-the reft 
depends on a fecretary. 

10,, The honourable Court will find, that the fuggeilion 
which I offered in May 1782 was that a member of the 
Board, the Commander in Chief, and Commiflary General, 
Wgki «arry oa the bwiinefs pf the department pf infpec- 
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tio'n, without incurring one rupee of additional expenee J 
but that imeafure was not adopted in the hurry and buttle 
of war, when it might have been ufefu! ; and it became 
unnefceSary on the arrival of peace, becaufe the Board cait 
eafily command time to do their own duty. 

1 1. I am at a loft, therefore, to comprehend the ground 
upon which it could be alledged, that I gave countenance 
to a different inftitution, tending to embarrafs and impede 
bufmefs, and to increafe, needlefsly, the Company's ex-" 
pence, which 1 have had many fleeplefs nights, and uneafy 
days, in endeavouring to moderate. 

12. lam informed the propofition for this Committee 
has met with the pointed diflent of two members of the 
Board; and, as it has not yet been eftablifhed, I would not 
have mentioned it here, if the cafting voice at the Board 

, had not conne&ed it with my letter of the 9th December. 

13. A few days after I fent in that letter with the lad- 
mentioned ftatement of audits to the General Department, 
I received intimation that they had been pleafed to allow 
the Adjutant General of India the original " falary of 
4i 30,00c rupees per annum, from the 5th April 1779 to 
« the 5th of Auguft 1783, in full of all allowances of 
M commiflion on the revenues, perquifites, batta, field ex- 
*' pences, emoluments, and, confiderations whatever, as 
" Adjutam>generalof India, except the incidental charges 
« of his office." 

14. As I was apprehenfive that the honourable Court 
would not approve of this, when the amount drawn by 
the gentleman who held the ftaff appointment in queftion 
lhouJd be afcertained ; as I know that though the Board had 
now authorized the falary of 30,000 rupees from the 5th 
of April 1779 for the office of Adjutant General of India, 
it was not eftablifhed, if at all, till O&ober 1780*; and 
as I alfo knew that fome part of what was enumerated irt 
their letter as not paid had been a&ually drawn, I was 
aware that if I failed in ftating thefe circumftances, the 
gentlemen of the Admin iftration might hereafter, when 

} challenged for their condu<5t, probably endeavour to excul- 

pate- themfelves by attempting to transfer the fault to the 
weaker moulders of the Commiffary General, for not liav- 
ing given them the neceflary lights; — and I determined 1 1& 
put that out of their power. 

15. For thefe reafons, in anfwer to their fetter, I prtf- 
mifed implicit obedience to their commands, by pafllng th£ 
1,30,000 rupees whenever the bill fhouM be prefented J 
but, at the fame time, m the faithful difcharge of my 
duty, which was rendered particularly difagreeatfle by mjf 

^^ * Vide- letter from the' Board, dated* j&tb Ne*. 17S0V **<* **3» 
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friendfhip for Col6neI Owen, I ftated what he had already 
drawn, and I believe I did (o in terms perfectly refpedlfui 
arid unexceptionable. 

16. The honourable Court will therefore, I doubt not, 
be as much aftonifhed at reading, as I was at receiving, the 
Board's letter of the 27th ultimo, wherein they take excep- 
tion- at my addreffes of the 9th and 26th December, and 
pofitively forbid my communicating to them my fenti- 
ments regarding fuch part of their proceedings as relate to 
military charges. 

17. But the letters of the 9th and 26th December not 
affording the flighted grounds for taking offence, it was 
itnpoffible to attribute to them fuch a return from the 
.Board, and therefore the honourable Court would be as 
Jttuch at a lofs as I (hould be to difcover the true fource of 
that ill humour, if I had not recollected having written an 
^inofficial letter to Mr. Haftings early in December laft, 
that might lead him to expedk an official addrefs relative to 
the alarming magnitude of the military charges, which, fop 
the year 17 81-2, exceeded two crores and feventy-five lacks 
©f rupees. 

18. But though the expence of large armies niuft ever 
be confiderable, the enormity of this fum has not proceeded 
fo much from the regular eftablifhed 'allowances of the of- 
ficers, which ought always to be liberal, as from contra&s 
and the other effects of favouritifm. 

19. It being a duty prefcribed to the Commiflary Gene- 
ral, through the channel of the Board, that he fhould animad- 
vert on their proceedings regarding military charges, when- 
ever he fhouH fee ground for fo doing, I have often confi- 
dentially expreffed my uneafinefs to fome members of the 
Board, left my not having more pointedly done fo fhould 
ue imputed to me at home as a fault, although I could not 
do it with fcfety, becaufe the Governor General would 
not believe that anry one who fhould pourtray the fituatiot* 
ef the Company's finances, did not feek more to render 
him ill offices than to do good to the company— and, having 
a conilant majority,, would treat him accordingly. 

20. But though this delicacy towards the Governor Ge- 
neral, added to a little attention- to my own official fafety, 
made me cautious m acting with the vigour which I wifhed 
to be able to fhew, yet it occurred, that if I fhould 4 com- 
municate my mind to him unofficially, it might anfwer 
two good purpofes; firft, that of producing benefit to the 
Company ; and feedndl-y, that of (hewing him that I wifhed 
to avoid 3 meafure which might be difagreeable, by giving' 
previous notice of 'my intentions, and thereby affording 
lura- an opportunity of taking to himfelf the merit of 
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bringing the Company's expence within the fcale of their 
abilities. • ' * 

21. In this tone of mind I wrote to him the accompany- 
ing letter, which will communicate to you a morfe ferious, 
and perhaps a more correct, though abftradt view of your 
affairs, than volumes of controverfial minutes could do. 
I fhewjed the letter to Colonel Muir before I difpatcbed it, 
and he can atteft the fact reflecting the native troops. 

22. The meafare of ferving out grain was immediately 
adopted, though without any intimation from whom the 
hint had been received; but the apprehenfion that this laft- 
mentioned letter would be followed by an official reprefen- 
tation, made fuch impreffions, that I impute to them the 

^prohibition contained in the letter of the 27th ultimo, 
which is tranfcribed from a minute of the Governor's, writ- 
. ten when Meffrs. Macpherfori and Stables were abfent from 
town. One of thofe gentlemen is faid jto have thought 
the letter of the 9th December fo far from improper, that 
it is furmifed he referred to it as the beft argument againft 
the unneceflary appointment of an Auditor General, which, 
as I muft re-examine the accounts in order to control his, 
audits, cannot pbffibly, notwithstanding the great expence 
of the inftitution, fave me any trouble, and is prejudicial 
to the officers of the 'army, and to the pay mailers, by the 
circuitous mode prefcribed for obtaining fingj audit of their 
bills and accounts. 

23. Perhaps there was alfo another motive for the abova 
prohibition ; for I had intimated intentions of remonftra- 
ting againft loffes to which the Company has been fub- 
jedted by the Boafd's pafling bills contrary to the Com- 
pany's orders, without audit or knowing the rates, and by 
receiving and deciding appeals, without calling on the 
Commiflary General to fupport his audits, which were- 
fbtihded on the public ordinances ; but, as " the Board dq 
" not require the Commiflary General's remarks on their 
w orders," they thought it beft to forbid them entirely, 
left they might attract the notice of the honourable Court. 

24. §0 far therefore from being urieafy under the infill t 
offered by the letter of the. 27th ultimo, I really value it 
as a testimony of having aimed at doing my duty. 

2,5. I dp not mean to comment on the conduct of the 
majority of the Board on the points above fpecified ; I have 
ftated facts as they occurred, and have fupported them by 
official documents. — Thefe I leave to the ferious confidV 
ration of the honourable Court, fubmitting to their wifdom 
how far fuch conduct is* faithful towards the Company, or 
juft towards the Commiflary General. 

26. I only beg that I may not be held refpofible for not. 
^ercifirig the power granted, by the honourable Court, of 
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remarking for their ihforrhation on the proceedings 6f Go- 
vernment relative to military charges, feeing that it is 
Evident I neither can, nor ever coul'd freely do fo, with any 
degree of fecurity. 

27. And here I hope I may be permitted, in all humility, 
to obferve, that the above-mentioned authority can never 
yieid the good effefits it was calculated to produce to the 
Company, until the honourable Court fliall declare their \ 
Commiflary General for the time being anfwerable folely to 
them* and fo far independent of the Adminiftration here, 
as thafiie ihall not beremoveable by them from his office, 
either by difmiffion, fnfpenfion, fuperceffion, or by any* 
other diredt or "indiredr. means, and may freely and fecurely 
difcufs their proceedings relative to military charges. , 

28. I am difinterefted on this humble dpinion, becaufe 
my conftitution is fo much worn down by unremitting la- 
bours for the benefit of the Company, that it is poflible I 
fhall not be able, however much I may ftruggle, to continue 
them fo long as until I can hear what the plfeafure of the 
honourable Court may be regarding what I have thus fub- 
miffively llated ; which, If I live till then, will determine 
whether I ihall continue my official exertions, or retire* 

29. Permit me in conclusion juft to obferve^ that al- 
though the Board have been pleafed to withhold from the 
Commiflary General the brevet military rank annexed to 
the, office by its original conftitution, they have granted 
the rank, pay, and allowances of a Lieutenant Colonel to a 
furgeon Major! concerning which, all that I ihall atpre^ 
fent fay is, that I would venture my life there is no- man in 
this courttry who; would feriqufly alledge that fuch treat* 
meat is a fuitable return for my zealous fervices to the 
Company, which are known throughout India; but I look 
much farther for reward, and; I am humbly confident I ' 
will not be difappointed in the firm reliance I have that I ' 
ihall obtain it from the jufticeof the honourable Court, 
who muft be fenfible of the value of fervants who attend » 
to their own interefts fo little, as to attempt faithfully 
their duty under the difcoui^agrag frowns of power. 

30. Ihave only to add, that if there is any- irregularity 
in my prefuming to addrefs the honourable Court, I beg it 
may be imputed to thafe who have left me no other alter- 
native,' than either to adopt this direct mode of addrefs, or 
to leave the Company to fuffer feverely by the honourable . 
Court's remaining ftrang^rs to the bold manoeuvre of shut- 
ting up the Commiflary jSeneraPs official powers, aad »■ 
thereby depriving the Company of lights highly important 
to their intfrefts. - 

-31. Candour however requires, that I ihould. declare .' 
that lyfeflrs. Stables and Macpherfon, who have ftiewn 
Vol. VI. D fincere 
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fincere difpofitions for the good of the Company, are not 
parties to this unconftitutional meafure : I do not yet know 
how far Mr, Wheler is; and the tranfa&ion is altogether fa 
unjike the line of his condudt, that 1 can fcarcely perfuade 
myfelf it received his ailent.

POSTSCRIPT. 

- Mr. Wheler having been 01ft of town when the preced- 
ing letter was written, I had not an opportunity of cori- 
verfing with him before I finished it ; but Ihave fince had 
the fatisfa&ion to learn from himfelf, tharmy corijeAiire 
was not unfounded; for, after reading, at my requeft, the 
letters of the 9th and 26th December, with the ftateof the 
audits referred to, he acknowledged* without hesitation, 
that he did not cpnfider either of them objectionable ; and 
allured me, that fo far from having^ given his aflent to the 
iRoard's letter of the 27th January, the fubjedk had never 
been mentioned to him ; and that he believed the minute 
had neither been written nor read in the Council room. 

. Thus in the abfence of two members of the Board, the 
Governor General formed, in his own perfon, a majority ; 
and, without the ceremony of confulting the only one of 
his colleagues who was in town, iflued in the name of Go- 
vernment, a tnandate, fubverfxve of the moft ufeful inftitu- 
tion, without any exception^ in the Company's fervice; 
but the ill effedts to the Company will be the fame, all 
check being deftroyed, as if the meafure had pafled at a full 
Board. 

Without troubling the honourable Court with any of my 
own remarks, I leave it to themto conlider how far it may 
be proper to overlook the Governor General's affumption 
of fuch abfolute power, and for fuch purpofes; and even 
with air the wifdom of the Court, it will require their ut* 
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moft penetration to forefee the whole extent of the confe- 
rences that might refult from it.

JLxtretB of a Letter from the Commiffary General to she Honou- 
rable Board of Infpettion ; dated 19th January 17^8 3* 

I have theintereftof the army mod (ipterety at heart; 
and I have a very lively fenfe of the ftardfhips to whfoh the 
gentlemen gn thecoaftare unavoidably fubje&ed, by berng 
lb much in arrear ; hut it is my humble opinion that the re- 
gulations of Government ought to be obeyed ; and that any 
relief which could be afforded fhould be adrniniftered in any 
other way rather than by fuffering deviations from them, 
tmlefs where the General's- difcretional powers may happen 
\o be exercifed. * 

A Committee of Infpedlion for expediting bttfmefs, at; 
♦which one of ydur number fhould, prefide, appeared to me 
fo very neceflary, that I toqjc the liberty of fuggefling the 
meafure a confiderable time ago : I have occasionally re- - 
minded you of it; and whenever you Iball be pleafed to 
adopt that humble proposition, I will, pledge myfelf the 
great load of bulinefs which has lain over thefe two years, 
in the department of infpe<5tion, may be brought up in two 
months, and that the buiinefi mayy without much difficulty* 
be afterwards kept up. *^ 

With refpeft to Mr. TierneyYdefire to appoint a per- 
fon with the Comftiiffary General's .powers to accompany 
him to the coaft, a complete and intimate knowledge of the 
multifarious regulations of this fervice cannot poffibly be at- 
tained without confiderable experience, and critical attend 
tion to the letter and fpirit of them ; but I conceive? that 
Mr. Tterney and his deputy, in the courfe of two years, 
may have acquired an accurate'kndw ledge of the eftaWiffied 
charges ; thefe are all they have any buBnefs to pay with- 
out fpecial authority; for however a£live any campaign 
may be, there is a fufficient number of Staff Officers, exclu- 
five of the Pay mailer, to commit to writing, from time to 
time, the orders of the Commander in Chief refpedtmg ex- 
tra charges, which will take the refponfibiitty off the. Pay-* 
mailer; and if any Paymaller could propofe to himfelf 
only to iffue money, and to caufe the accounts dtlburfe- 
ments to be written out after previous audit of all the bills, * 
little elfe, as I obferved on a former occali'on, would be left 
to fuch Paymaller than the trouble of drawing his commit 
fion and allowances ; but in fuch cafe the appointment 
would be of very little utrlityto the Company; and a Pay- 
maller fo fituated could not ?xpe6t to be rewarded by a 
commiffion of one and an half per cent., and by the other 
ufual allowances of that fixation: Thefe are liberal, and 
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are meant as well for the trouble of examining the accounts 
in the Arft initance, as in consideration of Tome ta%ues ; 
but a diftinft Paymafier runs very few, efpecially firicethe 
orders of the 2d of Oftoher lail were iffuej, empowering 
them to recover retrenchments by ftoppages. If I con- 
fulted my own cafe only, I would moft earneftly cherifh 
the idea of complying with Mr. Tierney's requefl; but my 
fenfe of duty obliges me humbly to pronounce, from expe- 
rience, that it would only tend, in my opinion, to an in- 
creafeof expence, without answering any good purpofe to 
the Company.

As it was not the intention of Government, when they 
removed the Paymafters who were not covenanted fervants 
of the Company from their offices, and ordered that they 
ftould deliver over the fame on the 31ft July Jail, to de* 
prive them of any partof the commiffion due on the mili- 
tary difburfepfients, which ought to have been difcharged 
previous to the 31ft of July, had there been money fn the 
hands of thefeveral Paymafters fufficient for that purpofe. 

The Board have therefore been pleafed to direct., that the 
Baymafter General do calculate the commiflion on the Pay- 
fhafter's djfburfements, in the uTual manner, but that h$ 
Ihall transfer the commiffion on all military charges in- 
curred previous to the 31ft July 1783, which he may £n4 
entered on the Paymafter's dilburfements for the next fix 
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*nonths, that is, from ift Auguft 1783, to 31ft January 
1784,10 the credit of the Paymaflers to whom it properly 
belongs. 

But as it would be an injuftice to the Paymaflers who 
have the trouble of paying bills, on which their predecef- 
fors are to draw the commiffiori, to be anfwerable for the 
Commiffary General's retrenchments on thofe bills ; 

Ordered, That tlje Paymafter General and Commiffary 
General do keep a feparate account of fuch retrenchments; 
and that the former debit the late Paymaflers for the fame, 
and call on them to refund the amount after the ufual time 
allowed for the recovery of retrenchments : and farther, 
that all the trouble and.rifque of recovering the retrench- 
ments on the above-^nentioned bills fhaty appertain to the 
Paymaflers who have been difmifled, and who are to receive 
the commiffion on them.

That the military Paymafter General out of the 
provinces do iifue the money to the feveral Paymafter s 
under him, as it i* required, taking their receipts for the 
fame, and being particularly careful that they do not hold 
any balance of cafli in their hands, under any pretence 
whatfoever. 

3d. That the military Paymafter General out of the pro- 
vinces do tranfmit to the military Paymafter General at the 
Prefidency a monthly abftra& or his receipts and iffues, to" 
enable him to adjuft his accounts with the Accomptant Ge- 
neral; he will likewife tranfmit to the Accomptant Gene- t 
raPs office.

Gentlemen/ 

I beg teave tb fctv befori you copy of an application/ 
which fhave iieceivea from Major Erlkine, in confequence 
of the enclofed extrad of the general. letter from the Court 
ok Directors, dated the 14th of April 1779. 

I have not mads any particular reply to the Major's ques- 
tion, becaufe the orders which I have received on the point 
leave me at foine lofs how to a6t ; for the fate Commiflary 
General having fubmitted to you a claim of Captain James 
Dickfon, founded- upon the fame paragraph, the demand 
was rejedted;' whereas Captain Hook was lately fucefsfui 
in a like claim upon the fame grounds, owing, I prefume, 
either to the force of fome new arguments offered by him, 
or perhaps to the want of recolle&ion of the decifion of 
Captairi Didkfon's cfcfe; which is not fur£rifing, confider- 
iag that the multiplicity of bufmefs with which yon are 
leaded in various departments muft render it impoffible to 
give the mind equally to ail, more efpecially iii times when 
the political line requires fo great and conftant attention : 
but, as. the finances are the finews of war, the importance 
of dire&ing an obfervant eye to the application of them it 
manifeft; and that confideration, with a hearty difpofition 
to be* if poffible, more uieful^ has often made me wifh 
* ($nd I have occasionally expreffed it before) that the origi- 
nal inftitution, by which the Commiflary General was ad- 
mitted to a feat at the Board of Infpe&ion, had not fallen 
into difufe. All order$ relative to military expences, in 
whatfoever department pafled, muft be communicated to 
him ; and as they form the fole objeit of his official atten- 
tion, it feems to be very obvious, that he might be of 
creat- affiftance. in the department of infpe&ion; or if a 
Committee of Control of Military Accounts was eftablifh- 
ed, confifting of fuch Members of the Superior Board as 
might chufe to attend, one of whom fliould always prefide, 
and of the Commander in Chief, and Commiflary General 
for the time being, I am humbly confident that eafe and 
fatisfa£tion would refult to you, with benefit to the Com^ 
pany, 'and greater difpatch to bufinefs, than it is pofiible to 
give oif the prefent plan; but when I have ..ventured this 
fuggeftion, I beg I may not be rtiifunderftood * r your appro*- 
bation of it would only be a fonroe of additional trouble to 
me, without ad vantage or emolument ; and nothing could .

Haying come up on a vifit to Colonel Mui-r, I hav« 
learnt that the diftrefles of the troops for want of pay are 
inexpreffibly fevere and affe&ing ; many of the fepoys have 
been relieved from the guards at Fort William, on account 
of weaknefs for want of food. The Colonel tells me that 
only forty thoufand of the two lacks promifed have been 
received . 

In converfiag *n the fubje&, a thought occurred to me, 
which I think may produce a-rnitigation of the diftrefles of 
the troops, and of courfe avert any irregularity that men 
of the moft placid difpofitions might be driven to in ex- 
treme neceffity ; it is, that Government, having a large 
/lock of grain at prefent on hand, fhould immediately ferve 
out foole of it to the natives at a reafonable valuation, in 
lieu of part of their arrears ; and the convi&ion I have of 
the good tendency of this idea, induces me to communi- 
cate it to you per exprefs. 

The unfupportable expence that falls under my own eysl 
is one of the principal fources of the prefent diftrefles, and 
is fo infinitely beyond the abilities of the Company, that* 
I have very often intended to addrefs Government in their 
fecret department with my fentiments officially and at 
large upon the fubjeft; but the apprehenfion that my mo-

ffo the Honourable Court of Dircftors of the Honourable Uniteef 
Eajl-India Company. 

On the River Ganges. 21ft Feb. 1785^ 

Honourable Sirs, 

HAVING had occaGon to difburfe from my own cafh 
many fums, for fervices which, though required to enable 
me to execute the duties of my ftatton, 1 have hitherto 
omitted to enter in my public accounts, 'and my own for- 
tune being unequal to fo heavy a charge, I have refolved to 
reimborfe myfelf in a mode the moft ftiitable to the fitua- 
tion your affairs, by charging the fame on my Durbar ao 
counts of the prefent year, and crediting them by a fum 
privately received, and appropriated to your fervice in the 
fame manner with other fums received on account of the 
honourable Company, and already carried to their account. 
# The particulars of thefe difburfements are contained in 
the enclofed accounts, N° 1, 2, 3, and 4, of which N°€ 
is the abflraS. 

I fhall fubjoin a brief explanation of each. 

The fum of the account N° 1 is the difference between 
the allowance of 300 rupees a month, which was the cuffr 
tomary pay of the Governor's military Secretary, and that 
which I allowed to Lieutenant-colonel Ironfide during the 
jtime that he afted in that capacity, on account of his fu- 
perior rank. It was referred to your honourable Court in 
one .of the general letters of the year 17 73 or 4; but I 
prefume that it was overlooked, hi the preffure of other 
more important* matters which at. that time occupied your 
attention. 

N° 2, and 3, are explained in the accounts themfelves. 

N° 4 confifts of three feveral kinds of charges, which I 
confefs to have been unauttjorifed, but which I humbly 
conceive neither to be of a private nature, nor unworthy 
fubjefts of the bounty of a great and rifing ftate. — The 
firft is inconfxderable, confifting chiefly in th,e fubfiftence of 
the Pundits, who were aflembled in Calcutta, and employed 
during two y$ars in compiling the code of Hindoo laws 
for your ufe. The fum allotted to them was, as 1 recoU 
Jeft, one rupee per diem ; a larger recompence was offered, 
but refufed ; nor would they receive this, but for their 
jlaily fupport : they had indeed the promife of fome public 
endowments for their colleges, which yet remain unpen* 
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formed*. — The fccond is the amount of fundry monthly 
felaries paid to fonie of the mofl learned profeflbrs of the 
Mahomedan law, for tranflating, from the Arabic into the 
Perfian tongue, a compendium of their I4W, called The 
Hedaya, which is held in high eftimatiorc, and part of a 
more voluminous work, which I could not profecnte* 
Your honourable Court is in poffeffion of a part of the 
Englifti verfion of Hedaya, made by Mr. James Anderfon, 
pjd a fubfequent part of the fame work has been lately 
translated by Mr. Hamilton. Thefe gentlemen are both 
engaged in the completion of it, and are both eminently 
qualified for it. It would exceed the due bounds of this 
letter, to expatiate on the utility of this work ; yet I may 
lie allowed to vindicate theexpence of it by one fummary 
argument, which is' that while the. Mahomedan law is al- 
lowed to be the ilandard of the criminal jarifprudence of 
jour dominion, under the control and infpedtion of your 
Engfrfti fervants, it feems indifpenfably neceflary that the 
Judges of the Courts fhouid have a more familiar guide for 
their proceedings than the books of the Arabic tongue, of 
which few have opportunities of attaining a competent 
knowledge; and as necefTary that your fervants fhouid 
poilefs the means of confulting the principles on which 
fhpfe judgements are founded, which, in their ultimate re- 
ibrt, and in extraordinary cafes, may fall within their im- 
mediate cognizance, and of the laws of which they are 
the protectors .-—The third charge,' is that of an academy, 
jaftituted for the ftudy of the different branches of the 
fciences taught in the Mahomedan fchoois. After a trial - 
of about two years, finding that it was likely to anfwer 
the end of its inftitution, I recommended to the Board, 
and obtained their confent, to pafs the fubfequent expence 
of the eftablifhraent to the account of the Company, and 
tt> ere£fc a building for the purpofe at my own immediate 
eoft, but for a Company's intereft note granted me for the 
reimburfement of it. It is almoft the only complete efta- 
hlifhment of the kind now exifting in India, although they 
were once in univerfal ufe, and the decayed' remains of thefe 
fchoois are yet to be feen in every capital town or city of 
Hindoftan and Decan. It has contributed to extend the * 
credit of the Englifh name, and to foften the prejudices ex- 
cited by the rapid growth of the Brit ifh dominion; and it 
is a feminary of the moft ufeful members of fociety. 
:•'• I humbly fubmit the propriety of carrying thefe expences 
to your account, by the confideration, that it was not pof- 
fible for me to have been influenced, in incurring them, by 
wy purpofe of my own intereft. Something, perhaps, 
ioay be attributed to the impulfe of pride, in the mare 
which I might hope to derive of a public benefaction ; hut 

certainly 
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certainly not to vanity or o dentation, Gnce I believe it to 
be generally conceived, that the whole expence, of wludt 
the greateft part is vet my own, has been already defrayed 
from the treafury of the Company. 

I will candidly confefs, that when I firft engaged, botj* 
in this and the preceding expence; i had no intention of 
carrying it to the account of the Company. Improvident 
for myielf, zealous for the honour of my country, and the 
credit and intereft of my employers, 1 feldom permitted 
my profpe&s of futurity to enter into the view of my pri- 
vate concerns. In the undifturbed exercife of the facul- 
ties which appertained to the a£Hve feafon of my life, i 
confined all my regards to my public character, and reckoned 
on a fund of years to come fjr its duration The infirmi- 
ties of life have fince fucceeded, and I have lately received 
more than one fevere warning to retire from a fcene to which 
my bodily ftrength is no longer equal, and threatens me 
with a correfponding decay in whatever powers of mind 
I once poflefled, to difcharge the laborious* duties and 
hard vicifiitudes of my ftation. With this change iix 
my condition, I am compelled to depart from that liberal 
plan which I originally adopted, and to claim from your 
juftice, for you have forbid me to appeal to your gene- 
. rofity, the difcharge o( a debt which I can, with the moft 
fcrupulous integrity, aver to be juftly my due, and which 
I cannot fuftain. 

If it Ihould be objected, that the allowance of thdfe de- 
mands would furnifh a precedent for others of the like 
kind, I have to remark, that in their whole amount they 
are but the aggregate of a contingent account of twelve 
years ; and if it were to become th^ pracVice of thofo who 
have palled their prime of life in your fervice, and filled, 
as I have- filled it, the firft office of your dominion, to 
glean from their paft accounts all the articles of expence 
which their inaccuracy or indifference hath overlooked, 
your interefts would fuffer infinitely lefs by the precedent, 
than by a (ingle example of a life fpent in the accumulati- 
on of crores for your benefit, and d<>omed in its clofe to 
fuffer the extremity of" private want, and to fink in ob-* 
fcurity. 

I have thought it proper to complete the prefent fubject, 
by the addition of a charge which I intended to have fub- 
imtted regularly to the Board; but which, if divided at 
this time from the others, might have admitted an unfair 
lonftru£tion. It is in the account N° 6, and confifts of 
Charges incurred for boats and budgerows provided by me, 
for my own ufe, on fuch public occafions as require my 
departure from the pi efidency oa extraordinary fervice r « 
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My predeceflbrs have always had an eftablifhment of 
this kind provided for them, and my fucceffor will have a 
provifion devolve to him, fuperior in convenience and in 
elegance to any that I have yet feen, and furnifhed with a 
coft which would not be credited by thofe who have feen 
the fubjedh of it.

Para. 47. We have confidered the letters from the Go^ 
vernor General, of the 20th January, 22d May, and i6tli 
December 1782, relative to prefents, together with the 
account which accompanied the letter of the 2 2d May. 
Although it is not «ur intention to exprefs any doubt oi 
the integrity of our Governor General, on the contrary* 
after having received the prefents, we cannot avoid expref- 
fing our approbation of his conduft, in bringing them to the 
credit of the Company, yet we muft confefs the ftatement 
of thofe tranfa&ions appears to us in many parts fo unin- 
telligible that we feel ourfelves under the neceffity of calling 
on the Governor General for an explanation, agreeable to 
his promife voluntarily made to us. We therefore defire 
to be informed of the different periods when each fum was 
received, and what were the Governor General's motives 
for withholding the feveral receipts from the knowledge of 
the Council, or of the Court of Diredtors; and what 
were his reafons for taking bonds for part of thefe fums, 
and for paying other fums into the treafury, as depofits oa 
his own account.

S I R, 

The honourable Court of Diro&ors, in their general 
letter to Bengal, by the Surprize, dated the 1 6th March 
1784, were pleafed to exprefs their defire that I fhould in- 
form them of the periods when each fum <>f the prefents, 
mentioned in my addrefs of the 22d May 1782, wa9 re- 
ceived, what were my motives for withholding the feveral 
receipts from the knowledge of the Council, or of the 
Court of Directors, and what vtere my reafons for taking 
bonds for part of thefe fums, and for paying other fums 
Into the treafury as depofits on my own account. 

I havfe been kindly apprized, that the information re- 
quired as aJ>ove is yet expe&ed from me. I hope that the 
circumftances of my paft fituation, when confidered, will 
plead my excufe for having thus long withheld it. The 
fa& is, that I was not at the Prefidency when the Surprize 
arrived; and when I returned to it, my time and attention 
were fo entirely engrofled, to the day of my final depar- 
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ture from it* by a variety of other more important occu- 
pations, of which, Sir, I may fafely appeal to your tefti- 
mony, grounded on the large portion contributed by my- 
felf of the volumes which corripofe our confutations of 
that period, that the fubmiffion which my refpect would 
have enjoined me to pay to the command impofed on me; 
was loft to my recollection, perhaps from the ftronger im- 
pr?ffion, which the firft and diftant perufal of it had left 
on my mind, that it was rather intended as a reprehenfionr 
for fomething which had given offence in my report of the 
Original transaction, than as expreffive of any want of a 
ferther elucidation of it. 

Twill now endeavbur to reply to the different queftions 
which have been ftated to me, in as explicit a manner as 
I am able. To fuch information as I can give, the ho- 
hourablc Court is fully entitled, and where that {hall prove 
defective, I will point out the eafy means by which it may 
be rendered more complete. 

Firft, I believe I can affirm with certainty* that the 
feveral fums mentioned in the" accounts tranfmitted with 
my letter above mentioned, were received at, or within a 
very few days of the dates which are prefixed to them in 
the account ; but as this contains only the grofs fums, 
and each, cf thefe was received in different payments, 
though at no great diflance of time, I cannot therefore 
affign a greater degree of accuracy to the account. Per- 
haps the honourable Court will judge this fufficient for 
any purpofe to which their inquiry was directed; but if it 
ihould not be fo, I will beg leave to refer, for a more mi- 
nute information, and for the means of making any invef- 
tigation which they may think it proper to direct, refpedt- 
ing the particulars of this transaction, to Mr. Larkins, 
your Accountant General, who was privy to every procefs 
of it, and pofiefles, as I believe, the original paper, which 
contained the only account that I ever kept of it. In 
this each receipt was, as I recollect, fpeciiically inferted, 
with the name of the perfon by whom it was made; and 
I lhall write to him, to defire that he will furnifh you 
with the paper itfelf, if it is ftill in being, and in his 
hands, or with whatever he can diftinctly recollect con- 
cerning it. 

For my motives for withholding the feveral receipts front 
the knowledge of the Council, or of the Court of Direc- 
tors,' and for taking bonds for part of thefe fums, and paying 
others into the tfcafory as depofits on my own account, 
I have ^gfcnerally accounted in my letter to the honourable 
the Court of Directors of the 22d May 1782; namely, 
that " I either chafe to conceal the firft receipts from 



** public 
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ft piiblic cur,iofity, by receiving bonds for the amount, or 
w poffibly acted without any ftudied defign, which my 
€< memory at that dtftance ot time could verify; and that 
*« I did not think it worth my care to obferve the fame 
•* means with the reft." It will not be expected that I 
ihould be able to give a more correal explanation of my 
Intentions, after a lapfe of three ye^rs, having declared 
at the time, that many particulars had efcaped my remem- 
brance; neither fhall I attempt to add more than the 
. clearer affirmation of the fa&s implied in that Report of 
them, and fuch inferences as neceflarily, or with a ftrong 
probability, follow them. I have faid that the three firit 
fums of the account were paid into the Company's trea- 
fury without parting through my hands : The fecond of 
thefe was forced into notice by its deftination and appli*- 
cation to th$ expence of a detachment, which was formed 
- and employed againft Madejee Scindia, under the com* 
mand of Lieutenant-colonel Carnac, as I particularly ap- 
prifed the Court of Directors, in my letter of the 29th 
jDecember 1780: the other two were certainly not in- 
tended, when I received them, to be made public, though 
Intended for public fervice, and actually applied to it. 
The exigencies of the Government were at that time my 
own, and every preffure upon it refted with its full weight 
upon my mind. Wherever I could find allowable means 
of relieving thofe wants, I eagerly feized them ; but nei- 
ther could it occur to me as neceflary to flate on our - 
proceedings every little aid which I could thus procure, 
nor do I know how I Could have ftated it, without appear- 
ing to court favour by an oftentation which I difdained, 
nor without the chance of exciting the jealoufy of my col- 
leagues, by the conftfuctive affertion of a, feparate and 
tinparticipated merit, derived from the influence of my 
ftation, to which they might have laid an equal claim. I 
fhould have deemed it particularly dilhonourable, to recive 
for my own ufe, money tendered by men of a certain clafs^ 
from whom I had interdicted the receipt of prefents to my 
inferiors, and bound them by oath not to receive them. I . 
was therefore more than ordinarily cautious to avoid the 
fufpicion of it, which would fcarcely have failed to light 
upon me, had I fuffered the money to be brought directly 
to my own houfe, or to that of any perfon known to be 
in truft for me ; for thefe reafons 1 caufed it to be tranf- 
ported immediately to thetreafury. There, I well know, 
Sir, it could not be received without being pafled to fbme 
credit, .and this could only be done by entering it as a 
loan, or as a depofit ; the nrft was the ^leaft liable to re- 
flection, and therefore I had obvioufly recourfe to it*

jyhy the fecopd, fum. was entered as a depouty I an* 
utterly ignorant; pofiibly it was done without any fpeciai 
direction from me;, poffibly becaufe it was the fimplefc 
mo4e of entry, and therefore preferred, as the transac- 
tion itfelf did not require concealment, having been already 
avowed. 

Although I am firmly perfuaded: that thefe were my 
fentiments on the occafion, yet I will not .affirm that they 
were. Though I feel their impreffion as the remains of* 
a feries of thoughts retained on my memory, I am not 
certain that they may not have been produced by fubfe- 
quent refle&ion on the principal fa&, combining with it- 
tjie probable motives of it. Of this I am certain, that it 
"was my defign originally to have concealed the receipt of 
.all the fums, except the fecond, even from the knowledge 
t>f the CouEt of Dire&ors. They had' anfwered my pur- 
pofe.of public utility, and I had almoft totally difmifled 
them from my remembrance. But when fortune threw 
a fum in my way,- of a magnitude which could not be 
xroncealed, and the peculiar delicacy of jny fitu^tion, at 
the time in which I received it, made me more circum- 
fpedi of appearances,. I chofe to apprife my employers of 
itf which I did haftily and generally.; haftily, perhaps to- 
prevent the vigilance and activity of fecret calumny ; and- 
generally, becaufe I knew not the exa& amount of the 
iym of which) I was in the receipt,- but not in the full* 
pqfteffion. I promifed to acquaint them with the* refult as 
fcou as I mould be in pofleffion of it, and in the per- 
formance of my promife I thought it coflfifterit with it, to 
add to the account all the former appropriations ojf the* 
ifcrne kind; my good genius then fuggefting to me, with 
a fpirit of caution, which might have fpared me the trouble' 
qi this apologjr, had I univeifally attended to it, that if 
{had fuppreued them, and they were afterwards known,. 
•I might be afked, what were my motives for withholding 
part, of thefe receipts front the knowledge of the Court of 
Directors and informing them of the reft, 

H being my wifh to clear up every doubt Upon thif 
tKjHifc&ion,. which either my own mind could fuggeft, . or 
which may have been fuggefted by others, I beg leave t*» 
-fuppofp another queftion, and to ftatethe terms of it in 
my reply, by informing you, that the indbrfement on the- 
bonds was made about the period of my leaving the Prefi- 
dency, in the middle of the year 1781, in order to guard 
againft their becoming a claim on the Company, as part of 
*>iy eftate, in the ey€nt of my death occurring in the courfe* 
.of the fervice on which I was then entertng. 

This, Sir, is the plain hiftory of the tranfa&ion. I

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cate it to the honourable Court of Directors, whofe tifrie 
is too valuable for the intrufion of a fubject fo unintereft- 
ing, but that it is become a point of indifpenfable duty ;

To the Honourable Court of JXrecJors of the Eaji-India 
Company. 

Honourable Sirs, 

Baring feen a pamphlet, entitled, A Short Account of 
the Rejignation of Warren. HaJUngs, Efquire y in which my 
name appears as a witnefs to the authority given to Mr. 
Macleane, which authority has been difavowed by Mr. 
Haftings ; I think it neceflary to ftate. the part I took in 
this tranfajftion, fomewhat more aft large than is recorded 
in your Proceedings of tl^e 23d of Odtober 1776. I will 
not, at this diftarice of time, undertake to charge my me- 
mory with the precife words of my teftimony ; but I can 
aflert with confidence that it was to the following effe<5t :— * 
" That when Mr.. Haftings gave his inftru&ions to Mr. 
u Macleane, on his departure from Bengal in the begin- 
€€ ning of 1 76 5, (ftiould be 75) he told him % he would 
€€ not continue a nominal Governor without any real 
u power, but was refolVed to quit his ftation, unlefs, by 
u the removal of General Clavering, Mr. Francis, 'or Co- 
u lonel Monfon, or by the addition of fome friend of htf 
€t own to the Council, the authority was given him as 
€c well as the name ; and that he authorized him to de- 
€€ dare this refolution wherever he thought proper." 

It is very true, as Mr. Haftings oWerves in his fetter 
of the 15th of Auguft 1-777, that, he did not authorize me 
to give teftimony ; but it is equally true, that he did not for- 
bid my doing it : and therefore, when his agent (Mr. Mac- 
leane) requefted it of me, I could ndt have been juftified 
in refilling. Mr. Macleane wrote to trie, to beg 1 would 
attend in JLeaderthall Street for this purpt>te; I came from 
, Berkfhire in confequence; I had at that time a perfeft re- 
colle&ion of the words Mr. Haftings had ufed, and I re- 
peated them literally, without attempting to explain them. 
It refted with the Court of Dire&ors to determine whether 
or not they amounted to authority for a resignation. If 
the original minutes of the teftimony I gave to the Chair- 
main, Deputy Chairman, and Mr. Becher, can be found, 
and the inftru&ions to Mr. Macleane, which Mr. Haftings 

fays 
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lays he has in his poffeflion, are produced, the former will 
appear to be merely a confirmation of the latter. 

\yith |«fpe<a to the resignation, I. underftood from Mr. 
Macleane, that it was hot intended Mr. Haftings flloxihi 
1>e obliged to quit the Government immediately on the re- 
ceipt of the advices from the Court of Drre&ors, but only 
that he fhould do it in time to return to England by fome of 
the fhips of that feafon ; and it has been mentioned to me 
in letters from Bengal, that, although Mr. Haftings difap- 
proved of the refignation, it was really his intention to 
iave abided by at, till General Covering's attempt to dif- 
poffefs hrm fry violence, and the fubfequent occurrences, in- 
duced hk» to purfue-a different condudt.

That if it ihall be agreeable to the honourable Board to 
extend the contract beyond the prefent year, I will engage 
to keep the bunds in a ftate of thorough repair during the 
J^cond year, for the fum of eighty thoufand Sicca rupees 
(80,000) to be paid to me as follows : 

One quarter in November 1778. 

One d° - in December. 

One d° - in January 1779. 

One d° - in February. 
J fhall give fuch fufficient fecurity as the honourable 
Board may require for the due performance of my en* 
gagements. 

If thefe propofals fhould in general meet with your ap- 
probation, I (hall be very ready to fubmit to fuch farther 
reftri£Hons or regulations as you may think neceflary fo* 
completing th$ yrwk in the moft fubftantial manner.

In our letter of the 15th November, we addreffed you 
on the fubje& of the poolbundy of this province, and 

. tranfmitted to you copy of a letter from Mr. Dynely, to- 
gether with a reprefentation from Brijoo Kiffore Roy, cor- 
roborating our reprefentations of the neceffity of not only 
a fpeedy, but a very fubftantial repair being made; we 
alfo informed you that Mr% Kinloch, the fuperintendant 
of Poolbundy repairs, was, at that time dire&ed to proceed 
into the purgurinahs, and to infpe&.the condition of the 
bunds, arid to afcertain in the mod correft manner he 
could, the expence which would neceflarily be required for 
the repair of. the prefent feafon. That gentleman, being 
now returned^ ha$ delivered to us a report of the condition 
in which he found the feveral bunds, and has accompanied 
it with an eflimate of the expence which he deems requifite 
to be difburfed for the abfolute defence of the province 
from the inundations which may happen in th$ courfe of 
the enfuing rainy feafon. We Tiave the honour to enclofe 
you a copy of his report and eftimate, together with a 
tranflate of a farther reprefentation made to us by Brijoo 
Kiffore Roy on the fubjeft. The information which Mr, 
JCinloch has given us, we are well perfuaded is from a very 
accurate qnd diligent furvey of the feveral bunds ; and, 
from his report, we do npt hefitate to, fay, that a fpeedy 
and fubftantial repair of the whole bunds of the province 
is a matter of the moft ferious attention ; as, either by a 
delay in prolecuting this neceffary work, or by its being 
performed in the fuperficial manner of the two laft years, 
fubjefts the country to inundations, which may caufe q lofs 
of half the revenue of thffe purgunnabs. We are ourfelves 
fully convinced of the high importance of this work, and 
iA the neceffity of Us being executed in the moft effectual 

manner, and deem ourfelves bound in duty to reprefent it 
to you fo forcibly, that your determination may be as 
fpeedy as yoflible, Digitized by Google

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The eftfmate which Mr. Kinloch has given to us may- 
appear to you very high, comparatively with the charges 
of Poolbundy for the laft two years; but as we have the 
fulleft proofs of the futn which was allowed for thefe years 
being very inadequate to the extent of the works, and equally 
well convinced that even that fum has been either not ap- 
plied to the work at all, or done fo very injudictoufly that 
the bunds are in no degree benefited by it, we cannot but 
be very earneft in our requeft, that the charge be admitted 
as ftated by Mr. Kinloch, and that the moft effectual re* 
ilraints be put upon thofe whom you fhall be pleafed to 
entruft with the difburfement of it, that the fum bejduly 
and faithfully applied for the purpofes for which it is grant- 
ed ; and here we cannot but exprefs our Worft opinion of 
the fidelity of the darogahs who have been employed for 
the laft two feafons^ and impute to their negledt, the necef* 
fity to which Government is reduced of incurring fo very 
heavy an expence, which however, if difburfed as we have 
recommended, the charge will in future Feafons be greatly 
reduced, as after one thorough and effectual repair, tve con- 
ceive a frnall annual expence will be fujftcient to keep the bundf 
up, and prevent* their going to decay*

Governor General. — I move that the offers made by Mr. 
Frafer be accepted; and that a contract be granted him for 
keeping the poolbundy of Burdwan in repair, on the terms 
fpecified by him, for the prefent year, and the next en firing ; 
and that the Commiffioner of Law Suits bedirected to caufe 
the proper inftruments to be prepared in the legal form, 
being furnifhed with the above propofal, and fuch other 
copies of the records of this department, as may be requw 
fite to complete them. 

Mr. Francis. — The managers on the part of the Rajah 
undertook to keep the pools in repair for the fum of 25,000 
rupees per annum. If the work was not properly attended 
toj and performed by them, it was the duty of the Burdwan 
Council to inform us of fuch negledt, at the periods when 
it might have been in our power to have made timely pro- 
visions againft the confequences of it. They ought to have 
fent out aumeens, from time to time, to infpeft the ftate of 
the bunds, and report it to them. Their Superintendant, 
Mr. Kinloch, flbould at teaft not have waited till the rains 
of the fecond year were over, before he' made his report of 
the ftate of the bunds. 'Mr. Thomfon, in 1775, propofed 
to* perform this work for 60,000 rupees per annum, for 
nine years; the prefent propofal is for a lack and twenty 
fchoufand, for the ift year, and 80,000 for the 2d. Ad- 
mittingthat the bunds may havefufFered fome extraordinary 
damages in the laft year, ftill the difference between this 
and the other propofal is fo exorbitant, that I cannot think 
it right to agree to it, efpecially as there is no eftimate of 

{articulars before us. to guide the judgement of the Board* 
a my opinion, the repairs of the roolbundy fhould be 
, poraraitted to the Rajah, or to the perfon who has the ma- 
' ' ' • nagement 
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nagement of the collections, who might, with great eafe, 
"be obliged to perform his engagements ftri&ly, if the 
Burdwan Council attended to the bufinefs themfelves, or 
obliged their Superintend ant to make conftant reports to 
them of the Aate and progrefs of the work.- 

Governor General. — It fuited the temper of the feafon 
in which the Rajah made his propofals to make an ofFer for, 
repairing the poolbundy, fo much below the fum which 
had ever been expended in any one year for that fervice, at 
to make all prior difburfements appear in a fufpected light 
by the contraft. It is notorious, and it was well known 
at the time, to every one in the leaft converfant in this bu- 
finefs, that it was impoffible to have kept the pools and 
dykes of that extenfive country in repair for fo fmall an 
annual fum as 25,000 rupees ; and in efle&, the progrefs 
that could have been made in the work, by fo trifling an 
expence, would have been fo fmall, that the Rajah's officers 
appear to have thought it not worth their while to lay put 
any money at all upon the work ; we have authentic evi- 
dence of its having been totally neglecled, yet I am of 
opinion that a much fmaller fum would have then fufficed 
than that which is now propofed for the repairs of the pre- 
fent year, fince this is an accumulating charge, which, 
from the nature of it, will annually grow upon fuch year's 
inegledh The breach which 50 rupeies might have mended 
\vhen it was firft difcovered, will, after the clofe of one 
rainy feafon, and the continued paflage of an impetuous 
tide through it, require an expence of more than 100 ru- 
pees. Mr. Thompfon's propofals including a long term of 
nine years, for the equal yearly fum of 60,090, which I 
think greatly, exceeds the proportionate amount of the 
prefent propofals, becaufe thefe are to effect a complete 
repair, which can hardly be concluded in one feafon, arid 
the fubfequent expence will be but trifling. As I mean tQ 
confine my own obfervations to the queftion, I muft beg 
leave to decline offeringmy remarks upon the conduct of 
the Council of Burdwan, in fufFering (if they have fuf- 
fered) the bunds to run into decay through their negleft or 
inattention. 

Mr. Wheler. — As neither Mr. Frafer's fcheme, nor the 
eftimate formed by the fuperintendant at Burdwan, arc 
fufficiently explanatory for me to form a judgement # on the 
queftion, I bee leave to decline giving any. 

Mr. Barwell. — I agree to the acceptance of Mr. Frafer's 
propofals, judging it better to limit the expence by a coif 
tratt, than to leave the difburfements to be made by efti- 
mate ; as I fcarcely know of any one inftance of eftimates 
having been delivered, and the expence kept within them.

Read the following letter from Mr. Frafer, ike Coritraftor 
v . for the repairs of the pools in Burdwan : 

Ti the Honourable Warren Hajlings^ Efquire, Governor 
General? &c. Council of Revenue. 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

Having completed the firft year of the contradr, which I 
entered into for repairing and upholding the pools and 
banks ere&ed for the defence of the Burdwan province, I 
.beg leave to lay before the Board an account of the ftatp of 
Poolbundy, and to fufcnfcit, with the observations and pro- 
pofals I have to make, what appears neceflary for fapport- 
ing thefe important works in future. 

The Deig Bund, as it ftands recorded upon the proceed- 
ings of the Burdwan Council, comprehends a tra£t of pool* 
in length nearly 500 miles, which, from having been 
greatly neglefled for fome years, was in fo ruinous a ftate 
when I commenced my engagements, that in the po61s of 
Burdali alone, the firft work I took in hand, I had 578 
breaches to fill up, one half of them of confiderable ex- 
tent; and although in the pools of the other purgunnahs 
there were not fo many breaches, yet they were fo much 
broken down by cattle* I could not *>n any- terms whatever 
prevail ufpon any pijet of my agents ta come under articles 
of agreement f$r ftnifhing the repairs of their refpe&ive 
ftations within a limited time; fo much did they defpair, 
at the advanced feafon of the year when the work was bet- 
gun, of being able to accomplish what was neceflary to be 
done before the fettling in the rains. 

Under the difcouraging circumftances, I have only to re- 
folve on fparing no expence, or leaving untried any means 
which could poffibly contribute to forward the underta- 
king I had engaged to perform; which having accordingly 
put in execution, I was, . in confequence, fortunate enough 
to follow fuch meafures as in the end happily effe&ed what, 
at the beginning, Ihad fo little profpeft of fulfilling in the 
ihort time given me for that purpofe. ,, 

Independent of the ftate in which I found the pools, I 
have on the following accounts been put to very great and 
unexpected charges, which do not commonly happen, by 
• ; . y ^ ze6 havinj " 
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having a fecond repair to give to many of the pdols, parti* 
cularly the fandy ones, the woik of the firft jepair having 
been wa(hed away by the uncommon and unremitting vio- 
lence of the rains, *hicb continued for many days at their 
firft fetting in ; together with filling up the new breaches 
made by extraordinary torrents of water, which at that 
time came down from the hills, and overflowed a great part 
of the province ; and in fecuring the foundation of the 
principal pools from being fapped by this collected body of 
water, which could in no other way be effected than by 
ufing trees, with great quantities of bamboos, mats* ftraw, 
and other materials, to prevent the new earth thrown in 
from being carried away, all of them additional charges 
upori the eftimate I formed at giving in my propofals, and 
an expence which would not have been incurred, had the 
rains fet in, as they generally do, with a moderation which 
gives time for their gradually acting upon and fettling the 
new earth and fand — the only chance there is of a work of 
this nature, executed, in the dry feafon, becoming fuffi* 
ciently ft rang to refill the force of currents, or to bear the 
weight of great bodies of water. 

Befides the infufficient manner in which the pools have 
of lace years been repaired, the ancient practice of erecting 
dobunds, a neceflary fecurtty againft inundation, on the 
failure of the old pools, has keen altogether neglected, and 
the rivers have now in moft parts approached fo near the old 
pools, that notwithftanding they have been this year at a 
great expence repaired in fuch manner as will, with the far- 
ther repairs to be given the enfuing feafon, fecuretheifc for 
two, or perhaps three years longer, from felling into the 
rivers, yet it will be impoffible to pteferve them long from 
that fate; and unlefs dobunds, where neceflary to fuppiy 
$he place of the old pools as they fail, are ready by the 
time there will be occafion for them, it Will be impractica- 
ble to keep fome of the purgunnahs from being overflowed 
in the rainy leafons ; and of cohfequence, as the cultiva- 
tion of the fouthern purgunnahs is wholly obtained by 
means of the pools, the crops in many places will be en- 
tirely loft, and the Company theieby deprived of a great 
part of their revenue. 

In order therefore thaft dobunds may be ready by the tim© 
they will be wanted, their foundations ought to be laid im- 
mediately, and additional work raifed upon that bafis the 
next and following years, until they are completely finilhed, 
becaufe new-raifed earth taking a long time to fettle, fuch 
bunds do not, in many years, become fufficiently ftrong t* 
Withftand the force which currents gather in their rapid 
progrefs from the hilly countries. If, on the contrary, 
thefe bunds of prote&ion are not built before the old pool* 
3 ' & 1 * 
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fail, they nraft then beraifed with fuch expend ve materials 
(to render them, if pofiible, of immediate ufe) that the 
charge of ere&ing them will be enormous, without any 
degree of certainty that they will anfwer the piirpofe for 
Which they are erected. 

The efficacy of the propofed precaution is therefore f# 
obvious, that it is almoft neceflarjt to obferve how niuch it 
would be the intereft of the Company to grant to every 
cohtra£or, who engages to kefep the pools in thorough re- 
pair, an annual allowance, to be by him appropriated for 
the fole purpofe of building dobunds, a meafure which the 
iboner it is adopted, the more will the charge of that work, 
in the end, be diminifhecL 

It is Well known that in the repairs of the pools this 
year, accompliflied to the general fatisfaction of the far- 
mers, every indulgence and affiftance has been afforded on 
my part, which the ryots flood in need o£» for promoting 
the different branches of cultivation; and as inconteftible 
proof of the fufficiency of the repairs, there is not an in- 
stance of the failure of, or a breach being made in, any one 
of the pools during the laft currents, and breaking. up of 
the rains ; but though they have thus flood, as the builds 
are the only roads for cattle, they are fubjedt to perpetual 
injuries from them, and have ib fact been much injured by 
them, as well as weakened by the almoft unheard-of tor- 
rents occafioned t^y the laft rainy feafon. 

In recompense p£ the unexpected .charges I have been 
put to, and of the fatisfa&ory conclufion of my firft year's 
engagement, I have to folicit, and I hope the .Board will be 
pleafed to grant me, a prolongation of my contract for three 
years, in addition to my prefent term, and that 1 may be al- 
lowed fucb occafional advances, on account of the dobunds,, 
as I may apply for to the Council at Burdwan, fo that each 
advance fhall not exceed the fum of five thoufand rupees ; 
and as I do not wifl> to make this a part of my contract, or 
to gain by it, I will, at the end of each year, or when the 
dobunds fhall be completed, deliver in to the Board an exaft 
and faithful account of the monies expended on the do- 
bunds, verified on oath; for I look only for profit from my 
contract*

Governor General* — As I have every reafon to believe 
that this mode of providing for the repairs of the pools or 
dykes in the zemindary of Burdwan will prove, in the end, 
of the greateft utility to'that branch of the revenue — that 
Mr. Frafer has conuucled himfelf with Uriel fidelity and 
integrity in the execution of it — and as I know, from re- 
peated 
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peated experience, that a bufinefs of this kind always fufferfc 
very materially by being frequently fhifted into new kand&, 
I recommend and move that Mr. Frafer's contract be pro- 
longed for three years, on theprefent terms, that is to fay, 
8o,ooo rupees per annum; and, fbr the reafons affigned ih 
his letter, that he be allowed to make dobunds, or new em- 
bankments, in fupport of the- old ones," where we fhall 
judge them necefljiry, at the charge of Government, with- 
out any additional profit to himfelf ; and his accounts of 
this charge to be verified on oath, as he himfelf has 
propofed. 

Mr. Wheler. — I fhall affent to the contihuation of the 
contradl:, and to the additional propofition for making do* 
bunds, although I think the term much too long; 1 am 
likewife of opinion that Mr. Frafer fhould be obliged to 
report to the Board the work which he fhall annually per- 
form, which Report fhould be confirmed by an a6tual fur- 
vey of the faid work, made either by the order of this 
Board, or of the Revenue Council at Burdwan. 

Mr. Francis. — I adhere to the opinion which I have al- 
ready given on this fubjeft, on the 13th of February Iaft. 

Mr. Barwell. — I agree to the prolongation of Mr. Fra- 
fer's contract, and to the additional propofition for making 
dobunds; and with Mr. Whele**s opinion as to a regular 
annual report ©f the ftate and improvement of the bands : 
this falling ,properly within the office' of Infpe&or of the 
Pools, Mr. Kinloch, under the Burdw&n Council, a gene- 
ral order fhould be iflued, enjoining the Infpeftor to lay 
before the Provincial Council an account of the repairs or 
ftate of the pools regularly, on the commencement of the 
rains, that is on the 15th of June.

iof his concurrence in whatfoever agreement fhould be writ* 
ten upon it 6y trt, and of the fan&ion of his faith pledged 
for every obligation exprefled and implied by St.* 

The tfoard being fully fatisfied of the fufficiency of the 
powers with which Syed Aflum Cawn Behauder and Mr» 
Richard Jofeph Sulivan are intefted on the part of the Na-

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brf> Wallaujaw, and being anxious that fpeedy and effec- 
tual remedies {hould be applied to the difordered ftateof the 
affairs of the Carnatic, do deem it of <flential moment, that 
the entire fan£tion of the controlling Gavernment of India 
fh'4iild be given to the agreement, and the more efpecially 
asift the* 'letters which have been received from the Presi- 
dency of Fort St. George fince the commencement of the 
lafe troubles in the Carnatic, they have repeatedly declared 
their total and abfolute inability to obtain from the Car- 
natic the fmalleft fupply of money for the. maintenance of 
the war, or the fupport of their current expences. 

The Governor General lays before the Board the follow- 
ing requeft, which hath been made tp him by Syed Aflam 
Cawn on the part of the Nabob : — His Highnefs the Na? 
b6b> Wailau Zah Sepah Salar Bahadre has fent me from the 
Carhatic to the Governor General and Council, that be* 
tweeft the faid Nab6b and'the Governor and Council a fet- 
tleraent might be made, after the manner of a treaty ; and 
the Nabob has directed ihe, that in cafe the Governor and . 
Council {hould approve of this, I am to reprefent that it 
will be neceffary for a perfon of truft to be appointed, and 
fbtioned for ever, for the purpofe of finally adjuring this 
matter, and carrying on the correfpondence between both 
quarters: mould this be aflented to, he has ordered me to 
reoueft that Mr. Sulivan be appointed, as he can. never be 
Satisfied with an unexperienced or unqualified perfon ; and 
as Mr. Sulivan is a gentleman of the greateft prudence, hat 
refided a long timein the Carnatic, is .perfectly acquainted 
with all the concerns of this country and of the Madras 
Council, and from a long while has been in the Nabob's 
molt intimate friendship ; his appointment, therefore, will 
be of the greateft advantage to the Company's and the Na- 
bob's interefts* For thefe reafons, I beg leave to requeft 
that the Governor General and Council will lb* f leafed to 
appoint Mr* Sulivan to this office. 

The Board having duly weighed the purport of the above 
requeft, and being equally convinced of the neceflity of the 
appointment of a perfon to refide with the Nabob, as tbe< 
zeprefarftativte and miiiifter of this Government, for the. 
maintenance of the agreement actually concluded between 
this Government and the Nabob ; and being alfo firmly of 
opinion, that without the refources of the Carnatic, the 
war in which it is engaged cannot be fupported but by un- 
certain and languid fupplies from Bengal, and eventually 
involve both in one common ftate of diftrefs, if not utter 
ruin ; and having alfo confidered the recommendation made 
by the Nabob in favour of Mr. Richard Jofeph Sulivan* 
and the reafons which have been urged as his inducement 
t? it j and deeming thefe, as well a« the obje&s of the ap- 
Gj pointmenc, 
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pofetnieot, of too great importance to be facrificed to lh#t 
jran&iiio which, on a lefs urgent occafion, might diffuade 
% he Board from employing a iervant of that iPrefidcncy, al* 
though equally a fervaot of the fame comrpon mailers, do 
refolve, That Mr. Richard Jofeph Suliyan be appointed th$ 
jpeprefejitative and minifW of this Government at the Cpurt 
pf the Nabob Wallaw Jaw, for the purpofe, of ihaintaitting 
fhe faith of this Government, in the agreement now cqp?

1 Veryfoon afterwards I had pccafion alfoto confultfre- 
guendy with" him * in confequence of another tranfa&ion 
of the »engal Government relative to -the Nabob of Areot. 
His Highnefs had been for fome time di%ufted with that 
dependence which he had transferred to the Conifcany 
from the Soubah jof the Decan, and the throne of Delhi, 
to whom it originally belonged; be had indulged the hope 
that the agenft' ; 'deputed by him from Tience laft year to 
the Co\irt # '6f "England would contribute not; 4 Iktfe 
towards freeing him. from any interference of the Comr 
pany ; and a deputation to the Government of Bengal, 
, which iseftablifhed'byParliamerity promifedto add to^the 
advantages^ or fupply the deficient*©* p£ ^European em* 
bafly. He therefore ferit, in Marth 17^19 two perfons as 
his minifter, with requefts to the Governor General'; they 
indicate his Highnefs's aim at an irfcreafe of pofleffiom and 
pf power, which the Company has not thought }uft or 
wife to iuffer.

,jeplies of the Governor Ueneral and Council to the Nabob's 
ieveral reque&s . were tranfmitted to this Prefidency, with 
fit intimation that they fhould be confidered as having ail 
the fan&ion force, and validity of a treaty ; and one of 
the Minifters from the Nabob returned with credentials as 
Minifterof the Governor General and Council of Bengal 
at his Highnefs's Court, for the purpofe of maintaining 
their faith in the execution of that treaty, and alfo as their 
reprefentative at this Prefidency. Mr. Haftings has been 
fo obliging as to write to me, that if my appointment to 
this Government had been forefeenj neither he or Mr. 
Wheler would have had recourfe to this uiiufuai interven- 
tion, but would have rather referred the Nabob and his 
creditors to the Prefidency of Fort St. George, as being 
the regular inftrument of the Company's participation ia 
the Government of the Carnatic; he has fince, and I be* 
lieve truly, been informed, that if the treaty and embafly 
had . happened (as we expeired) to arrive during the late 
adminiftration, they would have beeri treated with derifion, 
and refented as injurious. The uneafinefs of the Presiden- 
cies of both coafts, at any extenfion of the authority of the 
Bengal Government over them, beyond the exprefs pro- 
vifion of the aft of Parliament, has been often indeed deh- 
clared in forcible terms in their refpedtive confutations, 
protefts, and correfpondence. They had 1 not probably 
confidered that this important and remedial adl ought to 
have a moft liberal and extenfive, though a juft and candid, 
conftrudtion. .It muft have been meant virtually to give 
the lead and fuper-eminence to the Governor General and 

. Councilof Bengal in all general tranfa&ions, and to com- 
mit, though it does not literally, to them the exclufiv© 
charge of arranging the great line of policy with thofe 
Princes who are really and totally' independent of any of 
your Prefidehcies. India ought never indeed to be confi- 
dered by your fervants otherwife than in a colleftive view, 
without any fubdivifion of local intereft pr attachments, 
and every objection urged againft public meafures, on the 
ground of being .encroachments by one Englifh fettlement, 
or by one fet of Cpmpany's fervants, Qver another, has 
prefented itfelf to my judgement, when contradiftinguijhed 
from the general good, with fu<;h a degree of weaknels as 
to reafon, and of danger as to confequences, that I hate 
taken uncommon pains to inculcate my oppofite fentiments 
in this Prefidency.

Tfaeftt* Yet the utter rejection of the treaty, and confer 
mjatafct breach with the Bengal Government,- reflective as it 
would' prove on the regulations of our policy, would ftill 
^pedia^s be lefs fatal to your affairs, than the pervetfton of 
that .treaty, reluctantly admitted by perfpns who were to 
/carry it Into execution* • From theie dangers at leaft 'thfc„

r v^ - . 9tzedb ^^utionally 
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titftoJially eftabli&ed by a£t of '^foment— It is in mr 
opinion an a& of f^peif rogation in jh& Governor General, 
and an attempt to annihilate a ppwer, which can only be 
diminished or abolifhed by an authority above aoyexifting 
in this country. And I am thoroughly convinced, that 
the Government of Madras cannot, without being liabfe* 
to a charge of breach of- trufi, tacitly acquiefce-in: fo-.gb-'; 
ring. an encroachment upon thofe privileges; w&lch haver 
been affigned to them-by a constitutional a& of Parliament ;* 
1 hope therefore your Lordfiup witt notrJalW it to pafs 
umiiQlefted— I can only' fay, that had I.beon fitting as a 
member of the Board of Bengal, when fucli a raeafureiwas 
propofed, 1 fhould bavse. protefted againft it. 

Extra ft of Letter from the Brejtdint and Council of Fort St J 
George to the Governor General and Council, dated %tb Sep- 
tember 1 78 1. - ..:* , 

Your late appointment, being the^trfl of the kind, to 
fort St. George, fince the eftablifhment of your fuperin- 
tending power, is to be confidered only as an extraordinary 
deviation from your general conduct* and which, when 
made, you no doubt thought warranted by the neceflity of 
the occafion. It would have been, however, particularly 
defirable, that the effe<9t hajd ceafed with the caufe which 
had produced it ; becaufe the objefk of your choice on this, 
occafion, though in other refpefls a gentleman of' mu,ch 
merit, might be thought to have incurred the imputation 
of a breachof truft to the Company. 

Mr. Rictiard Jofeph Sulivan, at the very time that he 
was confidential Secretary to the Select Committee of this 
Presidency, and confequently pofleffed of all the views and 
fecrets of the Company, as far as relate to this Govern*

The claims ef the 
Marattas are as follow : • 

ift. They claim- a: right to theTeftittation of Gatchfaagar,. 
the territory which was conquered from them &y the united 
forces- of tfie Ranah and the Engl i(h, a«c£ which, according: 
to tfie treaty of Colonel Muir, Ihould have^heen refttfred* 
to the Marattat. Bow Buckfey was feitt with a body of 
troops to colledt the revenue of it, and in foftie parts his- 
aumils have been eftabliflied, but ther principal forts have, 
however, continued in the pofleffion of the Ranah. The' 
Marattas demand^ therefore, either the entire furrender of 
thefe forts, ©r a fixed revenue, at the rate of 5,04,ooo> 
per annum. . * 

ad, A tribute on account of the diftri<ft of Binde. It- 
appears that this claim is derived from the time when that 
country was in the pofleffion of the Marattas. It was? 
taken from them* by the late Viaier Sujah ul Doulah^ whew 
• be 
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ne reduced thfe countries on this fide of the Jamnah, as far 
as Janfey ; and, at the requeft of the Ranah, it was given 
by the Vizier to Buht Sing, Rajah of Badour. It was 
afterwards taken from him by Afoph ul Doulah, and given 
to Himmut Bahader. Again it fell into the poffeffion of 
Buht Sing; when Himmut Buhadrc, alarmed at the de- 
figns of Moktur ul Doulah, fled to Nudzif Cawn, at 
Delhy. This claim, therefore, is in fa6k not againft the 
Ranah, but againft Buht Sing, wlio ftill retains poffeffion 
of the diftri& of Binde. But the Ranah has drawn it 
upon himfelf, by aflumiftg the patronage of Buht Sing, and 
the management of his political interefts, and declaring he 
will ftand forth in his defence. 

3d. Five mehals of Sukerwary, which of old belonged 
to Nurwar and Gualier. They were afterwards conquered 
by the Marattas, and annexed to Kudeir under Eetit Row. 
Some years ago they were. reduced by the Ranah. The 
Marattas are defirous of recovering thefe five mehauls, 
though I am not fure if they have yet formally demanded 
them from the Ranah. 

Thefe claims have for fome time paft given rife to a va- 
riety of difcuflions; and on my arrival in camp, I found 
that there was a negotiation on foot betwixt Sindia and the 
Ranah, which was conducted on the part of the latter by , 
His Pirrftiaad, Moon'fhey of Slwajed Eetul. The Ranah, 
it is faid, claimed the Cutchwagar country, agreeable to the 
feparate treaty which he had made with the Marattas ; but 
the difficulty lay in fettling the annual revenue. For the 
prefent year, in particular, the Ranah claimed large deduc- 
tions on account of the depredations and collections made 
by Bow Buckfey* To the fecond claim alfo the Ranah was 
willing to agree, but he claimed a deduction on account of 
the diftri£ts of Mahguwan, &c. ; which, though they had 
formerly belonged to Bend, had for many years paft been 
annexed to his own poffeffions. For fome days there re- 
mained aprofpe& of an accommodation, till Sindia thought 
k expedient to accelerate the negotiation, by letting looft 
liis pindarries on the Ranah's country. 

Both parties then applied to me, as the reprefentation of 
the fnglifh Government". The Ranah complained gene- 
rally of the bad faith* of the Marattas, and the intentions 
which they had formed of deviating from the terms of their 
agreements refpe&ing him, as ftipulated in the treaty of 
Colonel Muir. Sindia applied more particularly : he fent* 
a meflbge to me by Bow Buckfey, reprefentirig that dif- 
putes had arifen betwixt him and the Ranah ; that he had 
in vain endeavoured to fettle them by amicable means. 
He had flow advanced to the borders or the Ranah f $ coun- 
try, but could nut ptoceed farther until he hada&edmy

advice, as representative of the Englifh Government,, le^ 
his conduit might occafion difputes hetwixt him and the 
Englifli, which he was extremely defirous of avoiding* ^ 

The anfwer which I muft ultimately give to thefe appli- 
cations wa£ clearly pointed out in my inftru&ions, but fer 
veral reafons induced me to defer giving any anfwer whatr 
foever for a few days, • 

During my {lay at Etaya, Colonel Muir complained 
much of the condudt. .of the Ranah. He accufed him of 
not marching in time, or with a fufficient body of troops, 
to his fupport; of negle<Sting to ufe his endeavours to prp^ 
cure fup plies of grain for the army; and of clandeftinely 
negociating and concluding a feparate treaty with the M&- 
rattas, contrary to the interefts of the Englifli- The two 
former of thefe charges depend on fa&s that come within 
the immediate knowledge of the Colonel, and however the 
Ranah may attempt to juftify or extenuate them, their 
reality cannot be doubted; I have therefore confined myfelf 
in my inquiries to the laft charge. The Ranah, on finding 
that he was fufpe&ed of having entered into feparate en- 
gagements with Sindia, j.uftified himfelf by faying, that he 
had Colonel Muir's permiffion in writing for (o doing* 
Having defired to fee a copy of the Colonel's permiflionj 
and alfo of the agreement entered into by him and the Ma- 
rat tas on both fides, he fent me the copy of a letter, 
faid to havQ been written* to him by Colonel Muir, under 
date the 27th Auguft 1781, of which the following .is a 
tranflation — " You. may afford every degree of affiftance 
"" to Chimnajee, that in the manner that I have ftipulated 
*< 18 days on the fnbjefr. of peace, I am hopeful that it wilt 
" certainly take place in that period according to what I 
" have written : afTure him alfo that in that fpace of — will 
" make no attack, nor commit no kind of hoftilities, oi\ 
** condition that none arecommittedby the oppofite party ; 
" You muft alfo obtain fomc aflurance on this head from. 
€t them; and ii the Pattele pleafes, let writings be mutu- 
<c ally given on this fubjeft : alfo in this fpace no troops will 
u march acrofs the Jemna.'* 

. The Ranah faid, that he could not fend the two other 
papers as required, left they might be intercepted on the 
road ; afterwards, on my appearing ft ill uwfatlsfied, he fent 
me the copy of a letter which he wrote to Sindia £n confer 
auence of the above permiffion, the tranfiation of it is as 
follows > — " Chimnajee formerly went from this, and wiU 
u inform you of all the particulars of peace and friend- 
" fhip betwixt you and the Englifli : in 18 days peace 
c< will be eftablifiied between you and the Englifh, and if 
€ « any deviation fhould take place in what has been fettled, 
" I wIH join with you.' Pated Badoon Sood Khyafs* 

«< Sumbct 
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*?Sufnbct 1838.* This letter was written, he faid, to 
prevent the Marattas from breaking up the conference : 
he maintained that he had executed no other engagement 
whatever, and defired that if Sindia alledged the contrary, 
he might be required to produce it. 

, . Having obtained fo little infight into the real condu<Sl 
of the Ranah through this channel, I refolved to try what 
I could procure through the means of the Marattas ; and 
1 was the more inclined to make an inquiry of this kind, 
becauie I muft in the end decline any interference in their 
difputes ; and as this muft appear a conceffion to them, I 
was defirous that it fhould not be confidered as the effedt 
of a temporary policy, or of too eafy a difpofition in us, 
but as the refult of well-grounded fufpicions, or perhaps a 
clear dete&idn of the perfidy of our late ally, which no 
longer made it neceffary for us to aflert his rights. 

Accordingly, when I received Sindia's Meflage, I re* 
plied, that the difputes which were going on between him 
and the Ranah could not have efcaped my ears; but that I 
had hitherto paid no attention to them, and might never 
have appeared to know any thing of them, if he had not 
firft broached the fubje&. That confidering the Ranah as 
one who was connected in alliance with the Company, it 
might have been my duty to aflert his rights, according to 
the treaty of Colonel Muir, but that fome fufpicions which 
were entertained of his faith had induced me to remain 
fi lent ; that fufpicions alone, however, could not be op- 
pofed to- iblemn treaties; and as thefe fufpicions were found- 
ed on tranfa&ions faid to have pafied betwixt the Marattas 
previous to the treaty of Colonel Muir, they only could 
know with certainty how far they were juft or not; and 
that I wiflied thereiore that they would (hew me fome'au- 
thentic proofs of the Ranah's treachery towards the Eng- 
lish Government, before I returned "any anfwer to Sc India's 
melTage. 

In the courfe of the two following days Bow Buck fey 
informed me, by del ire of Sindia, that previous to our de- 
livering over the fort of Gualier, a treaty was in agitation 
betwixt him and the Ranah, through the means of Gun-? 
gudir, hut that the negociation was afterwards broken off — 
that fome months before the date of Colonel Muir's treaty, 
Chimnajie and Germajee were fent to the Ranah, and a 
fecond negociation took place. The Ranah drew out ami 
fent a form of an engagement, which he wiflied to obtain 
for his own fatisfaftion andfecurity, and verbally promiied, 
that if Sindia would return it to him executed, he would. 
diftrefs the Engliih detachment, by cutting off their fup- 
plies of grain, and give them every moleftation in his 
power in their march back towards the Jumna, iofitofe 
3 Sindia 
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Sindia accordingly fent to the Ranah a paper tinder hft 
feal and fignature, in which the articles, as propofed by 
the Ranah, were tranfcribed, and under each of them 
ihort fentences were written, either marking his approba* 
tion, or expreffing the alterations or conditions? which he 
thought neceflary; and that foon after the negocution took: 
place with Colonel Muir. 

It appeared from this reprefentation, that no agreement 
whatever had been executed by the Ranah; and,' on my 
exprefling my furprize at the feeming inconftftency of this 
circumftance* it was obferved, that the articles of agree- 
ment were alt in favour of the Ranah; and that Sindia be- 
ing much fuperior to the Ranah, and requiring nothing 
from him, did not think it neceflary to exa&any writing. 
The only proof which Bow Buckfey could bring me of the 
reality of the agreement, were, 

i ft. A paper not figned or fealed, but faid to be the 
original paper of articles fent by the Ranah ; a tranflation 
of thefe articles, and the anfwers, accompanies this letter* 
It correfponds with the paper formerly fent by Colonel 
Muir in every thing but the arrangement of the articles 
and anfwers; a difference which may eafily be accounted 
for, from the crofs manner in which it was written. 

ad. An original letter from the Ranah to Bow Buckfey, 
dated Cuttach Suddajeh, in which he complains of the 
Bow for entering the diftri<Sr. of Cutchwagar, contrary to 
the agreement which had pafled betwixt him and Sindia, 
through ,the mediation of Sewagee E£tul. 

Thefe were all the written proofs that the Mirattas 
could produce to rne. They alledged, that the nature of 
the agreement, which was executed only on one fide, could 
not admk of more; and that a c^nfiderable difficulty 
had arifen in clearing up the matter by circumftantial evi- 
dence, as the negociatibn had been managed by Sewaje* 
E£tul, and the fervants Chimnajee and Girmajee, who had 
fince efpoufed the Ranah's caufe, and were on that account 
At fome degree of variance with Sindia. Though thefe 
proofs fall ihort of what have been expedted, I have fearcely 
a doubt in my own mind that a negociation-lOok place be- 
tween the Ranah and the Marattas previous to the treaty 
of Colonel Muir; and I even believe, that lie received a 
feparate agreement from Sindia, though it is plain thfot a 
counterpart was not executed by him. It feems proba* 
ble that Sindia's diftrefles led hull haftily to grant this 
agreement; and that a profpecT: opening foon after of a 
peace with the Colonel, he entered 1 as haftily into it, with* 
out Concluding effectually his meafutes with the Ranah, 
fktisfied perhaps with only that letter, which the Ranah 

. . Di him* 
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Irimfelf acknowledges to have written to him, and which i» 
quoted in the cou.rle of this addrefc. 

The Ranah has indireftly alledged, though I. know not 
With what fincerrty, that on my requifition he would de- 
liver up the forts of Lukar, &c« and fettle the revenues 
of Biade. If fuch a requifition were made, he might claim 
cur interference in fettling all his difputes. If the Ranah 
was fincerely <Jefirous of fulfilling this part of the treaty* 
be is doubtiefs informed of the articles, and might do, it of 
himfelf wifhput any requisition, but I believe he has made 
no fuch prapofols to the Marattas ; and though fome of 
their pretentions are ill-fonnded, yet, whilft the Ranah 
maintains poffeffion of the forts, they havje a juft right to 
- ttfe hoftife meafures agarrrft him : accordingly to the late 
treaty, the Ranah may deferv£'to fuffer tor his condu& 
towards us, yet in a political light, as his territories forii 
a ftrong barrier to our own, it feems not our intereft that 
he ikould he entirely deftroyed, but this is an event of 
which he- appears to have so apprehenfion: except from the 
interference of the Englfflj, his territories may be over* 
tun and hid wafle by ftrperiof numbers, but fecure in his 
forts, he may bid defiance to the whole force of the Ma~ 
ratta's empire for a period of years, and whenever neceflity 
compels them to withdraw their armies, he may eafily re- 
cover all. the open country. The Marattas themfelves,~ 
though they afFeft a high language, and have even < fent 
for fome battering cannon from the fort of Belfah, are, 
I believe fully fenfiMe of their inabilfty to reduce the 
Ranah, or make a permanent conqueft of any part of his 
territories ; both are apprehenfive of the interference of the 
Englilh, and both gave out tiiat they expe<fted our aid~ 
There is nothing (b arduous which they think may not be' 
achieved by us; and k was recommended to Sindia, by 
fome of his counfellors, to a(k our affiflance in the re- 
duction of Gua'lier, but no.propofition of this kind has 
ieen as yet made to me. 

The anfwers which I have given are fach as leave us 
in a perfect ftate of neutrality. To the Ranah I have 
declined interfering in hi« behalf, becaufe I have no au- 
thority from you; and becaufe, fjrocft apparent cirdumllan^ 
ces, his difputds with the Marattas are grounded on agree- 
ments with them foreign to the treaty with: Colonel Muirr 
and to Sindia: I have declined giving any advice, becaufe, 
though he has afforded grounds to fufpe# that the Ranah 
lias a&ed improperly towards us, yet the proofs he has 
produced are not fuch as could juftify me in taking a de- 
cided litie without the orders of my fuperiors; and in the- 
mean time, I have declared to both, that I muil leave them 



t» fettle their difputes betwixt themfelve^^ 



sfe. 
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The fubftantial part of thefe anlWers is framed exa&Iy 
according to the letter of your orders; and the reafonS 
which I have affigned will, I hope, meet with your approba- 
tion — they are calculated both to imprefs the Ranah and 
Sindiawitha juftfenfeof our publicfaith, fince they evidently 
imply that uncertainty alone induces us to ftand neuter; 
and that a more clear convi&ion of the Ranah's fidelity 
or perfidy would have biafled us to takd an a£Uve part 
either for or againft him. 

Although war has adtually commenced, yet the nego- 
tiations betwixt Sindia and the Ranah are ftill going for- 
ward; and it ^feems not improbable, that in a ftiort period 
the whole of their difputes may be accommodated.

I wrote to you formerly concerning the artifices of the 
f>££te^. TP^ a 3T *%P R* n ?k kas repeiyed a letter from 
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Cheyt Sing to this effe&: u I am extremely concerned 
" to fee the deftrudlion of your country: though formerly 
« you were able to encounter the Mjtrgttus in the fit^M* 
" yet if you fhould now deem it axpediertt, I will inter- 
« pofe any good offices toeffeft an accommodation; nay, 
tc I will even bring about an interview : if it is agreeably 
u to you, let Meer Muzzir Ally be fent to roe." 

As Cheyt Sing had not before written to the Ranah, 
it is probable that this has been done at the iriftance of the 
Pattele, with a view of drawing from the Ranah jan an-r 
fwer, which Scindia might afterwards fhew as a voucher 
to Mr. Anderfon. Formerly Ambagtfe fent N a meflage 
from Scindia to the Ranah, defiring to know how long 
he would continue his enmity to him; and affuring him, 
that if he did not come to terms, he would regain four 
years in his country, and folicit the affiftance of Nudjiff 
Cawn againft him. To-day the Ranah has received ? letter 
from Hirmut Behadre, in which he fays, Nudjiff Cawn 
intends fpeedily marching td Agra, a«d that he was to 
accompany him. From this, paragraph it is evident, that 
either Nudjiff Cawn, in compliance with Scindia's felici- 
tations, is coming to Agra, or that Himnrot Behadre, who 
may be confidered as the .fame with Scindia, has written* 
this of himfelf, to terrify the Ranah into compliance with 
the terms demanded of hjm..

The guns which were fent for from Bilfal 
and Ugene, are faid to be on the Way, and great thing* 
are to be done after their arrival : Scindia however* I ima-* 
gine, fees the inutility of his prefertt undertaking, and 
waits only for fonie pretence to change his plan of opera-v 
iions, fuch as was expe&ed from the dangerous ittnefs pi 
Nudjiff Cawn. The report is, that Nndjiff Cawn is ftrli 
very ill, but that his recovery is not defpaired of. 

The Ranah a£ts with much fpirit and refolution : he U 
unable to oppofe Scindia's army in the field, but his peo* 
pie have frequently attacked the foraging parties. In bis 
converfatioits with Fofuzzel, Huflen Cawh's relation, who 
is at Ghode, he poflefles great hopes of yout forgivennefs : 
* e Allowing," ftys he, " that I did receive an engagciaeflfc 
" from the Marattas, as I gave none to them, my fault 
" ought not to be deemed fo heinous, that the Engliih, 
" who have once taken me by the hand, fhould aban-* 
" don me." — This may be deemed alixioft a confeffion.

Scindia is now preparing for a more it&ive fcene of 
warfare; all his women are ordered to prepare to leave tha 
camp, and return to Ougene. The moft plaufible account 
which I can procure of the caufe of thefe preparations k 
as follows : — The Rajah of Jeypore has for fome tim< 
paft been employed in reducing the Makery Wala*. who 
was formerly a tributary fubje£k to his government; and 
he has now reduced him to fuch ftraits that he is obliged 
to look for foreign affiftance. He accordingly fent a per? 
fon of fome rank to Scindia, who arrived in camp about a 
week. ago, and offered to pay Scindia a fmn of tttohey if hd 
would march to the fupport of the Mafckery WakT. Scin- 
dia had many motives to induce him to pay attention 
to this propofal; his war againft the Ranah Was evi- 
dently fruitlefs ; his troops were beginning to grow mtiti* 
nous; and it became neceflary either to lead. them back to 
Ougene, or into fome country where their long abfencd

I have the honour to fend you an extract of a letter from 
the Rana to me, in which he fpeaks of the probability oi 
h;s entering into fome new alliance* Tofuzzei Hufleu 
Cawn's relation at Ghode, writes, that the Ranah had men* 
tioned to him his expectations of affiftance from Mahd. 
Beg Humaanne, one of the late Nudjuff Cawn's Generals, 
wh^ is how near Agrah with a confiderable force. — If thi< 
be the alliance to which the Ranah alludes, the great cau- 
tion he has ufed in mentioning it to me, feemed fcarcely ne± 
ceffary.* Some overtures I know were lately made to hint 
Jby a banker, named Pittumber Dafs, which, though they 
palled through feveral channels, were in fa& from Scindia* 
But the terms propofed were faid to be fuch, as I am con* 
vksced the Ranah would/ not agree to.— In the mean time 
Scindia continues to carry on the fiege of Salbey, though 
with little profpedt of immediate fuccefs. 

Extra ft of a Letter from AnJerfon to Mr< Hajiings; dated 
Scindia s Camp, before Salbey, 1 1th May 1782* 

It is almoft impoffible to form an opinion regarding 
Scindia's prefent views. His affiftance, it is faid, has been 
folicited by the King, by the Rajah of Jeypore, by the Ma* 
cherey Walah, and by Rungeeh Sjng, the Chief of the Jaats* 
To all of them, I believe, he has given general aflbrances* 
and I understand that he has pofitively engaged to fend a 
body of troops to the affiftance of the Machery Walah; 
in the mean time he continues embarraffed with his waf 
againft the Ranah. The fort of Salbey is well fupplied 
with ftores and provifions, and may hold out a long fiege* 
The Ranah feems nowife delirous of coming to an accom* 
modation on the terms that have been propofed. The rains 
are faft approaching. The troops are difcontented and cla- 
morous for their arrears of pay. The Nangahs, who wem 
the moft formidable corps of the whole army, after muti- 
nying feveral times, went away about eight days ago in a 
body.— -Provifions are already very fcarce, and will daily 
be more fo. On the whole, therefore, though Scindia talks 
much of moving towards Delhy, I am inclined to think* 
that it is more likely that his firft movement will be to- 
wards Ougenet 
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Hxtrafi of 'Letter fr$m Mr. David idnderfin to the Governor 
General y dated Jifaratta Camp, Sonar ee, in the Sinds, l8/£ 
June 1782. 

The'Ranah lately applied to me, through Mr. Sangfter r 
to mediate an accommodation between him and Scindia. I 
replied) that I had ho authority from you to interfere. — I 
apprehend you will not think it neceflary to iflue any new" 
orders to me on this fubjecl.-— It would now be impoflible- 
to fettle matters by an amicable mediation betwixt Scindia 
and the Ranah, on the footing of Colonel Muir's treaty, as 
the former would not confent to pelinquifh the forts and dif- 
tri&s of Pan-ja Mahal, which he has with fo much labour 
and expence fubdued; and if a peace were to take place^be- . 
twixt them, tinder our mediation, it might only lead us into 
fature perplexities; for as both parties are actuated in theii: 
defire of our accommodation rather by a fenfe of their tem- 
porary political neceflities man by a fincere and cordial dif- 
pofitioH for peace, it is not to be expected that any agree* 
ment which might under fuch circumftances be concluded 
betwixt them would prove of long duration*

I have this evening, fince I began this letter, received a 
ttieffage from Scindia, informing me that he has heard from; 
Bow Buxey the particulars of our cbnverfation ; that be is 
extremely pleafed with the arrival of the treaty and Sunn ud; 
that any inaccuracies which may be in the latter are of no 
great confequence, as he and I may concert the form of a 
Sunriud, which may be fent to you for approbation ; that 
with refpedt to the meafures neceffary to be taken for the^ 
performance of the treaty, he himfelf was defirous only of 
remaining in this part o* the country until the arrival of 
the ratification from Poonah^ that afterwards it was his 
wifii^ and the- defire of the minifter had repeatedly been fig.- 
•nified Do the fame p«rpofe, thai he and I fliould proceed to- 
gether to Poonah ; but he obferved, that in the uncertain 
ftate of affairs betwixt him and the Ranah> he did nojt 
know whether it would' be in his power*to leave this part 
of the conntry fo-foon; and in that cafe he thought it 
•would ..be moft expedient thai: a gentleman fhould be de- 
puted from you, who might go accompanied by a perfon of 
rank from him to Pdbnah as foon as the ratification arrives. 
,The perfon who delivered this meflage mentioned^ that it 
was the intention of fome of the Pattele's Council to re- 
commend to him, that in cafe an accommodation with the 
Ranah did not take place, to apply to the Englifh Govern^

«iwijuflctioh with fome of his own, in compelling the RanaJ* 
to accept of his terms, and he himfelf in the mean time be at 
liberty to proceed to Popnal*. As this was declared not ,to 
be a part of the Pattelah's meflhge, I paid little attention to 
it, rather difcouraging it than othexwife., - 

Extract of Letter from Mr. David Anderfon to fke Governor 
General ; dated Marattah Camp, Cbanapore^ 24th June 
1782. 

The Pattele's meflenger returned to ifte this morning- 
he faid, that his mafter was under great embarraflment with* 
jpefpect to *he Ranah ; that lie was- extremely defirous of 
moving towards Poonah^ but that he could not leave mat- 
ters in their prefent ftate, neither did be. fee any profpect of 
bringing them to a fpeedy conciufipn ; for if he were to in~ 
veft Ghode, a very long time would be neceflary to reduce 
it. The Patele defired him therefore to mention his diffi- 
culties to me; and he Jioped .that our interference would 
bring the Ranah to reafon. He was extremely anxious to 
recover Gaulear, and thereby wipe away the difgrace which 
the Marattas had incurred from the lofs of it ; and *fhat, as 
we had now their honour at heart, he hoped we would enter 
into their views. He would confent to give the Ranah in 
•■exchange a dtflrict of three or four lacks of rupeies, or any 
ether compenfation which he might dictate. He did not? 
doubt, he laid, but the Ranah would fuboit to whatever we 
Alight prefcribe; but if he -did not, he hoped we woul4 
aflift him with one, or two, or three battalions of fepoys, 
who might profecute the war, in concert with a detachment 
-of his army, whilft he hinafelf might beat liberty to pro-* 
ceed to Poonah. 

It now became neceflary to anfwer ferioufly. I defired 
the meflenger to inform the Patele, that at the time when 
he commenced hoftilities againft the Ranah, and he laid be- 
fore me fonie proofs of the Ranah's perfidy towards ouc 
Government, I had declared I would not interfere in their 
difputes ; that I had then communicated all thefe circum? 
fiances to you, and you had approved of my conduct ; that; 
I had fince received no other instructions to ferve for my 
guidance, and I had therefore uniformly perfevered in the 
fame line of conduct, although feveral applications had 
been made to me by the Ranah. I remarked to the meflen- . 
ger, that I had once promifed to the Patele, that on every 
matter, in which the affairs of our Government and his were 
any wife connected, if I was unacquainted with your fenti- 
cnents I would freely communicate to him my own, fo that 
be might partly judge of the expediency-of purfuing, or of 
popping his defigns ; and I faid, that I would not hefitate ' 
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to perform my promife on the prefent occafion. I bbferved* 
that although the Ranah had little, merited any regard from 
b§, and the Patele had deferred every proof of attachment 
that we could poffibly (hew him, yet in the prefent inftancs 
I did not think the Englifti Government could with pro* 
priety authorize me to change the line of conduct which I 
had adopted* With what juftice could we, in the courfe 
pf our mediation, propofe to the Ranah that he fhoifld re- 
store Gualear ? Might he not tell us, that we had guaran* 
teed it to him in our own treaty of alliance, and that Scin- 
dia himfelf had joined with us in confirming it to him by 
the treaty of Colonel Muir? If we were to fay, that he 
had forfeited our guarantee by his treachery, he would pro* 
bably reply, that he had entered into no a&ual engagements 
to our prejudice; and that, admitting his conduct to haver 
been culpable, whatever he had done had happened previous 
to Colonel Muir's treaty, and being known to that gentle* 
man at the time when the treaty was concluded, was there- 
fore virtually forgiven, or at leaft ought not to invalidate 
any of the, ftipulations contained in that treaty. I ob- 
served therefore to the meflenger, that I did not think the 
Ranah would accede to a proportion which, coming from 
us, would appear fo unjuft ; and in that event, what were 
we to do ? Hi's condudk to us had certainly been fuch as 
dkf not entitle him to our interference to prevent the pa* 
nifhmjmt which he had lately met with ; but I doubted 
whether, with the arguments which the Ranah could ad- 
duce, we fhouid be justifiable in taking a hoftile part 
againft him. I concluded with repeating that thefe were 
only my own private fentiraents, that the Patele might 
weigh them fully in his mind, and that I would either ad* 
drefs you on the fubjedl or not, as he might afterwards think 
j>roper. 

To the arguments which I ufed with the Patele's mef- 
fenger, I might have added, that I did not think the Englifti 
troops, even united with the Marattas, could again reduce 
Gualear with the fame facility as formerly; Hut as the Pa- 
tele thinks otherwife, I would not diminish the high opi- 
nion which I with pleafure obferve is entertained by him 
*nd every Maratta of the irrefiftable military aKilities of 
the Englifti in fieges, as well as in the operation of the field* 
In point of policy I believe it ought not to be our wifh 
that the Marattas fhouid ever recover the fortrefs of Gua- 
lear* It forms an important barrier to our own poffeffions. 
In the hands of the R£nah it can be of no prejudice to us; 
*nd, hotwithftanding the prefent profpeft of a permanent, 
peace betwixt us and the Marattas, it feems highly expe* 
flient, *h*t there fhouid always remain fome ftrong barrier 
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to feparate us on this ,fide of India from that warlike and 
powerful nation. 

I have thus taken the liberty of fubmitting to you my 
fentiments on this fabjedt, though it is pomble that yo» 
may never heaj more of it, as I hope that Scindia wilt be 
tfifcouraged by yrhzt I ha*e faid, from defiring me to ad- 
<lrefs you in histaame, and probably he will be induced tp 
patch up an accommodation with the Ranah without our 
interference. \

The Ranah is in ex«« 
pe&ation of a reinforcement from Mahomed Beg HumdW- 
ny. He has lately affumed a bolder tone than ufual, and 
talks of trying his ftrength in the field.

We have been encamped here for fome days. Ambagee 
\% employed in reducing fome forts of Sikerwarry, to the 
weftward, which a Ihort time will enable him toeffe&. All 
the forts in Punjemehal, except Himut Gur, (whkh was 
deemed impracticable,) are in the hands of Scindia. The 
territories and ftrong holds of Cutchwagar were fome time 
ago delivered over toGungadin, the Maratta Aumil of CaJ- 
pee, who, though acting under Scindia, has all along, with . 
his permiflion, kept up a friendship, with the Ranah— a po- 
licy very frequently pradttfed among the Marattas. All 
the troops which were under the command of Bow Buxey

neighbourhood of Bhind, have been recalled, and have 
joined the main army.

..pjiles op this fjde of Gualiar; an a£Hon has long been ex- 
pelled, but nothing has pafled but fkirmiflies with Scindia $ 
foraging parties ; fome (mall forts betwixt this place and 

Scindia is making 
new Jeyies of men, and the Ranah is in expe&ation of re- 
inforcements from the Bundylicund Rajah. At prefent his 
only ally is the Rajah of Daltqah, a fmall body of whofe 
trpops are now at Gualia, 

Extract of Letter from Mr. David Anderfon to the Governor 
General '; dated Scindia* s Camp, Khetowly, 3 Cofs of Ghode, 
24th November 1782. 

% I found that reports were circulated in this camp (propa- 
gated, I believe, originally from Gualear) of there being a 
jar^ebody of Engliih troojgs on their march-towards thfe 
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fide of the Jumha, in order to fupport the Ranah ; and I 
was apprehenfive left thefe reports, being frequently reite- 
rated, might at length make an impreffion on Scindia, ex- 
cite fufpicion and diftruft in his mind^ and tend to diminifh 
, bis good inclinations towards our Government, I took aa 
opportunity, therefore, of mentioning the fubjefc. to one of 
his people, wHo is ftationed with me as a vakeel. I read to 
him a paper of news I had juft received from Lircknow; 
in which, under the article of Gualiar intelligence, there 
was a fpeech of the Ranah's recited, encouraging his officers 
with expectations of his being fpeedily joined by a body 'of 
fcnglifh troops. I told the vakeel that I had before heard 
that many loofe rumours of the fame nature, and alfo of 
Scindia's intentions againft us, were fpread amongft the 
lower orders of people, even in this camp ; that 1 had hitherto * 
taken no notice of them, being convinced that the friend- 
fhip betwixt Scindia and the Englifh was too firmly efta- 
blifhed to be aflp&ed by vague reports; but that, if he 
thought Scindia paid any regard to them, I would readily 
give him fuch affurances as fhould be fatisfaftory, though, 
'after: the knowledge we had acquired of the fentiments of 
each other, I could not fuppofe that any were neceflary. 
The vakeel defired my permiffion to mention what I had 
faid to his matter. I gave it without hefitatiori, and added 
fome farther profeffions of friendfliip. The next day the 
vakeel returned to me, and informed me, in Scindia' s name, 
that he alfo had heard the fame reports, and had often had 
it in his mind to mention them to me, but had always been 
deterred by his unwillingnefs even to feem to pay the 
■fmaHeft attention to them* That the affurances I had 
fent him, however, gave him -much pleafure; that he per- 
fedHy relied on our friendlhip, and in return allured me of 
'his towards us. 

JZxtract of a Letter from Afr* David Anderfon> to Colonel 
James Morgan at Cawnpore} dated Scindids Camp, ijtk 
'November 1 782** 

Scindia, after reducing moft of the Ranah's territories to 
the South-eaft and Weft of Gualiar^ pafled lately betwixt 
that fortrefs and Ghode, and is now encamped with the main 
body of his army at this place, where he is employed in re- 
ducing fome of the neighbouring little forts. The Pindar- 
ties were for fome time allowed to ravage the territories of 
the Rajah of Badouria. A confiderable detachment is ad- 
vanced as far as Mahgawan, and the main body, it is faid, ic 
held in readinefs to proceed to Bind, or perhaps to Attere, 
which is the ufual refidence of the Rajah. The obje& of 
thefe operations is apparently to detach the Rajah of Badou- 
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fta from the alliance of the Ranah of Gohudy and compel 
.him to pay the Maratta's tribute as formerly, and alfo to 
Open a communication with the Cutchwager diftri<£r, which 
lies to the eaftward of Bind, and is in pofleffion of the Ma- 
xatta Government. The Rajah of Badomia has within 
thefe few days fent a vakeel to Scindia, and, as I am in- 
formed, the rindaries have been again withdrawn from his. 
country. I imagine fome accommodation is likely to take 
phce betwixt them, in which cafe Scindia will be enabled to 
carry on his operations againft the Ranah, with a greater 
certainty of receiving regular fupply of grain. 

It was long expected that the Ranah would have made 
fome attempt to oppofe Scindia's ppogrefs in the field, more 
efpectally after he was joined by a fmall detachment, fent to 
his affiftance by the Rajah of Duttia. Nothing however 
has happened, except a few fkirmifhes with Scindia's forag- 
ing parties of horfe, in which, although the Ranah's troops 
have generally had the fuperiority; yet, being entirely 
compofed of foot, they have never been able to purfue their 
advantage to any effe£L Every idea of oppofition in the 
field feems now at an end. Moft of the Ranalds tributa- 
ries, finding that their mailer was unable to protect them 
from the ravages of the Marattas, have made their terms 
-with Scindia, and the Ranah himfelf has retired in Gwa- 
liar, and left the defence of Gdhud to his Dewan and Mr. 
Sangfter. His fituation however is ftill far from being def- 
perate; beiides feveral fmaller forts, he ftill retains pollet- 
fion of Gwaliar, Ghode, fifrite, Hemetgur, and Diognr. 
•Some of thefe may be deemed impregnable, all of them axe 
capable of holding out a long fiege againft a Maratta army; 
and if the numerous force with which he is at prefent over- 
powered was once to be withdrawn, the Ranah would pro- 
bably be able to recover in a very fhort time the whole, or a 
great part of thefe territories which Scindia has been near 
• twelve months in reducing. 

fLxcraet of a Letter from Mr. David Jnderfon to Colonel 
James Morgan; dated Scindia's Campy Kettuwly y lift No- 
vember, 1702. 

Nea* 3,000 horfe, which had been employed at Afftrr- 
-gur, in the neighbourhood of Boorhanpoor, joined the army 
about a month ago; their fervice fince the furrender of Ai- 
furgur being no longer neceflary at that place. 

Five guns, two of them of an enormous fise, which Scinr 
4iia lent for from Ougene and Bilfah, are now on the way to 
4:amp. It is fa id they are near Seronge, ar*d are efcorted by 
3 or 4000 horfe. 

Scindia has been lately making hew levies, and, as far as 
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J carT learn, has collected about 8 or 900 raw Nidjibs and 
Befckadares: fome of them are already enrolled in his pay* 
others only receive a fmall daily allowance for their lup^ 
port. 

He has lately withdrawn fome of the troops that were 
Rationed in the reduced forts, and left the defence of theft 
places to the zemindars who had apparently fubrnitted to his 
authority. The confequende of this has been, that fome of 
the dirt ant fcemihdars have again acknowledged the autho- 
rity of the Ranah, whofe troops they have re-admitted iut» 
their ftropg holds, 

Thefe are all the reinforcements that have been lately 
added to this army, and all, I believe, that are really ex* 
peeled. I have heard the report of Tuccojie's comiiig from 
Poonah with 40,000 horfe ; but I pay little credit to it at 
prefent. Reports of the fame kind have been renewed al- 
moft every month, ever fince my arrival in this camp; and 
t believe they are propagated chiefly with a view of inti- 
midating the Ranah and the neighbouring powers. Scindia 
and Holkar are not, I believe, on the moil friendly terms. 
If I mould hereafter learn any particulars tending either to 
confirm or invalidate this report, I will not fail to commu- 
nicate them to you. ' 

This army is very large, but is in fact far from ftrong* 
The number of Pindaries and diforderly followers exceed 
in a great proportion the number of foldiers. It is at pre-' 
fent very < ill fupplied with ammunition, and all kinds of 
warlike ftores, and, upon the whole, it is rather adapted to 
the purpofes of harraffing and devaftation, than calculated 
to oppofe regular troops in the field. 

. If I may venture to form any opiniori regarding his pre- 
sent plan of operations, I mould imagine that it is his in- 
tention to employ himfelf in the reduction of fome fmall 
forts in the diftri&s round Ghode, until the arrival of the 
guns I have before mentioned, and alfo of fome fupplies of 
powder that are faid to be expected from Shanfey and Cot- 
tabundy ; after which I think he will probably undertake 
the fiege of Ghode ; and if it is properly defended, it will 
doubtlefs employ him for fome months. 

Extract of a Letter from Air. David Anderfon to Mr. Haji- 
ings; dated Scindia's Camp, 19/A March fjB$. 

Bhow Buckfey yefterday brought me a meffage from Ma- 
hajee Scindia, requefting that I would apply to you to affift 
him in bringing the war againft the Ranah to a conclufion. 
He defires that I will reprefent to yon the prefent ftate of 
juTairs :— That he has reduced die greateft part of the Ra~ 
Mh's country, but that Ghode and Gwaliar fitfl hold out* 
■ He 
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He wiflies, therefore, to be affifted by three or four of our* 
battalion*, fo that he may not be too long detained from 
purfuing the plans which he has in agitation in the Deo 
can.— ^In cafe this is granted, he fays, that on the redu&ion 
of thefe two places he will pay to the Company the amount 
Which is due from the Ranah ; and he wifhes, for this pur- 
pofe, that you will fend the accounts of the Company's 
claim, and authorize me to fettle it, 

I have ftated this requeit, becaufe I could not well avoid 
jt. I have difcouraged it, however, to the utmoft of my 
power; and indeed I have plainly told Scindia that I fhould 
jeprefent it to you, fince he had defired me, but that I had 
no expe&ation of your granting, it. The letters which I 
had the honour to addrefr to you in June laft will give you 
a general idea of the arguments which palled on this occa- 
£on. As to our claim againft the Ranah, I have affured 
him that it will have very little weight in vour refolutions 
on thisfubjeft. If I could imagine that Scindia was feri- 
oufly defirous of proceeding to the Deccarr, or if I could 
perceive any appearance of moderation in his views regard*- 
ing the Ranah, I might regret the delays which he is likely 
to meet with in this quarter, and might wifli to have fome 
powers to endeavour to bring matters to a conclufion, by 
mediating an accommodation betwixt them. But I am 
Tery doubtful of Scindia's real intentions. I believe they 
are turned rather to the difputes about Delhy, than to our 
affairs in the Deckan. And in every negociation which 
has pafled betwixt him and the Ranah, the recovery of 
Gwalear has been ftated as an indtfpenfable condition* 

Extract of a Letter from Mr. David d»derfon to Mr. Haft-, 
ings; dated Camp, Bbet y 27/i Marxh 1 7 83. 

Scindia has lately reduced Bhet and Chitterguar, which 
are two ftrong fortreffes, fituated within a few hundred 
yards of one another. Thefe fieges were both bloody, but 
very ihort. The refiftance.of the garrifon was by no means 
proportionate to the ftrength of their fortifications. A 
vaft quantity of ftores and grain has fallen into Scindia's 
hano^s. He feems now to be at a ftand ; and it is yet 
uncertain whether his next operations will be againft Dor 
oguar or Ghode. The interval is employed in fome nego- 
ciations with the Rajah of Dajteah, who is foon expedted 
in camp. 

After I had written to you, by Scindia's defire, commu* 
nicating to you his requeft of aififtance againft the Ranah, 
Bow Buckfey came to me again, and (aid, that he had 
omitted to ftate one argument which Scindia had ufed in 
favour p/ his requeft, which yvas, that if a part of our 
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forces was with him, it would be manifeft to the whole 
world that the views of the Engliih aild of the Marattas 
were the fame, and no other power would afterwards at- 
tempt to diffolve their union, or prefume to give offence to 
either of them. I mention this argument in compliancy 
with his exprefs defire. 

Extract of Bengal Secret Confutations, the %\fl April 1783. 

The Governor General lays before the Board the fol- 
lowing tranflation of a paper delivered to him by Keflur 
Sjng, the vackeel of the Ranah of Gohud, with other let- 
ters and papers, which he wilMay before the Board as foon 
as tranflated. In the mean time he thinks it neceflary to 
mention the arrival of Keffur Sing, accompanied by another 
perfon, as miniflers or vackeels of the Ranah. 

The vackeels from the Ranah of Gohud have delivered ia * 
a narrative of his cdndudi, from the arrival of Major Pop- 
ham at Gohud to the conclufion of the peace with Scindia, 
fhewing that the deficiencies/imputed to the Ranah origi- 
nated in mutual jealoufies and differences of opinion be- 
tween him and the commanders in fucceffion of the Eng- 
liih detachment. This paper is intended as a juftification 
©f the Ranah's conducl, unfatisfa&ory jind infufficient. 

The prefent object of the Ranah is to obtain the affift- 
ance of Sa military force from this Government, to repel 
the invafion of Scindia; and for fuch afliftance he offers an 
annual Nuzzuranch of four lacks of rupees, and the pay- 
ment of the Nuzzuranch to take place from the arrival of 
the faid military force at Gowhund; and the accounts of 
arrears due to Major Popham's detachment, from the Ra- 
nah's 31,000 rupees, and the Company's fhare of the re- 
venues of Cummaurto be adjufted and cleared off at the 
fame period. As Scindia's object in the prefent invafion is 
to obtain thepoffeffion of Gualiar, in cafe the Government 
finds itfelf obliged to refufe the aid required, the Ranah 
offers to deliver up the fort of Gualiar to the Engliih, for 
the double purpofe of proving his attachment to and con- 
fidence in this Government, and to fruftrate the views of 
the enemy upon it. He moreover offers to pay to Go- 
vernment two lacks per ann. for the expences of the Enflifh 
garrifbn* 

In cafe this "Government not only refufes this military 
aid, but declines to take pofleffion of Gualiar, as above- 
mentioned, he requefts their interposition between him and 
Scindia, that they will fettle and guarantee a folid peace 
between them ; in the execution which, if the Governor 
fhould deem it neceflary to deliver up Gualiar to Scindia, 
he will confeut thereto, on condition that he may fee fe- 
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cured in the undifturbed pofieffion of his Rauje, and the 
countries in his pofieffion, at the time when Mr.jcr Popham 
and Colonels Camac and Muir arrived at Gowhund, and 
that this Government will engage to protect him therein. 
In confideration of which he offers a Nuzzuranch of two 
lacks of rupees annually* TheGovernor General by no 
means wifhesto recommend any connection with the Ra- 
nah of Goad ; but if the members of the Board fee no ob- 
jection to it, he has none, to deflre Mr. Anderfon to found 
Madajee Scindia upon the fubjecT: of a pacification with the 
Ranah, through the mediation of this Government. , 

Agreed, that the following letter be accordingly written 
to Mr. Anderfon ; 
SIR, 
A vakeel is arrived here from the Ranah of Goad, who 
appears very felicitous to obtain the friendly mediation of 
this Government, in order to bring about a re-eftablifhment

ner to avoid exciting the leaft idea of jealoufy or diftruft 
v in his mind; and if he ftiali feem to be inclined to a pacifi- 
cation, you may inform him, that we (hall be very happy 
to be made the indictments of effecting it.

On the 15th he re- 
turned to me, and faid, that he had not found an opportu- 
nity of fpeaking on the fubjedfc to Scindia; but he re- 
marked, that before Scindia could form any refolution 
about a pacification, he would naturally wifh to receive an 
anfwer to the application which he had formerly made 
through me to you, for affiftance in carrying on the war. 
He afked, whether the letters which I had received from 
the Board was previous or fubfequent to your receiving his 
application : I replied, that I fuppofed it was fubfequent. 
He talked much of the Ranah's arrogance, in the negoti- 
ation carried on through Henuft Bahadur, of his villany 
in applying for affiftance to the fucceffors of Nudzeff 
Cawn, to the Englifh Government, and eveu to Tuccajee 
Holcar, and other chiefs at Poonah, and of Scindia's deter- 
mination to punifli him, and reduce him to his priftine 
ftate of a petty zemindar. He endeavoured to put an ap- 
pearance of condefcenfion on any meafures which Scindia • 
might take in confequence of what I had faid to him, and 
feemed to expeft, in return, that attention would be paid 
to his requefts in favour of Chyte Sing. Here I thought 
it neceflary to fet the matter in a clear light. I informed 
him, that what I had faid proceeded from your .thinking, 
that by your interpofing with your good offices, you might 
render a very acceptable fervice'to Scindia ; that it was not 
my intention to defend the Ranah's conduct ; and fo far 
.Iras it from your meaning to intercede in his favour, that I 
*only defired him to found Scindiafs fentiments, and in cafo 
he was defirous of peace, to mention what I had faid, but 
if he feemed to prefer carrying on the war, I begged that 
he would not mention a fyllable of what had paffed, but 
let the matter drop entirely. As to Chyte Sing, I faid, I 
thought that he was fufficiently informed of my fenti- 
ments; and I thought alfo, that be had engaged not to 
refume the fubjed.

Mr. Sangfter returned to Gohde op the 2 ! ft inftant. He 
paid my brother a vifit the evening before his departure, and 
it appeared, from his converfation, that his attempt to fet 
on foot a negociation between Scindia and the Ranah, to 
which his commiflion was limited, Jiad been entirely fmit- 
lefs. He is of opinion, that the Ranah has the means qi 
holding out near fourteen months in Ghode, being abun- 
dantly fupplied with ammunition of all kinds* and having; 
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tHMAy 8000 Jauts in his fervice, on whofe bravery and fide- 
lity he chiefly depends! the apprehenfion of fo confiderable 
a delay might poifibly have fome influence on Scindia in in- 
ducing him to grant terms to the Ranah; but befides the 
deep-rooted hatred he bears in his mind towards him, he is 
imprefled with fo ftrong an opinion of his perfidy, that he 
could have no dependance on his adherence to any * agree- 
ment he might make with him, and he is fenfible that no* 
tftirig but his utter extermination can poffibly enfure to him 
the quiet pofleffidri in future of the conquefts he has al- 
iteady made. There is alfo reafon to believe, that he is not 
without hopes, founded on the general difcontent of the 
people in Gohde from the great arrears of pay due to them, 
of (owing diftruft and diffenfions amongft them, which he 
may turn to his advantage, and to which the example of 
treachery already fhewn by the Ranah's friends at Gualior 
may greatly contriktite. 

Mr. Sangfter, before he left this camp, gavfe aflurances to 
Scindia, that cm his return .to Gohde he would immediately 
relign the fervice of the Rariah ; and though, oh account of 
his family being forcibly detained in Gohde by the Jauts, he 
could hot promife to quit the place, yet he declared he 
^vould in no manner affift in the defence of it. I have men- 
tioned this circumftance, oecaufe I thjnk it may have fome 
weight in accelerating the fate of the Ranah, as I under- 
hand that the few regular troops now in his fervice are 
chiefly kept together by their reliance 6n Mr. Sangfter.

Mr. Stables.— I agree that Lieutenant Jame* Anderfon 
be app6inted\o fuefceed to his brother's place with Moodajee 
Scindia for the prefent, and that Mr. D. Anderfon has leave 
to go Where he pleafes for the benefit of his health, without 
fc moment's dekiy.

A vackeel from the Rana 
arrived here in April laft, with p-ropofals for the interpofi- 
tion and guarantee of this Government to efieft and feeure 
a peace between him and Scindia. Although the Rana had 
forfeited every claim to our-fupport or good will, by the 
treachery of his former conduft, yet on principles ef po- 
licy and humanity we recommended it to Mr* Anderfon to 
ufe his interpofition, if Scindia was likely to be influenced 
by it r to grant him a peace. Mr. Anderfon however met 
with no fuccefs in his attempts to urge fiich a wifh, before 
the fall of Gualior ; and fince that event, his brother writes, 
that Scindia had declared his intention to profecute the war 
to the extermination of the Rana, affigning as a reaforr, 
that he had broke his faith fo often, that hp wa$ not to be 
trufted. We thought this a fit occafion to exprefs our in-

Though the Ranah's perfidy has been ftrongly exempli* 
fied in his condu£k to our Government, and I rayfelf re* 
joice at every inftance of a traitor fuffering the puniftr 
inent of his treachery, and deriving it from the influence 
of his chara&er, yet I iriuft again defire you to offer out 
mediation and intferceffion on his behalf. Let Scindia at* 
fcept our pledge" fcfr his good behaviour, and if the Ranah 
ihall afterwards break his engagements, we Will declare him 
equally the enemy of our Government as his, and confider 
Ourfelves at liberty to a£t hoftilely againft him. Ah en- 
gagement to aft hoftilely may not iuit the ftate of our owil 
aflairs perhaps, or the difpofition of the members of /this 
Government, and I do not like to make an engagement 
which I think others may refufe to abide by ; yet I think 
this kind of guarantee will fatisfy Scindia, and he will not 
Want our affiltance to crufh fo fallen an enemy. If the Ra* 
nah Ihall take the advantage of his abfence to renew his 
hoftilities, in that cafe we ought, on requifition, to invade 
the dominions of the Ranah, and that may be made a fpe- 
cine condition of our guarantee.

leaft diffindHon ; that accordingly, by their mutual deter- 
mination, Rajee Goroo was fent, whom it would be pro- 
per to introduce to the Maha Rajee, and having con- 
formably to their offers firmly fettled the negociation, 
fend fpeedy intelligence, that no delays or procraftinations 
ought to be made, becaufe they have to this time faithfully 
ferved Raga Ramah Chutter Sing, and were now defirous 
of attaching themfelves to the fervice of PecTiul Sahab £ 
but let the matter be ftrongly fettled, that in future no 
deviation fhould happen. The faid Dewan, agreeably to 
the defire of Mootamull, immediately went to the pre.- 
fence of Pe&ul Sahab, and calling him from his fleep f 
told him tHe whole particulars : the Maha Rajah having 
underftood the matter, faid, that whatever they fhould 
afk fhould be granted.

and Doordapour, and Battillghurr, and advancing to the 
market place of the fort, began difcharging their cannon 
and rockets, &c. they then drew their fwords, and made 
fuch ufe of them, as to caufe a river of blood. Rajedhurr, 
the Kellahdar, and Rowany Dofs, and Boozum Sing, the 
nncle of the Raima, were killed ; and the Rannee, the wife 
of Raja Ranna Chatter Sing, deftroyed herfelf by an ex- 
jdofion of gunpowder, 

Enchfure in Mr. Anderfoits Letter • 

The Rannee was a daughter of a zemindar of Guje- 
rowce ; flie was married to the Ranna about eight years 
ago, and at the time of her death was about eighteen; (he 
sfras hjs fecond wife, and a conftant jealoufy fubfifted bo~ 
twrai iter and the firfti who is ftill living at Ghodt, and 
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it was on this account that (he cbofe tq remain in Guafidr 
after the Rannee had left it ; (he had no children, a report 
of her pregnancy was lately fpread, but nqt generally bo- 
Jieved. ' 

Mbotah Mull was a bannyan, who came into this, coun- 
try with Major Pophaip ; he afterwards accompanied Co- 
lonel Camac, to whom he was of ufe in managing his fup-- 
plies of grain. On this Kervire he made a little money, 
by means of which he afterwards procured the Fouzdary 
of the town of Gualjer. The Rarma> before hp left Gua- 
jfier, f\ibje<Sted hint to a heavy contribution, and obliged 
him to live with his family in the fort of Gualier. 7 When 
Scinjdia begun the -fiege, he was juftly fufpe&ed of a fecret 
correfpondence, and was confined, but npt fo ftrifkly as 
ko prevent him from tampering with the people of the gar* 
rifon, many of whom had been employed under him as 
peons whilft he was Phoufdar: Rajee Gooza was originally 
a fakeer of a very low rank, and was chofen by the Ranna 
as his gooroo, and highly favoured; he had fome time ago 
advifed the furrender or thq fort whilft favourable terms 
could be procured, and finding himfelf afterwards fuf- 
pe&ed by the Commandant of^ being in the intereft of 
Scindia, he forqaed a connection >yitn, Mootamull, and two 
or' three days before the capture efcaped with two or 
three attendants to Scindia : Boozen Sing is a coufin of the, 
Ranna'-s

far you can place a dependance on Scindia' s moving fpeedily

Dear Sir, Scindia's Camp, 29th Feb. 1784, 

Since I had laft the honour to addrefs you, under date 
the 15th, fome circumftances have occurred which feem to 
threaten a fpeedy deftru&ion to the affairs of the Raunah. 
Two da'yi ago a body of his fepoys, reported to amount to 
200 men, found means to defert with their arms to Scin- 
dia ; and they w^re accompanied by an Italian of the 
name of Miguel, to wnom the Raunah had entrusted thp 
command of one of his battalions. Soon after a perfon 
named Rurren, "a confidential friend, and relation" of the 
Raunah, came to Scindia to treat with him for terms. 
He propofed, I underftand, that the Raunah fhpuld in a 
few days have a meeting with Scindia on the plain, and 
furrender Ghohud to him, on condition of Scindia's per- 
mitting him to retire to the Donab ; and it is faid that he 
accompanied this propofitioh with a declaration on his own 
part that if the Raunah hereafter fhould attempt to prac- 
tife any evafion, he and the other Chiefs belonging to him 
would immediately quit him, and throw themfelves under 
the prote&ion of Scindia. * 

In confequence of this event, the whole camp are now 
filled with expe&ations of a fpeedy period being put to 
their labours* I find it difficult to form any opinion how 
far thefe expe&ations are likely to be anfwered. There 
is every reafon to think, that if the Raunah has really 
authorized fuch a propofal to be made in his behalf, he is not 
ferious; but there is equal reafon to imagine, that the cla- 
mours of his followers, who feel not the fame intereft in 
the prolongation of the conteft, will at length compel him 
to fubmit. Indeed the prefent defe&ion is reported tP 
have arifen from a circumftance, to which the general cha- 
ndler of the fUuuah gives a colour of probability, Qp

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the approach of Colonel Charles Morgan's detachment, 
he contrived to roufe the fpirits pf his people, by a report 
that the Colonel had orders to aflift him. This report 
continued to diffufefome degree of fpirits amongft them, 
until the Colonel's army crofled the Jumna, when a cor^ 
yi&ion of the deceit which had been practifed upon them, 
co-operating with the extreme hard (hips to which they 
were expofed, to which they could fee no end, funk then* 
into a defpondency that produced the defertion I have men-* 
jioned. , 

None of theft circumftances have been communicated 
to me by Scindia or Bow Buckfey ; but as they lead to 9 
probability of a fpeedy reduction of the whole of the Rau- 
nah's country, I have thought it proper to fubmit them to 
you on their general notoriety throughout the camp,

The Rauhah has at length fubmitted to Scindia. Laft 
night he deputed a confidential perfon to inform him, that 
agreeably to the promife he had made he would this day 
meet him on the plain. Scindia accordingly made the ne T 
ceflary preparations; and having at noon fent two of his 
principal officers to conduct him, he went himfelf, about 
two o'clock, to a fhort diftance from Ghode, where the 
Raunah foon after came on borfeback, attended by Mr. 
Sarigfter and a few horfemen. He delivered a nurzer, and 
prefented a pair of piftols to Scindia, who received them 
with great refpe&, putting them to his breaft, and after a 
few common-place compliments, they feparated, Scindia 
returning home, and the Raunah being conducted to fome 
tents that were pitched, on his account, in the encamp- 
ment. It is fettled, I underftand, that a refpite of a few 
days fliall be granted before he is required to make a formal 
furrender of Ghode, that proper fleps may be taken in the 
interval to prevent the pillage of the place. I do not hear 
•of any conditions that Scindia has entered into regarding 
him. His intentions of granting him a jaghire of two or 
three lacks annually, had often, it is faid, been declared to 
the Raunah, in cafe of his furrender; but if, as 1 imagine, 
be has obtained no formal engagement to this effect, he may 1 
pofiibly be cOnfidered to have forfeited his right to a claim 
pf this nature, in having poftponed his fubmiflion till com- 
pelled to it by neceflity. His wilhes, it is reported, are, 
fo be put in poffeflion of the fort of Bhet, and part of his 
ancient territory, eaual to the above amount. 
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• 
Some time muft neceflarily be employed by Scindia in 
fettling this bufinefs, fo that for thefe fevefal days I can 
fcarcely hope for ' any private conference with him, froaj 
which I might derive any infight into his future views : at 
foon, however, as I may learn any thing fatisfa&ory on thif 
head, I fhall not fail to give you immediate information* 
At prefent the rumours of the camp point varioufly to hi$ 
return, to the Decan, his profecution of the war againft 
the tributary Hindoo Rajahs, particularly thofe of Bund* 
licund, and his interference in the difputes at Delhi. It 
is riot unlikely that he waits to be guided by circumftances; 
and that of thefe three fchemes, which feem to be the moft 
natural obje6ts of his choice, he may not pofitively havf 
determined on any.

Scindia's Camp, 4 cofs from Ghode, 
Dear Sir, " 29th February 1784. 

Late laft night I received a meflage from Mahajee Scin- 
dia, that as he had fome communication to make to me, an4 
Bow Buckfey being fick and unable to convey it to me, he 
, requefted I would fend my mopnlhy to him. I accordingly 
difpatched the moonfhy immediately, who returned to me 
foon after, and informed me, that Scindia, after dwelling for 
a long time on the many inftances of perfidy and ingrati- 
tude which he had experienced from the Rau nah/proceeded 
then to acquaint him, that the Raunah having fome days 
ago offered to fubmit to him, provided he would fpare his 
life, he had acceded to this condition,, arid even proinifed to 
give him a decent fubfiftence ; tjiat on his coming out of 
Ghode, he had at his requeft deputed his confidential friend, 
RaunaCawn Bye, to meet him, and give him his hand as a 
token of his fecurity ; and that he had himfelf received bin) 
with the greateft attention. Notwithftanding this circunv- 
ftance, he declared that the cenduft of the Raunah, fine* 
his arrival in camp, had been of the moft perfidious nature, 
and evinced to him the abfolute neceflity, from a due regard 
to his own intereft, of taking fuch fteps as might put it 
out of his power to aft treacheroufly. In proof of -thi$ 
affertion he obferved, that the Raunah had, at their firft 
meeting, agreed to giye Scindia pofleffion, on the enfuinr 
day, of one of the gateways of Ghode, into which a few 
of his people, with a flag, were to be admitted ; and that 
although the people with the flag had been waiting wid| 
|he Ratuqa during thp whole day, he had neyertbelefs con? 
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x Jfived to arnufe them, ^nd avoid a compliance. He con- 
cluded by obferving, that as there was nothing he was 
more felicitous to prcferve than the good opinion of the 
Englifh, and as he was apprehenfive left the fubfequent 
pondudr. he might be compelled to adoptwith refpeft to the 
Raunah might! be represented to me through a falfe me- 
dium, he <Jefired that thefe circumftances might be ex- 
plained to me; adding his wi(h that I would give him my 
ppinion on this matter, for which purpofe, as it was the* 
late, he would defire Appa Tanteah, an agent of Bow 
Jfruxfey, to attend me in- the morning. 

Appagee Tanteah having accordingly evinced to me this 
morning* I informed him that I was' extremely obliged to 
Scindia for the communication he had laft night beeij. 
pleafed to make to me ; and that I confidered it as a frefh 
prdof of his friendfliip to the Englifh. I affured him 
that our Government, having the moft perfeft confidence 
in his good faith, would not haftily adopt any opinion- to 
Jiis prejudice; but as they were no ways concerned in this 
affair, being a queftion that related folely to his own Go- 
yernment, I did not think myfelf competent to give any 
opinion on the conduit he fhould purfue. I oblerved to 
Appa Tauleah however, merely in a private manner from 
rnyfelf, that I hoped Scindia, after giving fo public an af- 
furance of fafety to tbe< Rauna, would not haftily adopt 
any conduft apparently incompatible with it, however 
juftifted by circumftances; for their being of a lefs noto- 
rious nature, the uninformed part of the world might draw . 
unfavourable conclufions, to the detriment of his* fame, 
which I knew to be his flrft objedt, which indeed would be 
raifed to a high pitch by the moderation he might ihew 
fifter his fuccefs. 

Although the flagrant breach of faith, of which the 
Rauna h^s been guilty to the Englifh, has defervedly re- 
moved him from any claim to our fupport or protection, 
yet as you were pleafed at two different times to empower 
my brother to offer to Mahajee Scindia the mediation and 
guarantee of the Englifh Government, to facilitate- an ac- 
commodation between them, I fhould have been glad to 
have availed myfelf of qny opening which Scindia might ■ 
have given me, of foliciting the conceflion of decent terms 
to the itauna, pn the grounds of favour to the Englifh 
Governrnent. The prefent pecafion did not appear a fit 
one : Scindia's communication can fcarcely be regarded in 
jiny other light than an anticipated juftification of rigorous 
measures, which he is determined to purfue with refpeflfe to 
kirn; and in this view of the matter I thought it would be 
Wroper to have tifmod an application of this nature, when

I few fo little likelihood of doing it with fiiccefs. Poffibiy 
however it is better that matters are likely to take a diffe- 
rent turn; for if Scindia, in deference to the inclinations of 
the Englifli Government, had exceeded, in his conceflions 
to the Raunah, the point he had himfelf determined, he 
would have had a right to have requefted our guarantee to 
the faithful obfervatice of them on the part of the Raunah, 
a circumftance which might have involved many difagreer 
able circumftances hereafter. 

After all, I fhall be happy to find that I am miflaken in 
the idea I have formed of Scindia's rigorous intentions 
with rcftft&t to the Raunah ; but I fear there are many po- 
litical reafons of a powerful nature, which will operate 
with him to keep the Raunah in perpetual confinement* 
His adtive and enterprifing difpofition, joined to the atr 
tachment which it may be fuppofed many of the natives 
will retain for their ancient Chief, inuft be a perpetual 
fourceof difquiet to Scindia in cafe of the unreftrained li* 
fcerty of thp Raunah.

To Colonel Grainger Muir. 
Sir, 

As you have been ordered by Colonel Morgan to pro- 
ceed from the ftation at Futty Ghurr, with a detachment 
of the Company's troops, confiding of two regiments of 
cavalry, three of fepoys, and a company of artillery, to 
the affiftance of Lieutenant-colonel Camac, on application 
made by the Tatter for that purpofe, we have fuppofed 
that before this period, the forces under your command 
muft have joined thofe heretofore commanded by Lieute- 
nant-colonel Camac ; and under fuch fuppofition, we di- 
re&ed you on the fecond iriftant to take the command of 
that detachment, at the. fame time ordering Lieutenant- 
colonel Camac to deliver it up to you. 

As the collected force of infantry and cavalry of the twp 
detachments, when joined, muft greatly exceed the fer- 
vice remaining to employ them, and the artillery certainly 
fo beyond all proportion, we dire& that you*difmifs fuch 
part of your force in infantry and artillery, as the a&ual 
or probable exigency may not require you to retain, and 
order their return to the Donab. We direct alfo that 
you difmifs the fecond regiment of cavalry, retaining the 
third. 

We direct that you make it your object to obtain pof~ 
feflion of Oogein and its dependencies, and for this pur- 
pofe we order you to proceed thither, demanding the af- 
iiftance of fuch a body of the Ranah's troops as you 
may think requisite, and the Ranah's prefehce with them. 

If the Ra/iah fhoul4 refufe or evade compliance with 
the recruifition made of him, you are to deliver to him 
in writing a proteft agaiuft his conduit, declaring him 
guilty of an infra&ion of his treaty with this government, 
•f which a copy is inclofcd. 
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In the courfe of your march you will take fuch advan- 
tage of the enemy as opportunities may offer to you ; 
but for the fake of fuch advantage you muft not be di* 
verted from the objeel which we have prefcribed, but 
keep invariably in profpe£t until you have accomplish- 
ed it. 

Our inftrucYions to you Ark ihtendea to be general, 
and rather to mark the objects which we wifh tb atfain 
by the operations of the* troop unders your command, than 
to fix the means of their aecomplifhment. Thefe mentis 
we leave to your own judgement, and to the exigency of 
circumftances of which we caniiot be aware or advifed in 
fufficient time to inftru6t you particularly on them; and 
we have fo great a reliance on your activity and experi- 
ence, that we cannot fuffer ourfelves to hefitate in leaving 
this power in your hands* convinced that you will never 
adopt a meafure without a full conuderation of its proba- 
ble cqnfequence, nor abate from the profecution of it t 
when orice undertaken, unlefs compelled by urgent and 
evident neceflity. 

We think it neceffary to re'eommend to you, in the 
ftrongeft mahhef, to keep your force entire, making no 
detachments from it but fuch as are abfolutely neceffary 
and unavoidable; and in order to give effect to this in- 
ftrudlion, atid to remove the neceflity of your eftablifhing 
garrifons for the places which may either Surrender to our 
arms, or require our protection, we direct and' empower 
yon, to afllgn them to the charge or abfolute poflefliori 
of fuch of the neighbouring zemindars as are bell quali- 
fied to. receive them, either by natural right or by Situation, 
added to that of fervice and approved attachment, except 
only fuch as lie contiguous to the dominions of the 
Ranah of CJohed, and appertain to him in virtue of the 
treaty. 

With thefe explanations we give you a full difcretion 
for the difpofal of all conquered places and territories in 
your route, hoping you may be able to make fuch Stipu- 
lations with the proprietors, as may obtain either a pre- 
fent aid in rrioney, for the relief of the expence of the 
expedition, or a future and permanent iricome in the way 
of tribute. *

I have difpatched a letter to the Ranah this morning, 
therein I have, agreeable to my inftrudJions, demanded 
a fpeedy performance of certain engagements entered into 
By him with our Government, and to which I have re- 
quefted his immediate and diredt anfwer: which, when I 
receive, I will do myfelf the honour to acquaint the Board 
with. In the mean time, fhould you judge any part of 
this letter worthy of communicating to the Governor 
General, 1 beg you will favour me by laying it before 
him.

Read the following letter and inclofures from Colo* 
nel Muir ; 

Honourable Sir, and gentlemen, 

It is with real concern that I now tranfmit you a mc» 
mortal or proteft relative to the Rana of Gohud; his conr 
du&, your orders, and the neceffities of my charge, have at 
length rendered the meafure unavoidable, feut to leave this 
milguided Chief no juftcaufe whatever of crimination, and 
to convince him in the moft pointed manner of the delicacy 
*nd reluctance with which I proceed on this critical occa- 
iion, I direcled the accompanying letter to be difpatched 
with the memorial. His behaviour, notwithstanding hi$ 
frequent declarations and profefliohs fubfequent to the fur* 
render of Gualiar, has varied but little from his prior irre- 
folution; the refemblance has been too ftriking for die to 
draw any determinate conciufion in our favour: he con- 
tinues, indeed, to give me general aflurances of his inten- 
tions to join the army, but his preparations for that end 
Sire too languid and dilatory for me to form any Sanguine 
expectations from them. A fupply of, provifions was the 
firft and. moft reafonable proof I hoped to perceive of his 
fincerity; ,but even to this period, I am concerned to make 
known to you, that however urgent my felicitations, and 
however preffing my wants, I have not been able to pro- 
cure from hint more than 200 bullock loads of grain; at 
the fame tiiro I have advanced money to his two batta- 
lions of infantry with us, or they would have withdrawn 
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from* the field. This backwardness of the Rana hag Seen 
an obftacle of the firft confequence : but with your in- 
firu&ions conftantly in view, as I have at length collec- 
ted, by private agents to the amount of 4000 maunds of 
}' grain, 1 am about to form drafts from the Futty Ghur de- 

tachment, in order to complete thofe regiments who have 
fuffered from the fervice, and to advance towards the enemy, 
j that no poffible opportunity of annoying them may be neg- 

j . letfed. -■ 

; . The moil difcou raging circumftance which my duty 

S obliges me to communicate tp you, is an inclination to 

defert, which daily gains ground among our native troops: 
many have adually forfaken their colours, and amo^gft 
the remainder an attachment to this fervice- is far from be- 
ing eftablifhed : add to this, Gentlemen, the artillery car- 
riages are in a wretched ftate, and will- require confider- 
able time to put in order for fervice* 

The enemy ftill continue encamped . near -Packauty,. 
'With advanced parties detached towards our firft line near 
Safu. The Keetchee and Kotah 1 Rajahs, with orders of 
jtheir Rajapout allies, have- quitted the field and returned 
home ;. but their army of late has been augmented by rein- 
forcements of Gofaizo infantry, in whofe fervice tliey 
feem to place their principal reliance. As yet I have had 
no material propofals from any quarter, and am convinced 
that none will be made worthy of our notice, or with any 
other intention than that of amufing us, until by our 
approach their interefts become endangered, or until a fignat 
fuccefs againft the enemy fhall preclude a poflibility of 
another alternative. , . 

You may be aflured, gentlemen, of my vigilant exer- 
tions to obtain this; but my firft care muft neceflarily be 
that of reconciling the minds of the troops to the labours 
and duties of the campaign; nothing will contribute to 
this end fo much as a regular, and plentiful provifion of 
grain. If the Rana joins, I flatter my felf that I fhali be 
eafy on this head : "but if otherwife, which you will per- 
ceive may be the cafe, our refources craft be either drawn 
"from our own country, or we muft go pn one fide into 
STome fertile neighbouring territory for f applies; for a* di- 
rect advance into Malwa, under fuch circumftances, at this- 
feafon of the year, appears to be impra&icable. 

I wait impatiently the determination of the Rana, which* 
as foon as afcertained, (hall be communicated to the Board. 
He has every aflurance from me requifite to infpire* hirti 
with seal and' confidence in the alliance : at the faone time, 
I have judged it ufeful to inform him, that until he a&u-\ 
ally enters into the fpirit of the caufe, the remains of the 
^ iFutty Gfturr detachment will be encamped in his country, 
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in order to protcft our convoys of provifions. Thofe 
regiments will be much weakened by the drafts to be made 
from them ; and I beg leave to ©bferve, that the com- 
pleating of them cannot be too early an objedt of at* 
teritiom 

I fliall immediately proceed with the cavalry and the 
drafts to the army at Suffi, when, I truft, by as vigorous 
efforts againft the enemy as discretion will juftify, and 
by every pra&icable means of conciliating the minds of 
the neighbouring powers, or by working on their apprc- 
henfions, to bring your affairs in this part of the country 
.into a favourable train.

I have it in command from Colonel Mtalr to tranfmit

from the Rana's ill-judged condudt, he has been obliged 
to prepare, againft the proceedings of that Prince ; ac* 
companying alfo I fend you a translation of that paper, * 

It is the Colonel's pleafure, that immediately upon 
the receipt of them, you do wait upon the Maharajah 
Rana, and inform him of your having them in yout 
poffeflion, and of thefe confequent inftru&ions, to which 
you are invariably to conform. 

After this elucidation, you will pleafe to require front 
him a written engagement, under his feal and fignature, 
to join, on a certain fpecific day (not to exceed the tenth 
from your receipt of this letter) the army under Colonel 
.Muir, agreeably to the fpirit and meaning of fhe fifth ar«* 
tide of his treaty with the Honourable Company, pr with 
fuch force and fupplies of provifion as he can poffibly 
by that period collect for the fervice. . ' ' 

But mould the Maharajah Rana, under any pretext or 
evafion whatfoeyer, decline or refufe to enter intd this 
agreement, or after having entered into it afc before fpe* 
cified, neglect or.be dilatory in its performance, . it is ths 
.Colonel's pofitive order, iu fuch cafe, that you do inftantly*

Whereas, in the month of December of the Chriftian 
aera one thoufand feven hundred and feventy-nine, and of 
the Higera in the month of Zecada one thoufand one 
hundred and ninety-three, the contracting parties, that is 
to fay, the faid Maharajah Rana 00 his part, and the Go- 
vernor General and Council on the part of the' Englifh 
Company, did conclude and ratify, fign and feal, a per- 
petual and firm treaty of alliance and friendfhip between 
each other, and in conformity to which the Englifh gen- 
tlemen have iu every refpect fulfilled their engagements 
and promifes to the Maharajah Rana: and whereas the 
Maharajah Rana has failed in many points agreed upon, 
fuch as in being dilatory and negleftful in the payment of 
70,000 rupees, month by month, for each of the Com- 
pany's battalions fent to his affiftance, according to the 
fecond artiele of the treaty, in withholding the {hare of 
the Englifh in the revenues of the Cutchoowergar, as 
prefcribed in the fourth article of the treaty; in correfpond- 
fng with the Marattas without communication to the 
Englifh; and farthermore, in' being inattentive in regard 
to tne fupplying of Colonel Muir's . army with grain in 
their march through his country, and in many other afts 
of infincerity, it is become neceflary to make known 
to the Princes of Hindoftan, the defection of the fard 
Maharajah Rana, and the good faith of the Englt/h na- 
tion> to the end that* an infraction of the treaty may not 
in any wife be imputed to the Governor General and 
Council, or they be fuppofed to have deviated from the- 
ftricteft juftice. 

But whereas principally it was ftipulated and contrac- 
ted for by the Maharajah Rana, in the fifth article of the 
treaty, that whenever the war between the Englifh and 
Marattas fhould be carried into the Marattas' countryj he 
;Btould, on requifition* funriffr 10,000 cavalry at his own* 

expenco: 
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expence, towards their affiftance: yet, though this force 
was frequently and urgently required during the com- 
mand of Colonel Camac, the Maharajah Rana pleaded 
his not being in poffeffion of the fortrefs of Gualiar, in ex-, 
cufe for his noncompliance. Now though Gualior had 
been taken folely by the valour and conduct of the Englifh 
arms, without any military aid whatever Trom the Maha- 
rajah Rana, and though the immediate fumnder of the 
fortrefs was not enjoined by the treaty, yet the Englifh 
gentlemen, folely to evince an extraordinary regard to pub- 
lic faith, gave up the fortrefs, with all its cannon and (lores 
to the Maharajah Rana. 

Moreover, the Maharajah Rana, after being, inverted 
with the poffeffion of the faid fortrefs, repeatedly promifed 
to join the' Englifh army ; but being urged to fulfil thofe 
engagements, he fiill evaded their execution on the mod 
frivolous pretences. Finally, whereas the Maharajah 
Rana, wrote us a letter in thefe exprefs terms, on the 16th 
of Zemmadi ul Sany, " I will join the Englifh camp;" — . 
and even from his promife has alfo fwerved; it cannot 
but be manifeft, that the Maharajah Rana has not per- 
formed in any wife his part of the treaty, and that he is 
totally difinclined from affifting the Englifh. 

It is on all thefe confiderations become incumbent upon 
me, who command the Englifh army now on fervice againfl 
the Marattas, in the dominions ot the Maharajah Mihie- 
put Sing Tughinda Bahadur, the Rajah of Nurwa, to 
publifh, in my own name, this written memorial and pro- 
teft, on account of the violation of the treaty: — Be it 
therefore known to all the princes and nobles of Hin- 
doftan, to high and to low, and to the whole world, that, 
compelled by neceffity, and by thefe breaches of the treaty, 
I from this day fufpend all intercourfe whatever with the 
Maharajah Rana, either by letter or embafly, until the 
pleafure of the Governor General and Council on thefe 
premifes fhall be understood. 

Given at the Englifh camp, near the village of Dongree, 
the 20th Jemmadi ul Sani, A. H. 1195, or the 13th of 
June of the Christian sera, 1 7 8 1 .

Muir : 

Honourable Sir, and Gentlemen, 

My lafl: difpatches advifed you of rriy having tranfmit* 
ted a proteft to Gualior, againft the conduft of the Rana, 
to be prefented to him only in cafe of -his ftill perfifting 
in withholding, the. quota of troops demanded from him, 
in virtue of his treaty with the honourable Company. I 
have now the honour to inform Government, that he has 
fince that time marched frdm Gualior with a force amount-' 
ing to two b&ttalions of infantry, arid 1200 cavalry, and; 
joined the army under my command* at Dongree. On? 
this event I immediately drafted 1006 men from the Fiitt/ 
Ghur detachment, in brdbr to complete the regiment in- 
tended for fervice; and with them and the third regiment 
of Cavalry proceeded to this camp; The garrifon of 
Kolares, commanded by Major M'Clary, being ftraitened! 
for provifions, I formed a difpofition for affording them a( 
fopplyi and agreeable to it marched off with my whole 
force in two divifions ; oh the evening.of my arrival, the 
firft, with which I went myfelf, confirming of two regi- 
inents of infantry and the cavalry, marched direflly to* 
wards the enemy's encampment, with a view of furprifing 
ft, and to take off the fire from the other, compofed of 
the remainder of my infantry arid the Rina's army, hav* 
fog the provifions in charge ; this divifion was Under the 
Charge of Lieutenant-colonel Achrmity. The outpofts of 
the enemy, were fo well polled, that the march of my 
divifion was fooii difcovered, attd a ikirrhifhing enfued; 
which lafted till I joined Lieutenant-colonel Achmuty 
near Kclarees* He arrived fafe with his provifions with 
little moleftation during his march : on our fide we had 
but few killed, and moft of my Wounded ( fuffered but 
flightly. From the accounts fince received the enemy's 
loft has been capital : and having happened almoft totally 
amongft the Gofaign infantry^ in whofe fervices they 
principally confide, will, I truft, have the happieft in- 
fluence on' their apprehenfioris from a campaign to be 
purfued during the rainy feafon* It was my defign to 
have attacked the enemy's head quarters ngar Padiouty 
on the night of my arrival at Kolarees, but the alarm ha4 
fpread to their camp, and defeate4 all hopes of eflential 
fuccefs in fuch an attempt, . 
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» 
: -The greateft affiftance I expe&ed from the jun&iQfi of 
the Rana was a plentiful and certain fupply of grain; bu$ 
notwithftanding all my reprefentations to him on this 
fuhjeft, I can entertain no pofitive belief that he will make 
it the ferious objedt of his attention ; from this circum- 
ftance, together x with the confideration of his army being 
greatly in arrears, and badly furuiihed with ftores, it 
would appear that our refources muft center in our own 
exertions — thefe, gentlemen, you may be perfuaded fli^i 
be employed to the beft advantage. In the feveral con- 
futations I have had with the Rana, I find it a tafl& of 
great difficulty to bring him to any adtive or abfolute de- 
termination, hut his prefence with the army is of the mo# 
material confequence in relation to other powers, who muft 
thereby be convinced, that Government has fulfilled their 
engagements to him, he himfelf has folemnly acknowledge^ 
to me that they have done more. 

In this fituation of affairs, gentlemen, the plan of op«r 
rations cannot be well afcertained; .it depends upon q. 
variety, of incidents. Should the enemy be conftrained, 
by the inclemency of the weather, by the difcontents of 
his army, or by any other internal caufe, to retire towards 
his capital, or mould we find it practicable to force hini 
into this meafure, we. may purfue him to. great advan- 
tage; but ilrould he be able to keep the field, magazineg 
of grain muft be provided, or the affiftance of fome neigh^ 
bouring power muft be acquired, either by force or treaty, 
to favour our advance*

Extracl of a Letter from Colonel Grainger MuW to the Go- 
vernor General, dated Camp, Sejfai, 20th OB. 1781. 

I am forry to inform you that my difcovery of the 
Rana's condudl of late amounts to a pofitive proof of his 
infidelity to our Government: he has been carrying on 
private negociations'with the Patul (without any regard 
to his engagements with the Company) replete with the 
cleareft intention to betray us, and facrifice our interefts 
Xo his own private views. Upon this cifcumftance coming 
to my knowledge, 1 pofitively refufed concluding any treaty 
with the Patul, until an attefted copy of the propofed or 
executed treaty between them fhould be lodged in my 
pofleffiou. This copy I have with great difficulty procured, 
with Bappoo Sewagie's feal affixed, duplicates of which 
I ftiall have the pleafure to inclofe you in my next dif- 
patph. 
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I fiiall farther only beg leave to add, that fhould ypvt 
have any commands for me in bringing the Rana to ac* 
pount for any balanae he may owe the Company, or any 
.pther bufineis, it will be neceffary to transmit them, fo a$ 
to meet me before I quit his country, aiyi that period can- 
not exceed the 5th of the enfbing mojith. 

JLxtratt of Secret Letter from Bengal, dated 29th Dec/M- 
ber> 1 78 1. 

Pan 21. By Colonel Muir's advices, entered in our con* 
fultations, you will obferve, that hejias dete&ed the Rana 
of Gohud in attempting to conclude a feparate negociation 
with Moodajee Scindia for himfelf, before any overtures 
of peace has bGen received by us from that Chief; and that 
the Colonel had obtained a copy of the paper, with other 
corroborating proofs of the Rana's want of attachment to 
our government. This information will ferve to put us on 
our guard agamft any deceit or duplicity in the conduft of 
the Rana, and make us avoid placing too great confidence 
in his affurances of fce*l and fidelity, but we are not apr 
prehenfive of any farther confluences from him.

Mr. Stewart lays hefore the Board, the following minute 
and plan for the management of the revenues. 

Mr. Stewart, 

Haying lately confidered with a good deal of attention 
the prefent mode of collecting the reventfes, and obferving 
many imperfections in it, which I thought required imme- 
diate remedy ; I confulted fome of the raoft experienced of 
the Company's fervants in that line, with refpect to the 
adoption of fuch a fyftem as ihould be leaft liable ,to the 
objections, which in the prefent one are as evident as they 
are univerfaliy acknowledged. 

Amongft all the gentlemen whom I have confulted on 
this occafion, I fcarcely found one who was not clearly 
and decidedly of opinion, that the plan of employing 
Company's fervants in all the diftricts, was the beft (as 
had been proved by experience) that could be adopted ; 
and I could wifji the Board to confider, whether it would 
not be proper to revert to that fyftem ; it has always met 
with my warmeft approbation, and fo fully convinced am 
I of the preference which ought to be given to it above all 
others, that did the queftion reft fingly with me to decide 
upon, I ftiould not hefrtate a moment in adopting it. 

The only objection which appears to deferve notice is, 
the danger to be apprr/uended from a change of fyftem ; 
on wjiich fubject much has been faid, and no doubt with 
fome juftice, if applied to cafes which do not abfolutely 
require alteration ; and if the change fhould be made im- 
prudently, or at an improper period of the year. But at 
prefent hone of thefe objections can be urged. I am not 
Angular in my opinion of the neceffity of a change. The 
fyftem which I propofe of employing Company's fervants* 
is, by the moft experienced in the revenue bufinefs, ac- 
knowledged to be thebefl; and with refpect to the tiipe of 

entering 
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entering upon a change*, no one can deny that this is the 
left, nay, the only period when it cm be made with pro- 
priety. The Bengal year is juft expired, and the collcs&ions 
arc at an end ; fuch balances therefore as have fallen, can- 
not be farther realized without encroaching on the revenue 
©i* tbe new year, a practice of all others the moft perni- 
cious; and, upon the whole, I doubt not but that the 
Board will be convinced, on weighing all tbefe circum- 
fiances, that the fyftem may be changed without the leaft 
difficulty or embarrafsment. There are at prefent upwards 
of twenty gentlemen employed in. the out-diftri&s, and 
the appointment of eight or nine more would complete the 
change propofed. y 

The Committee of revenue's letter on the fubjedl of the 
new fettlement, affords no reafon to induce me to alter the 
•pinion which I have formed, after the matureft delibera- 
tion^ On the contrary, it confirms me more than ever in 
the propriety of it, feeing that they recommend to the 
Board, in the ftrongeft terms, that the Company's fervants 
Ihottld be directed to make the fettlements of all the dif- 
tri<fts where there are " ftationed, obferving, that there id 
** not any objection to counterbalance the advantages which 
44 on this occafion would be derived from local knowledge 
•* and experience. n 

Have faid this much by way of preface, I beg leave to 
fcbmit to the Boards the plan which I have formed for the 
future management. of the revenues; in the drawing up of 
which 1 have attended to the fpirit of the 39th article of 
the late afit of parliament, in favour of the rights of the 
zemindars; and I have alfo left fufficient fcope for the ope- 
ration of any orders we may receive from the Court of Di- 
rectors eonfequent to that claufe,

Plan for collecting the Revenues, hy Afr. Stewart, Afrit 1 785^ 

As the period for the new fettlement of the revenues for 
the enfumg year is now near at hand, and as experience has 
clearly fhewn that the prefent fyftem is in many parts very 
^efeclive; I think that the Board ought immediately to 
fake the fuhje& into consideration, that proper meafures 
may be adopted for removing the evils which now exift, as 
well as to prevent fimilar inconveniences in time to come. 

The avowed principle of the prefent fyftem is to render, 
as general as poffifele, the mode of paying the revenues di- 
rect at the Prefidency, and thereby totally to abolifli the 
intermediate Agency between government and the aemin- 
«fcrs, which w*ls laid to be j>ro4u£tive of oppreffion and 

extortion* 
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Extortion. This argument, at firft fight, carries fbr^e 
weight with it ; becaufe it is to be fuppofed, that the fewer 
agents there are employed in remitting the revenues to tjie 
Khalfa, fo much lefs will be the expences of the zemin- 
dars; but on a clofer examination of this point, it wflf be 
found, that the fa£Hs the very reverfe; for the zemindars, 
being at a diftance from the feat of government, and there- 
fore unable to make their reprefen tat ions in perfon, are 
obliged to employ a number of vakeejs to tranfadl their bu- 
finefs, and thefe vakeels being gained over to the interefts 
of the native officers (whofe undue influence will fubmit to 
no check but the intermediate interpofition of the members 
,of government) are eafily led to betray their mafters, and 
by working upon their hopes and fears, to bring them to 
any terms they may pleafe to impofe. 

If k be alledged in favour of the prefent fyftem, that the* 
land revenue has been iricreafed, I will admit that it is now 
greater than when the laft change took place, though not 
more than it was in the time of the colle&ors ; but I can- 
not allow that this increafe has tended to the good of the 
public, feeing that the a&ual receipts into the treafury are 
greatly lefs than they were twelve* years ago, under the 
operation of a very different fyftem from the prefent, and 
one which has always been confidered by me as the beft that 
can be adopted. In proof of this, I beg leave to ftatethe 
neat receipts into the Khalfa treafury thefe laft twelve yesrs, 
Beginning with the fertlement' made by the Committee of 
circuit.

From the above comparative view of the neat collection* 
for Jtwelve years paft, I think it rnuft be allowed that go- 
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Venwnent benefited more by the former fyftem of employ-, 
ing colje&ors than they do by the prefent one, wherein the 
native officers are permitted to have more influence than 
they had at any former period; and I believe there is little 
doubt bat that the diftri<5ts were heretofore in a much more 
flourifiiing flate than they are in at prefent. 

Convinced as I am of the propriety of the fneafure of 
employing Company's fervants in the management of the 
revenues, I am yet of opinion that many improvements 
may be made on the former fyftem of colledtors, and con* 
trived to coincide pretty nearly with the intentions of the 
legiflature, as exprefled in the late a£t of parliament ia 
favour of the native hereditary zemindars and landholders* 
The rights and privileges of all who came under this de- 
scription were, by the former fyftem of collectors, totally 
annulled, and inverted in the hands of Company's fervants, 
whofe bufinefs it was to make the Muffuffil fettlement, por- 
tion out the lands in farm, and colleA the revenue* Thus 
the zemindars and their dependants being deprived of all their 
native rights, . they, inftead of affording their afliftance to 
the officers of the Company, exerted their utmoft endea- 
vours to throw impediments in the way of the collections, in 
hopes of driving government to the neceflity of employing 
them in the lame manner as before; this was an evil pro- 
ductive of many inconveniencies, and will be rectified by 
the plan which I wifh to propofe. 

Every zemindar who is not totally incapable, (hould b& 
intrufted with the interior management of his own coun- 
try, at a moderate afiefiment, which fhould on no account 
be ratfed upon him. So circumftanced, it would become 
his immediate intereft to make the welfare and happinefs of 
his ryots the fir ft objedt of his attention, and would, I am 
convinced, in a very fhort time, be the means of reftoring 
thefe provinces to their former flourifhing ftate. In cafes 
where the zemindar is a minor, or a woman, or where there 
are fufficient reafons to juftify the exception, the lands may 
either be given in charge to a near relation of the zemin- 
dar's, or to one of the old fervants of the zemindary, on 
whofe fidelity and good management government can de- 
pend. — In either cafe the perfon in charge (hould berefpon- 
fible in his private fortune for the due payment of the re- 
venue. 

In all the diftri&s without exception, a Company's fer- 
vant fhould be ftationed, for the purpofe of receiving the 
rents as they become due, and for preventing oppreffions 
being committed by the zemindars and their dependants, as 
alio for the adminiftration of juftice* as will hereafter be 
fnpte particularly mentioned 

Thefe 
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* « Thefe gentlemen fuperintendants ought to have hand* 
fome falaries annexed to their appointments, and thereby 
be placed above every temptation that might lead to an in- 
fringement or a neglect cf their duty. The oath dire<Sled by 
the late aft of parliament fhould be administered to them, 
and the flighteft ihflance of delinquency (hould be punifhed 
in the njioft exemplary manner. I have a better opinion of 
the fervice, than to iuppofe that any of its members would 
ever merit fuch a punifhment ; but if any perfoti fhould i+ 
far forget his own honour and reputation, as to draw upon 
hi mfeif the juft re fent meat of government, I hope, forth© 
fake of the fervice, that no motives of lenity or partiality 
Would be fuffered to fcreen him from the fate he would fo 
juflly deferve* 

. B. — With refpeft to the rate of afleffment, I do not think 
that a better medium can be adopted on a general plan, than 
that which was fixed by the Board, in conference of the 
order? of the Court ot Directors, dated the 5th February 
1777; viz* the average of the colle&ions of the Bengal 
years 1180, 81 and 82. FromMhe heft information I have 
been able to obtain, this was confidered a very equitable 
jumma: it ought not certainly to be lower; and many difr ■ 
tri<9tsmay, from particular circumftances of indulgence in 
thofe years, be able to afford an increafe upon their average 
colleclions. But it will be mod proper, 1 believe, to give 
a difcretionary power on this head to the gentlemen who 
are to make the fettlements with the zemindars, which* 
for the firft year may be tried only as an experiment until 
we receive the orders of the Court of Directors upon the 
39th claufeof the late aft of parliament; but after.that, it 
will be proper to fix the jumma unalterably during the life 
time of the zemindar. And when this determination of 
government comes to be known and depended upon, it is , 
not to be doubted but, through the means of the gentle- 
men ftationed in the diftrifts, the revenue will always be 
completely paid up at the fixed periods. — C. In order 
however the better to fecure the regular payment of the 
kifts, I think the fuperintendant fhould b? inverted with a 
•difcretionary power of putting up to public fale a portion 
of the zemindar's lands, in a certain number of days (for 
inftanceten) after each kift became due, unlefs it were re- 
gularly paid ; and in order to prevent the pernicious prac- 
tice ot colhifive fales, the purchafer fhould not be put into 
poueffion until one month after the fale, during which time 
the zemindar might make his appeal to the Supreme Coun- 
cil. The Board, on hearing his reafons for not paying 
liis kift at the ftated time, might then, if thofe reafons 
were judged fatisfa&ory, order the land to be peiloredtjo 
Jwnvon his paying 5 per £ to the purchafer, ia,confideration 
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of his disappointment* This mode, I am convinced, 
would tend more effe&ually to prevent balances, than any 
that has ever yet been adopted ; and as it fliould be in- 
ferted in the zemindar's^cabooleat, he would be forewarned 
of what he was to expe& from a breach of his engage- 
ments, and could not therefore have any jufl: caufe of com- 
plaint. But indeed, I believe that it would feldoin or 
never become necefiary for the fuperintendants to carry 
this power into execution; for when the zemindars faw 
that government were determined to adhere to the meafure 
cf felling their lands, they would moft undoubtedly fall 
into a regular fyftem of paying their kifts as they became 
due, excepting indeed where their diftri&s were ruined by 
forae* dreadful calamity, in which cafe the fa6t would be fo 
notorious that the collector would be juftified in difpenfing 
with his ufual rigour. 

I have already laid,, that the adminifl ration of jufticer- 
©ught to be placed in the hands of the fuperintendants ; 
and experience has fhewn us the propriety of this mea- 
fure. When the prefent fyftem of the adauluts was firft 
thought of, government was fully aware of the difficulties 
that would arife from the clafliing of the authority of the 
judges and of the officers of the revenue, and in drawing 
the line between them, every precaution was taken to pre- 
sent the bad confequences that might refult from it; all 
precautions however were vain, the evil exiftedjn the dif- 
vnion of the two authorities, and without again uniting 
them in the fame perfon it became evident that one muil 
t>e made a facrifice of to the other* 

The next confideration then was, how this facrifice was 
to be made with leaft detriment to the public intereft; and 
it was in confequence determined, that during the months 
cf the heavy colfeflions, the adminiftration of juftice 
ihould be. fufpended altogether, which was accordingly 
done. The judges therefore do not at prefent fit above fe- 
ven months in the year, a period by no means fufficient to 
enable them to keep up their bufinefs. In addition to the 
iboye arguments it is to be ohferved, that the adauluts on 
the prefent fyftem are attended with a very great expence, 
Jnoft of which will be faved by reftoring the adminiftra- 
* tion of juftice to the hands wherein it ought to be lodged. 
This redu&ion amongft many others, will enable govern- 
ment without any additional expence* to allot to the fuper- 
Attendants the falaries already propofed. 

The mode of colledting Ihe revenues, being already laid 
down as above, it only now rehiains to propofe the means 
of furniibing the allowances to the coUe&ors without 
creating any addiliooaLejtpence to government*

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From fuch accounts as I have been able to pro- 
cure, it appears that the chaiges collection 
forthelaft year, viz. 11 90, amount to ru-

And thit in the time of the collectors in 1779,

So that in the coude of eleven years the charges of col- 
lection have been almoft doubled, whilft, as we have al- 
ready feen, the aCtual receipts into the CompanyYtreafury 
have, during the fame period, been gradually leflening. 

I would therefore propofe, that the prefent eftablHhment 
of charges collection, which appears enormbus, be aboliihr- 
ed at. the end of the prefent Bengal year, and a new one 
formed upon the following plan; which will not only make 
an handfome provifion for the collectors, but will alfo be 
productive of a confiderable faving to the Company : ' 

I will fuppofe that it may be neceflary to employ thirty 
Company's fervants of different ranks as faperintendants 
of the collections, viz. — D. 
25 Senior Merchants. 
10 Junior Merchants. 
5 Factors. 

And as I conceive that their allowances and emoluments 
ought to keep pace with their length of fervice, I would 
propofe that a proper diftinCtion in thefe refpeCts be pre- 
-ferved between their feveral ranks. I would therefore fix 
then) upon the following plan :

If it be objected, that this expence will be 
^greatly increafed in proportion as the laft two 
clafles rife to the rank of fenior merchants, I 
liave only to obferve in reply, that if they were 
all fenior merchants, which is not to be fu,p- 
pofed, the increafe of expence would only be 
3,21,000 rupees per anh. which, I conceive, 
is no confideration to Government, when com- 
pared with the advantages which will be de- 
rived from the plan propofed as already men- 
tioned.

E. — In order to fave the Board all the trouble 
and difficulties which would neceflarily arrfe 
from their entering into a detail of the bufinefe 
of the fuperintendants, I think this duty fhould 
be allotted to one of the members of the Coun- 
cil, in monthly rotation ; who ought to fitin the 
Khalfa as Comptoller of the collections, for the . * 
purpofe of preferving the moft vigilant attention 1 
over die conduct of the fuperintendants, that 
no time may be loft in remedying evils in ther 
Yery firft moment of their appearance. 

If I could fuppofe that any farther check 
were neceffary over the fuperintendants thai* 
the folemn engagement which they- are to eu- 
ter into, there is none that could be adopted 
which, in my opinion, would operate with 
more ppwerful efficacy than this controlling * 
power of a member of the Government, who 
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#ould never want for the beft information with 
refpedl to the interior ftate of the di fl ri&s ; and - 
thus fituated, it would be impbffible for the fu- 
perintendants to deceive him, even if they were 
fo inclined. This fuperihtendant rtmft have a 
deputy, who fhould be a perfon of the firll ex- 
perience and ability in the revenue line ; and 
his allowance ought to be equal to that of the 
Prefident of the Committee of Revenue, viz. 1

In forming the above account, I have preferved fuch of 
the old eftablifliment s as appear to be neceflary, and in fome' 
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of the departments the. allowances are . continued the feme 
as before. Where new eftablifhments are introduced the 
allowances are very, liberal, and the eflablifliments them- 
felves are, in my opinion, fully equal to the duty required 
of them. But of this I cannot be fuppofed to be a com- 
petent judge; and it may perhaps be neccfliry to be fur- 
nifhed with official information on the fobjedl, fcefore the 
Board can finally fix the expences : I do not, however, 
Conceive that they will much exceed what I have ftated. 

It may not be improper here to remark, that at the time 
of the appointment of the Committee of revenue, it was the 
declared intention of the Government to recall all the col- 
lectors from the diftri&s ; but as not only a great number 
of them have been continued in their ftations^ but many 
more fince appointed, it is evident that the fyft.em of con- 
fining the management of the revenues to the Committee 
alone has been found irapra&icable, and confequently a 
double expence has been incurred by Government, I here- 
with beg leave, \o. ftfbmit to the Board, a lift of the dif- 
ferent ftations of the fuperintendants, (hewing the names: 
of the gentlemen at prefent employed, and leaving blanks 
for the new appointments to be filled up by the Board. 

As I think that no means fhould be left untried to incite 
the fuperinter>4ants to give their whole attention to the re* 
alizing of th^ revenue, I farther propofe, that they be per- 
mitted to draw their fixed falaries only, as above rated, for 
the purpofes of defraying their current expences ; and.that 
they be i t entitled to thei^commiffion until the clofe of 
the year, when the Board will pafs judgment upon their 
conduft refpe&ively; and if it (hall have been fuch as to 
merit approbation, they will then receive the thanks of 
the Board for their iervices, and at the fame time an or- 
der for the full amount of their cornmiflion, which in fuch 
cafe fhould be paid immediately from the Treafury. 

On examining the. revenue accounts I find that, of the 
prefent collectors fome have regularly realized their re- 
venue 2 Whilft others have fallen confidently in balance. I 
So not mean at. prefent to inquire whether thofe gentlemen 
in the latter predicament have deferved the Board s cenfure, 
dt not ; hecaufe, as few. or none of them were permitted to 
make their own fettlements, it may be alledged, that they 
were neither £b much interested in realizing them, nor fo 
ljell informed with refpe£t to the ctreumftances of the ze- 
mindars arid other landholders, as if they had themfelves fet- 
tled the amount of the revenues. But in order that neither 
fhis plea,' nor any other, maybe made ufeof m future by the 
Aiperintendants, I am clearly of opinion, that the making 
of the fettlements with the zemindars and hereditary land- 
holders, upon the principles already laid downy fhould Re 
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, ^entirety to them-^F.\ Tftey need liot be abfolutely 
confined to the rate? of afleflment mentioned in the firft 
part of the plan, as this might be produ&'ive of hardlhip 
in fome particular diftfi<9?s, and of too great indulgence in 
dthers; the .medium collection of 1180/B1 and 82, ought 
however to be taken for the bafi« of all their fettlement^ 
and I do not doubt but an increafe upon that jumma may 
in many places be obtained without rendering it in the 
leaft oppref&ve to the inhabitants^ The fuperintendants 
however will be the bell judges of the ability of their re- 
fpeclive diftrids; and as their own reputations will be fo 
much concerned, they Will not make their fettlements 
ltfwer than the rale propofed, without the moft fubftan- 
tial reafons for fo doing ; neither will they make them too 
high, left they fhould find difficulty in realizing them. 

The* medium jumma alluded to is 2,67,82,458, and the 
prefent jumma is 2,75,59,000, out of which fum a balance 
is expected to remafin uncollected of 30,00,000, as ftated 
in the' account probable receipts and diftmrferaents* 
This will reduce the collections of the prefent year td 
8,45,59,000 ; and I think we fhall have reafon to congra* 
mlate ourfelves if they do hot fall feort of that fum* 
feeing, that although* the year 1191 is expired, the »bajanc* 
of the Bengal revenue is at this time, < agreeablfe to the

I fubmit this minute to the confideratioi^ of the Board 
as an outline only, which if they approve of, they may 
fill up with what improvements they may think proper;

afcertained ;. th$ bufmefs pf the re.venue will in. future. be

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.Nor muft it be forgotten, that in times of exigency, Gov 
vernment will be able to depend much more for every kini 
of exertion upon European fuperintendants than they poC- 
fibly could do upon the natives, who it is not to be fop- 
pofed can be influenced by thofe ties which ipufl ever bind 
the fervants of the Company,, and fubje&s of Great Britain 
to exert themfelves with vigour in promoting the general- 
welfare of the Britifh nation.

A. ' 

This account is not perhaps perfe&ly exa£iy beiag pre- 
pared from a number of accounts which I have had occa- 
{ion to refer to. If, however, there is any difference in the 
fums, I am warranted in faying, that fuch differ&ice extends 
to all- the years here ftated, an J will be found to make no 
alteration in the principle which I fet out with, viz. -that 
fhe neat receipts into the treafury were greatly more for- 
merly than they are at prefent. — I will, in a future mi- 
nute, if neceffary, ftate the account fully from authentic 
documents- 

ft 

At prefent the zemindar colle6fe the utmoft his country 
can produce, and fconfequently rack-rents his tenants v 
could he be allured that Government would not raife their 
demands upon him, it would be his interefl to encourage 
improvements. He would grow ric&t.kimfelf; the people 
under him would be happy, and Government might depend 
Upon his aid whenever neceffity might require them ccr call" 
it forth. Living happy and contented, he could not wifh 
forachartge; and he would confider his own profperity* 
and that of the Government which protected him y as in- 
feparaj>ly united. 

C. 

After the rate of afleffment has been fixed a$ already 
mentioned, the next objedt to be attended to is, the reali- 
zation of it within the year. To effedk this, with eafetq 
the zemindar and conveniency to Government, nothing is 
of % much importance as the fecuring of the receipts from 
the country as foon as poffible after they come from the 
hands of the Ryots. If the money is allowed to remain 
with the zemindars, or their dependants, it is, in a very 
fhort time, either diffipated or embezzled; and it is to the- 

want 
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mnt of a proper degree of exertion in realizing , the 
monthly ftated payments within the tinie limited, that I 
, afcribe the heavy balances which invariably happen' at the 
clofe of every year: k was with a view to the remedy of 
this evil, that I propofed inverting the revenue fuperinten^ 
dants with the power mentioned in this claufe; and tmlefs 
a meafure of a fimilar nature fliall be adopted, I fhall never' 
expe6t to fee the revenues completely and regularly re- 
alized. The zemindar ought not in reafon to have any 
dbjetSKons to this claufe : the amount of his annual re- 
venue, as well as the amount of. his monthly payments,* 
are fettled with his concurrence, according to the refources 
of his country : he voluntarily enters into the tnoft pofi- 
tive and unequivocal enagements to pay a certain fum every 
month, and this he is enabled to do by a previous know-*, 
ledge of his periodical receipts: Why <then fhould. he be 
excufed froma ftri<5t performance of thefe engagements J 
If he means to comply with them, he will readily give 
Government a fecurity fo reafonable and fo little expenfive 
as the one here propofed : if his intentions are ba^l, tjiey 
will be feen, and can be guarded againft accordingly. 

©. 

Before I propofed thefe allowances, J cqafidered, atten- 
tively and deliberately, the various circunrftances of the 
Company's fervice ; and fhould not have ventured to decide 
upon a matter of fo much importance, had I not been firmly 
convinced that the meafure was not only confonant to the 
founded policy, but.ftriftly conformable to the principles 
cif juftice. The allowances hitherto drawn by the gentle- 
men employed in the coHeftion and management of the re- 
venue (excepting by thofe at the head of the department) 
have never amounted to more than a bare fubfiftence, and 
in moil places have not been equal to the unavoidable e#- 
pences of the ftation. So circumftanced, it was fcarcely 
reafonable to expe& that the Company's fervants would Sa- 
crifice their whole time to the difcharge of their diityf pri- 
vate bufinefs, and other avocations, might intervene, and 
call their attention from that duty to which they did not 
think themfelves bound to make every facrifice; and if they 
conduced themfelves as well as their predeceffor had done, 
they did not think that more Was expe£ted of them. The 
ultimate view of all the Company's fervants is to return to 
their native country and friends, after a reafonable length 
of fervice; and if the reward of that fervice is not likely 
tO' admit of the accompliihment of their wiflies, it is not 
to be wondered at if they feek out for other modes of 'ac- 
quiring a competency, which may fo far interfere with the 
interefts of the Company, as to draw their' attention, in

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foroe degree, from the bufinefs with which thfj ire in- 
truded. * 
The allowances which I have here propofed are fo li- 
teral, and fo fully adequate to the expectations of the 
Servants, as to place them above every cpnfideration }>m 
fhat of beftowing their whole time, and their qtiqoft ex- 
ertions, in promoting the intereft of a Government by 
whom their labours are fo amply rewarded ; and J hope oti? 
honourable employers will think thefe observations deferv- 
ing Qf their particular attention, when they cope to tabs 
this fubjedl under their confederation* 

E. 

The comptrplling member would have abundance of 
time to attend to this duty; fpr, as the Council fejdouj 
meets till towards noon, he would be able to give Jup to

The Governor General delivers into the Board the fol- 
lowing minute, and paper accompanying, on the plan 
for the collection of the revenue, recorded at the laft 
meeting ; and moves. That tl?c y be immediately circu- 
late^ for the opinions of the Members of the Board. 

Governor General. 
I have cqnfidered fully, and with the moft liberal atten- 
tion, the new fyftem which Mr. Stuart has propofed for 
the collodion ^nd control of the revenues, and which has 
been recorded on our laft ponfultations in this department. 
It would be a re^l fijtisfacSHon tome, to concur with Mr. 
Stuart in the propofitions which he wimes the Board to, 
adopt : a readinefs to co-operate with my colleagues in 
every improvement which they may fuggeft in the general 
condudt or detail of public affairs, is, in my opinion, as 
cjefirable a claim to approbation in my prefent fituation, as 
the credit of introducing new plans. The objedl, before us, 
^s members of this government, is no lefs great than the 
merit of attaining it muft be an equal credit to us all. 
That objeA is, in the firft view of It,* the immediate relief 
of the public diftrefs, founded upon a permanency of fyf- 
tem in the great political line of our management. 1 he 
redu&ion of our expences to the loweft ftandard of fafety, 
js the next confideration : v> and the improvement of our re- 
venues, on a fyftem of permanent production, with eafe 
and convenience to the natives, is certainly a principal part 
of our public objecSt; it might juftly^be called the primary 
duty of this government; in this light I have always con-* 
fidered it ; and from the time I became a member of the 
government, I h<ive endeavoured to inform myfelf fully 
and minutely upon the fubjeiSr, of the revenues : I have 
looked, as far as our records could direcSr me, to the diffe- 
rent modes of colle&ing, and adminiftering the revenues ; 
3nd I have attended particularly to the great changes which 
cjur revenue (yftem has occasionally undergone from the 
period of the Dewanny. The difcuffion which took place, 
on this important concern, between the late Governor 
General and Mr. Francis, form the moft interefting and 
enlightened part of our records; they patronized different 
and oppofite lyftems; and fupported them refpecStively, not 
only with their own extraordinary abilities, but with the 
^id of the beft information from the moft experienced fer- 
vants that ever were employed by the Company in the re- 
venue line. From fome of thefe fervants I obtained me- 
morals, containing their impartial fentiments,* founded 

vpon 
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upon long and real experience, and fuggefling to me, the j 

beft plans for realizing a full and permanent revenue from ! 

thefe provinces ; making the feturity and happinefs of the* | 

natives the fundamental principle of the collection. I ' 

lhall, with the permiflion of the Board, take- the liberty to j 

record, in this place, one of the memorials to which 1 al- I 

iude, and which has been in my pofleffion, as appears by 
the fuperfcription upon it, from the 13th January 1782 : I 
received it from Mr. Shore, who prefided fo long at the 
head of the Committee of revenue ; I need not mention 
with what honour to himfelf: the univerfal teilimony 
which the voice of the natives, the repeated approbation of 
this government, and the fuperior efteem of his fellow fer- 
Vants, bore to the merits oTMr. Shore, renders it unne- 
jceflary for me to add the praife to which he was entitled, 
for his knowledge and integrity in the ad mi nift ration of 
the revenue. As the memorial which he gave me, was % 
not meant for the public eye, but to give me a clear view 
of the fubje<3, to forward the public advantage, the truths 
which he has fbted appear in their naked fimpljcity, and 
thereby convey a more forcible imprefiion than drefs or ar- 
rangement could give them. In confider'mg the produc- 
tions of the foil, and the revenue to be collected from 
them, he has been equally attentive to the chara&er of 
* the people, and their peculiar difpofitions and cuftoms. I 
am afraid the pjdlure which he draws, and the low ebb at 
which he ftates the popular virtues of the Bengallys, are 
pot fictitious reprefentations : but thefe fhould not dif- 
jrourage the juftice or the care of government: if the vir- 
tues of the Bengallys, as a nation or as tribes of men, are 
of an inferior Aandard, their vices are not the moft dan- 
gerous to the peace or order of fociety ; the more we are 
acquainted with their genius and manners,, the more it be- 
comes incumbent upon us to endeavour to make them ufe- 
Jul and happy fubje^s; and if they are incapable of me- 
riting and ^enjoying the freedom of jBritifh laws, let us en- 
deavour to leave them the happinefs and fecurity of their 
own, inftitutions unviolated. The progrefs which many 
of our fervants have made ' in learning their language, and 
the tranfiations which we have obtained of their laws, to- 
gether with the lights which we poffefs relative to the ad- 
rniniftration of their former Mahometan rulers, open, to us 
a clear prpfppft fqr accommodating 0llr dominion over 
thefe provinces to the happinefs ot the people. In the 
fourfe of a few years, I truil, it may he faid with truth, 
that the natives of Bengal are the happieft fubjetfts of any 
great ftate. in India : in proportion as they are made happy, 
it is to be hoped that their virtues, as people, .will appear; 
yi a more engaging light. It. was Mr» Shore's opirilofii 
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&at much of their fecurtty and quiet trould depend on 
uniting the powers of t&e collector and toagiftrate in one 
deputation of authority. Though I agrete generally with 
Mr. Shore in this opinion, and though Mr. Stuart s pro- 
portion, of uniting the adaulut of each diftridk with the 
colledtorfhip, is fp untied upon the fame belief, I very much 
doubt whether we are as yet fufficiently advanced to rifque 
the conferences of vefting fo unchecked a power generally 
jn the hands of our fervants. The inftitution of the 
adauluts, or feparate eftablifhments of provincial inagif- 
tracy, did great honour to its authors; and I freely con- 
fefs, that if is only by degrees, and after witnefung the 
fuccefs of progreffive experiments, that I can for my own 
partj content to the abolition of the adauluts, or the 
transfer of that feparate jurifdidtion to the fame hands 
which poflefs the power of the colle&ipns. Here I am 
forry to he obliged to differ with Mr. Stuart in a leading 
principle of his fyftem ; in other points, where Mr. 
, Stuart's plan correfpond$ in Tome meafure with the do&rine 
laid down by Mr. Shore, I am prevented from giving my 
.concurrence on the ground of general confutations* 

When 1^ fucceeded in February laft to the charge of my 
prefent office, I laid it down as a general and necefiary 
principle) to avoid innovation in the fyftem of government, 
po endeavour to conduft the public affairs in the train in 
which they had devolved upon me, re&ifying, at the fame 
time, fuch abufes as could be remedied without any vio- 
lence to eftablilhed arragements; and it was only in the 
abolition of unneceffary expences, and the redudtion of 
ufelefs offices, that I ventured to propofe alterations, or to 
introduce hew meafures, without firft fubmitting them to 
the approbation of the Company. Many were my reafons 
for prescribing to myfelf this line of conduit, and I com- 
municated them freely and candidly to the Board, — Every 
change of fyftem in government, and efpecialiy in fo ini-. 
portant a fource of its exiftence as that of its revenue, is, 
in my opinion, to be avoided, excepting in extraordinary 
cafes : to attempt iuch a change, the government itfelf 
.ought to be permanent, the advantaged of the change to 
be certain, great, and demonftrable; nor fliould it be at- 
tempted but with a 'previous fan&ion and full approbation, 
of the power which alone can give it permanency as a regu- 
lation. The iuconveniencies, and even evils, of exilling* 
fyftems are always obvious, and may be eafily expofed; 
jthe advantages of any fyftem are never demonftrable but 
from experience: diiadvaneages may arife where they are 
Jeaft apprehended; and the rnoft..pprfe& inftitutions^of le- 
^illation ajtd policy are often found defective fro*]© the t»-

'. .. "" " "'.'"'. When 
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When it was firft fuggefted at the Board to change the 
prefent fyftem of colle&ing the revenues, I moved, That 
an official account fbould be laid before us, of the collec- 
tions of thefe provinces for feveral years back, ftating the 
grots jummah or fettlernent of each year, the charges col- 
lection, the neat revenue realized, and, the balance re- 
maining uncollected. That account, from the year 1772-3 
to the year 1783-4, now lies upon the table; and 1 beg 
leave to fubjoin it to this minute, with the explanations 
which accompany it. By that account it appears demon* 
ftrably, that the amount of the grofs co-lledtrons fince the 
inftitution of the colle&ions at the Prefidency under the 
Committee of Revenue, has been annually greater by feve- 
ral lacks than the polled ion of any year preceding the in* 
ftitution of the Committee. It is true, the balances have 
been likewife more confiderable ; but the balance remain- 
ing uncolle&ed at the end of the prefent year is the leaft 
fince the inftitutioa of the Committee. The balance of 
the Towjee account for Cheyte, clofed this year on the 
«ith May, is 11,54,000 rupees, which is, by two lacks of 
rupees, lefs than the fame account was laft ye*r, though 
not clofed till the 20th of June 1784, and near fix lacks of 
rupees lefs than the preceding year 1783, clofmg alfo on 
the 1 6th June: this is a ftrong proof of the progreflive 
improvements of the Committee's fyftem, and a ftrong ar- 
gument againft innovation. I{ is true, the account enti- 
tled, Charges of Collection, has been greater fince the in- 
ftitution of the Committee than it was formerly; it has 
-ri fen gradually fince 1772-3, from 41,^6,00010 71,29,000 
in 1783-4; but when the particulars of which thofe charges 
are compofed, are difplayed under their different heads, as 
in the account A. fubjoined to this minute, it will appear 
that 'the increafe might more properly be called the in- 
creafing expences of government, than the increafed ex- 
pences of the colle&ion of the revenue. It ftiould like- 
wife be remembered, that in confequence of injunctions to 
the Committee at the cornrnencement of out reforms in 
January laft, they prefented to us a redu6tion of expence 
m their department, to the amount of eight lacks of ru- 
pees per annum; and one of the principal fources of re^ 
dudion in our expences, which has been held forth to the 
Company in oiir late letters from the Secret Department 
of InfpedHon and RedudUon, has proceeded from the pro- 
pofed Abolition of Colle&crJbips\ the reverfe of the fyftem 
which is now prefented for our adoption. ' 

I am at the fame time free to avow a predilection to the 
fyftem of colle&orfhips, of about eight or ten lacks each; 
and I would wifh to fee every diftri£t of the Company'? 
* poffeffions under the fupqrintendance of Company's cove- 

- . named 
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.twtnledr fervants, xonverfant 4ii the language agd manner* 
of the natives, and capable of collecting, without tlie in* 
tervention of a native agent or deputy, a fixed revenue foe 
the Company, paid and colle&ed.by monthly installments, 
/with eafe to the ryot, and without a balance remaining 
unpaid of the juft dues of government. — I could like wife 
wifh to fee the Committee of Revenue acting, as a Confer 
ipittee bf Controul over fuch col le&or (hips throughout all 
the provinces, and divefted of every interference in the 
.colledlion and management of the revenue, but that which 
might be neceflary in keeping the colle&or* to their duty, 
checking their accounts, and receiving the appeals of the 
zemindars and ryots ; and I mould be particularly happy 
to fee the Committee in a capacity to execute thefeim^ 
portant duties, independent of the general agency and 
improper authority of a native Dew an, or in plain Eriglifla* 
a native Chancellor of Exchequer* -But thefe are improve- 
ments and advantages in our revenue fyftern, which I am 
not fapguine enough to look for from any fudden or abrupt 
changes : 4 tbey may be hoped for in the progrefs of a re- 
gular, concerted, and deliberate chain of meafures. When* 
ever the period may arrive, when the, administration here 
and that at home mall unitedly refolve to begin upon fuch 
apian for conducing the revenues of this country, it will 
be found that many preparatory arrangements are neceffary 
Jo its introdu&ion with fafety and en Curing fuccefs, 
. It is to be fuppofed that the Company wil?>. in confer 
quence. of the late, aft of parliament, and the dire&ion* 
prefcribed to them in that a<Sb, fend us particular inftruc- 
tions on the fubjeit of the revenues, by their firft dif«* 
patches. As we are in daily expe&ation of ftteh difpatcheSj 
and as fo much of the prefent yeat 1 , has already ebtpfed) I 
think we ihould, Without farther lofs of time, or difcuf- 
lion of lefs important points, tnftnjft- the Committee of 
revenue to make the fettlements of the Huzzoory dif- 
tri&s, or revenues colle&ed a? the Prefidency for the* pre- 
fent year, in the fpirit of the Company's orders, and ac- 
cording to the obvious intention of thofe tfaufes in the aflt 
of parliament which provide for the intereft of the zemin- 
dars and ryots,— We fhould, at the fame time, tranfmit 
to tne Committee, Mr. Stuart's plan, together with Mr. 
Shore's memorial informing them, that we have it in c6n- 
templation to introduce the general fyftern recommended 
in both, whenever it. can be brought forward without the 
dangers and difficulties incident to a fudden change of 
fyftern, and^withbut.clafhing with inftru&ions which may 
be foon expected from home. Should the majority of the 
Board differ with irie in the. prefent opinion, and not ac- 
cede to it as my proportion ; Ihould they, on the contrary* 

have 
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lutve fach an itfffireflloft of <tfie defers of trie pre'fefi< fy£ 
tern, or of the milmanagerftent of it in any particular depart- 
ment or agent, as to, think the introduction of a new fyf- • 
tern, or of Mr. Stuart's plan in particular, immediately 
neceffary ; I hope they will deVote^ their particular atten- 
tion to the charge of the plan on which they maty bfe 
pfeafed to refolve; though- it cannot meet my approbation, 
it Will certainly receive irty utmoft fupport. 1 cannot, at 
the fame time, be equally refponfible for the iffue at the 
end of the enfuing year. — Mr. Cowper, the a&ing Prefi- 
•teht of the Committee, in whofe abilities, activity, and 
integrity, I repofe the rnoft perfect confidence, affured me, 
W-'the 29th of laft month, that of the huzzory mahls or 
ca41e<ftions made at the KhuKa, there would be little or no 
balance this year if theCommittee were fully fupported in 
ifeal&ing them. I an> -convinced the other Members of 
the Committee wiM -exert thetnfelves fully to difchargc 
their duty and do cretfif to the'pre'fenr atfminiftration t and 
1 beg lease to ohferve ro the Board, that theffe is hardly xnf 
medium between the rooft ample power varidfeal reiponfi- 
hfftty, in a truft fuchas that which we have 'delegated to 
the< Committee of revenue; The monthly rotation of th6 
concralj which Mr. Stuart, proposes fop a Member of 
Cottrtcilto execute, by- (feting fa theKhalfa afs comptroller 
<rf the ctottedlions, Would, I fear, ferve only to weaken 
the efficient authority o^ the Committee*, without? intto* 
dturing a : mote powgrfol- checle. The control muft be 
permanent in one authority to be either eflfceient or refpon- 
fible, and- it require* -tfwf undivided attention of any oni 
officer: of government. But upon what days pf tTie week 
could this control be etfercifed by ahy of the Members of 
government individually ?^--there being public Councils^ 
at which the prefence or all the Members is neceflary, ex- 
cept on Saturdays* and Sundays.

Remarks on the Mode ofaifninijiering Jufiice to the Natives irk 
Bengal, dnd oh the OoReflion of the Revenues. - 

Mr. Shore, 

ift. The Company are in pofleffion of a very efctenfivrf 
territorial jurifdiction in Bengal, equally fertile, populdtis, 
aad advantageous to the Britifh nation, for the large return* 
it makes in revenues and manufactures. 

It becomes a queftion, What fyftem of government cart 
be beft adopted for the management of this territory >' 
This cannot beaafwered till fev^wi leading fads have been 
afcertainei, 
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Bengal is inhabited by various fed^ amongft which th*t 
of the Hindoos may be eftimated to make up eight tenths 
of the population : they are the aborigines of the country, 
and by nature and religion are peaceable and inoffenfive. 

Their national character is the compound of their cha- 
racters as individuals : an obftinate attachment to all their 
cuftoms and prejudices, whether fuperftitious, ceremo- 
nious, or traditional, may be deemed a general characteris- 
tic of the Hindoos. # 

Their manners partake of the nature of the government 
under which they ever lived ; as this has been arbitrary or 
defpotic, the natives are timid and ferviie As indivi4uak, 
they are iiifolent to their inferiors; to their fu per iors, ge- 
nerally foeaking, fubmifliYe; though they are to them aifo 
guilty of infolence, where they can be fo with impunity. 

Speculation they frldom indulge in any tranfadtions ; 
the. present hour is what they alone look to the advantage 
of, which they will not forego for greater certain profpe&s, 
if remote. They areas little moved by curiofity. 

Individuals have little fenfe of honour; and the nation 
is wholly void of public virtue. They make not the leaft 
fcruple of lying, where £alfehood is attended with advan- 
tage ; yet both Hindoos and Mahomedans continually fpeak 
of their credit and reputation, by which they mean Httle 
more than the appearance they make to the world. Of . 
the two, the latter are more tenacious of this; the fame 
man that will fubmit to the greateft indignities exercifed 
upon him in private, will be clamorous at an affront put 
upon him before his (ervants or the public. 

Cunning; and artifice is wifdom with them; to deceive 
and overreach is to acquire the chara&er of a wife man. 

The greateft difgrace they can fuffer is to lofe their call* 
or, as we fay, to be excommunicated. This punifhoaent 
is infli<Sted for the breach of the injunctions of their reli- 
gion ; or, what is the fame, of the ordinances of their 
priefts. To lie, ileal, plunder, raviih, or murder, are 
not deemed fufficient crimes to merit expulfion from fo* 
ciety. 

With a Hindoo, all is centered in himfelf ; his own in- 
tereft is his guide ; ambition is a fecondary quality with 
him ; and the love of money is the fource of this paflion. 

The advantage they derive over Europeans, is by prac- 
ticing thofe arts of meannefs which an European detefts. 
A manmuft be long acquainted with them, before he can 
believe them capable of that barefaced falfehood, ferviie 
adulation/ and deliberate deception, which they daily 
pra&ife. 

To our government they have Httle attachment ; yet it 
is certain that, in general property has been more fecure, 
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and individuals lefs opprefled, than tinder the defpotifni or* 
their Nabobs, I aflert this with all the confidence convic- 
tion infpi res. 1 believe them to be as ihuch attached to the 1 
Englifh government as they would be to any other ; but if 
another dominion could eftabliftl itfelf, they would em- 
brace it with indifference. The reafon of this muft be* 
fought for in the confequences df a defpotic authority; 
and by tracing them, the characters of the natives will be 
eafily developped and underftood ; in them will be feen the* 
foiirce of timidity, adulation, and deceit, which prevail. 

It is very obvious, that within the laft ten or twelve 
years, a confiderable alteration has taken place in the man- 
ners of the people. This alteration is the natural confe- 
quence of a greater degree of intimacy with Elufopeans*, 
than they formerly were admitted to. Thofe parts of our 
character which firft drew their attention, were bravery, 
clemency, and good faith. They have fince found out 
that we are not wholly deftitute of weaknefles and vices? 
and that Europeans, like all others, are opeh to tempta* 
tion : the refpect they entertained for us as individuals, or 
as a nation, is diminifhed ; and they now confider them-" 
felves* upon a more equal footing. 

The introduction of the Supreme Court of Judicature 
has laigely contributed to the elevation of the natives, and 
to the depreffion of Europeans. This fyftem, which was 
rneant for the relief of the natives, has, in very few re- 
fpeSs, anfwered that object; in many inftances it hag 
been a heavy grievance to* them ; and the natives themfelves 
have found out the art of making the powers of the Court 
the means and inftrument of forwarding their own views 
of intereft and oppreffion, of eluding the power of the go-= 
vernment, and of weakening its authority, by engaging 
the two tribunals ih contefts with each other. 

It is in vain that we fearch for men of enlightened un- 
derftanding, deep reafoning, and reflection, amongft the? 
natives. The education of the Hindoos is confined to 
their being taught their own language: the Mahomedans 
are little better inftructed ; the acquifition of a few moral 
or political maxims, which in practice they neglect, is all 
they know of the art of government; hf exceptions cart 
be found, they are very rare* 

Such are the inhabitants of Bengal, over whom the 
European jurifdidtion is eftablHhed: prudence . may, ntf 
doubt, render-tt permanent, but prudence and policy alotfer 
can effect this ; for on a comparifon of their numbers 
with ourferves, h muft be evident to all, that the power by 
which we rule is lefs real than ideal. 

The grand object of our government in tfris country 

fhould be t6 conciliate the minds of the/hati?es : thfs may 
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J» efls&ei ky itffcnriqj *h*w &* f rec epogfiltent of all their 
jwjudipes, and bjr ieeuriJbg Xp them their rights and pro* 
j>erty : the ibrm of it ihduld, I Jthink, be defpotic, and thtf 
natives fhould ftill be retained in thofe habits of fubmiffioii 
wjiic;h are natural apd familiar to them i to this they will 
make po obje&ioiv whUft they ate treated with humanity 
,and jjiftice. 

Between the head tribunal of government and its fub- 
jeits, I would prefervea grpat find remediable diflahce; 
nor liefer the oerfons of the Members of the ftatfe -to be 
treated with a familiarity which induces contempt . 

In fa&, the Supreme Council in Bengal fhould be a 
^Council, a comptrol merely to Superintend the condn& of 
alt the other departments of the ftate, and oblige jheni 
to dp their duty. As a government, or as individuals* 
they fhould not interfere in the executive. duties of fubor- 
.dinate Rations; but be attentive only to corre& their er- 
rors, reform their abufes, or punifh their jnjiiftice ; they 
(hoji(ii prefcribe rples.of cpnduftj and leave flie execution 
iof thejn to others. 

Their bufinefs upon this {bale woqld be limited^ fimptef* 
and eafy : but where.tbe Members of the uate, 6r the col* 
leftiy^body of it, attend to fill applications, interfere in all 
apppiotpients, and uij^ejtake bufinefs of a trifling nature, 
jtfrey can neither a£k with propriety as an office of cdmp- 
; tfof, nor as An office of difpatch, whilft they leave it in 
the power of the loweft to judge of their capacities 2nd 
intentions j 

Upon this principle^ all the Subordinate offieefs of go- 
vernment fhould alio be formed: the gradation from the 
firft to the laft fhould be eafy and conne&edj and all bu- 
finefs in its progreCs fhould obferve thefe gradations: and, 
we muft be careful pot to fuffer the exjftence of two au- 
thorities, that ciafh with the operations and counter^ the 
influence of each other. 

Thefe are the general outlines; in the application of 
them we are to cojifiderthe three jjreat departments of ih6 
gpvtr&ropt; vj&. The adminiftration of juftice^ the ma- 
nagement of the revenues, and, the commercial 'intereft* 
—The political department relates to other obje#s, ib wida 
and ^xtenfive, that it jjmft be cpnfidered feparately* 

Several fyftems have been adopted for the. management of 
the revenue and the administration of juftice ; at one pe* 
riod fhgy have been united at another, they have been ffe- 
parated. 

Till the year 17 Jo the revenues, with a few partial eip* 
ceptions, were under the control of the natives J but it 
was then deemed more advantageous to the Company to 
employ xheii fervants* la confequence of this determma- 
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tion, Europeans were appointed as Supervtfors, and ditf 
comptrol of the cliftn&s, in. mattery of revenue as well a» 
hi what related to the adminiftratfon of juftice, was veiled 
in thenr. " . . . . 

. The Councils of cpriiptfol were eftablifhed ; one f at 
Moorfliedabad and ohe at PatAa; to thefe the collector* 
were fubordinate, and adted under t£efc orders and autfio- 

Thefe Councils were, in their ttirrt, fu&ordftiate to the 
Council at the Prefidency, coiflpo'fed of the Members of 
the government themfelvesy 

The Khalfa or head revenue eottrt of the country, wa$ 
at that period fixed at Moorfliedabad ; but it was thought 
proper to remove it to Calcutta, and the Council at Fort 
William took tfpon rhemfelves the immediate drreftion and 
comptrol of tfie coHedors ; in confequence of which the 
two Councils at Moorfliedabad and Patna were aboliihed. 

In 1774 the cblle&ors were recalled, and the diftrid* 
Were formed irfto drvifioni, afdd' provincial Council of re- 
venue" appointed for each ; their ftations were at Calcutta, 
JWdwan, Patna, Dacca, Moorfliedabad, and Dinagepore. 
The adminiftratfon of civil juftice was veiled in the Coun- 
cil at large,, but held in rotation by one of the Members* 

In 1780 the adminiftration of juftice was feparated from 
the comptrol over the revenues, and vefted in perfons nei- 
ther connefted with the revenue department, nor fubortli- 
nate to it. 

In 1 78 1 the plan was extended,. and the number of the 
courts of adawluts increafed; and in the beginning of the 
fame year the prefent fyftem for the management of the re- 
venues took place*. * , 

To all thefe plans, excepting the firft, ver^ folid objec- 
tions may be made. In propofing the fyftem which ap- 
pears to me the fimpleft and beft, I (hall give attention to 
them. - 

The following are the outlines of the plan : 

1 ft. That in die two departments, of the adminiftration 
pf juftice in civil cafes, and the management and comptrol 
of the revenues, the fervants of the Company fhould b* 
employed. 

a. That the duties of thefe two departments be vefted in 
the fame perfons. 

3d, That for this purpofe, Company's fervants, under 
the denomination of fuperintendants, be appointed to the 
different diftri£ts. 
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REMARKS; 

Article ift; 

. After the charadier Which has been drawn of the na- 
tives, it is needleis to add, that I think them ill calcu- 
lated for thefe important triifts. I might appeil to the ex- 
perience 6f every European whd has had opportunities of 
feeing; the natives in office, in fupport of niy bplriion; 
.. The general fyftem of affairs in Bengal ifc now wholly 
'differenj: from what it was ten years ago : the fcale of con- 
nections and iriterefts is greatly extended, and Eriglifh 
forms pf pdlicy arid Idw are introduced. The natives n<i 
longeir 166k up to one of their own fcduhtry and fe£t as their 
jfuprertie head, but to Europeans ; rior tart they ad, as for- 
knerlyj without our advice and. afliftanCe. 

,It is the part of a wife Government to provide againft 
all cdritirigencies : we 6ught hot therefore to rely upon thd 
peaceable difpofition of the natives, or on a fuppofed at 1 
tachnieht to iis; But eftablifli Rich a comptrol in all parts 
of the coiiritryi thit, in cafe of a foreign invafitin by ark 
European power, or of the inroads of an EAftern enemy^ 
tor the event of rebellion In any of Our provinces, the pay- 
ment of the revenues iiiay not be fufpended, illicit corref- 
^bndehce 6r darjgerdus ^confederacies miy be checked) and 
the cpntagioii ofreb'ellion ft i fled. 

That the ferVartts df th<* Cpnipahy art qualified for the 
laffc I prdr>ofe to allot to th£m, I may venture to pronounce* 
The 'colle&ioh 'df the revenues is in itfelf firrtple $ and if 
It is now attended Ttolth particular embarriflrnents, they 
krife from the fyfterh whfth has beiri eftablifhedj or from 
father" acciderVfal caufes. Cbmrrion fenfe, a competent 
knowledge of the language, application, and redtitude of 
Interttibn-, are all the qualities required either for this or in 
fche diftrtbutioh of juftite. It is part df the cortiptrolling 
jK>w«r to retain every man. in his duty, and prevent the 
&bufe of authority. 

Art Englishman cannbt defcend to thofe little pradttces 
6? OpjJrtffion or extortion To familiar to the natives ; his 
mihd revolts at the idea of them : and admitting even that 
Ibmte are, by habit, fcoririeitions, or neceffity, become de* 
graved, therts ir, after all, ih every breaft a fenfe of honour 
And virttfc that recoils from the low vicious arts of a native 
'of Bengal. 

In revtrtihg to the period wheft this fyftem was efta- 
felifbed, L cannot recolleft any obje&ions againft it; fome 
might fee drawn from the perfortal characters of the indi- 
viduals employed} but thole can A6 more be urged againft 
the plan Itfelf than the vices- of the priefts can be adduced 
to proye the Chriitian religion wrong. If a Government 
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will fuffef crimes and vices to go unpuniflied^ no fyftem 
can be adopted that will anfwer any good purpofe* 

Article &A» 

People long accuftomed to a defpotic authority fhould 
only look to one mafter. It is impoffible to draw a lin? 
between the revenue and judicial departments ip fuch z 
manner as to prevent their clashing; and in this cafe, either 
the revenues muft fufler, or the adminiftration of juftice be 
jfufpended. The prefent regulations, define theobje&s of 
the two feveral jurifdi&ions with clearnefs and precifion ; 
vet they continually clafh in practice : complaints ju*e fo 
blended, that it is often impoffible to determine to which 
tribunal they, belong; and that there has not been more 
confufion than has actually happened, i$ owing to the dif- 
c ret ion of thofe who haveheen entrusted with the admini- 
ftration of juftice. 

It may be poffible m the courfe of time to induce the 
Natives to pay their rents with regularity, and without com- 
pulfion, but this is not the cafe at prefent. If any fore* 
is offered, a complaint is made in a court of juftice, and 
whether true or falfe, a temporary protection is given tQ 
the complainant, who is releafed from the demands upon 
him : to realize them afterwards is no eafy Matter. 

In all demand? for revenues, or in furomonfes to caufe 
the attendance of parties at the Adawluts, peons are era-r 
ployed, and very often the peons of the two tribunals meet - 
at toe hoofe of the fame man, where the property of his 
perfen is contefted, and he is obliged to pay both parties* 

In thofe diftri&s, fuch as Boglepore, &c. where the two 
jurifdi&ions are veiled in the fame perfon, thefe inconver 
niences do not arife: tlie duties of the two departments, 
though united in the feme perfon, are feparafted in practice J 
and this may ftill be done. 

If the prefent fyftein fhould continue, it will be necef- 

{ary to fecure the regulations for the adminiftration of 

juftice : in general they are Yery proper, but fome few al? 

, terations wilf be necjeflary, and to reduce them to the un? 

^erftandings of the people, they require to be Amplified. 

. It has been tht*fate of this Government to form good 
regv "Nations, but nof to enforce them; % and this gave room 
to th efe objections, w*\ich were made againft the powers of 
the Courts of Revenue »nd Juftice being exercifed by the 
fame pt'rfons; the error \Vas not in the institution, but in 
the negltf& of duty* 

If any folid arguments c*n be urged on the other fide, 
it is, that the bufinefc of either department will be foun^ 

foficicntj 
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fuficient to occupy the whole time and attention of ontf 
lhan. It is certain he will not have much lei fur e J but I 
aiti convinced rttty neverthelefs perform the duties of botfc 
offices to the fatisfa&ion of himfelf and his fuperiors, by a 
tteli-regulated method and proper attention. 

Article 3d* 

In the remarks on the firft article^ dne great advantage 
of this fyftem has been pointed, out ; others are not wanting. 

lit the a&ual colleflioh of the revenue*, nothing is more 
oeceffajy than to give immediate attention to all complaints, 
Which are preferred * daily without bomber, and difpatcb' 
them ih a farafoary manner. This cannot be done where 
thejcomptftol is remote. 

Ih feverv purgunnah throughout Bengal, there are fdme 
diftmft mages which cannot be tlearly known at a dif- 
tance; yet, in all complaints of oppreffion or extortion, 
thefe muft be known before a decifioa can be pronounced. 
But to learn at Calcutta the particular cuftoms of 4 dif- 
trift <*f Radfltt&y or Dacca, is almoft impoffible; and con* 
fidering the channels through which aft explanation muft 
jntfs, and through which the ' cotaplaint is made, any co- 
louring may be givtri to ft , and bppfeffion and extortioti, 
to the ruin of a diftrift, may be pra&ifed with impunity. 
* This is a continual fource of embarraffment to the 
Committee of Revenue in Calcutta. One objeft of their 
inftitution is, to bring the revenues without agency to the 
Prefidehcy; and all focal cotaptro), is temoved from over 
the renters who pay at Calcutta, or what is calted Hufc- 
zoorv ; when complaints ate made againft them, it is al- 
xnoft impbJfible to discriminate truth from falfehood ; and 
to prevent a failure in the revenues, it is found, nfcceflary 
in all doubtful cafes to fupport the farmer ; 4 circumftance 
which may eohfiVrti the mdft cruel a<fts of oppreffion. 

Th£ real ftatfe of any diftrid cannot be known by th& 
Cbmmittee; a farmer or zemindar rhay plead, that an in- 
undation has ruined him, or that his country is a defart 
from want of rata; an aumeen is lent to examine the com- 
plaint ; he returns With an exaggerated account of lofles, 
proved in volumes of intricate accounts, Which the Com- 
mittee have tio tihie to read, and fpr Which the aumeen is 
well paid ; poffibly, however, the whole account is falfe. 
Siipptife fcb aunteen is employed, and the renter is held 
to the tenor of hi$ engagements, the lofs, if real, muft 
occafion hi* fruity unlefs his aflfeffiitetit is very moderate 
iridefcd. 

I may veftttfrd to jjrdhounce, that the teal ftate of the 
difrift* ii iww tefs fcitoWn, and the revenues tefs under* 
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flood, than in 1771. Sjpcp the natives have had the d& 
pofal of accounts, fince they have heeq introduced as agents^ 
and trufted with authority, intricacy and fonfufion have 
taken place; the. Records and accounts which have been 
compiled are numerous ; yet, when any particular account 
is wanted, it cannot be Found. It is the bufihefs of allj, 
ftom the Ryott to the Pewan, to conceal and deceive $ 
the fimpleft matters of faS are deifignediy covered with a 
yeil, through which no human und^rft^nding can pe- 
netrate. '" ', 

'With refpe£t tp the prefent Cqmmittee of Revenue, it 
is iporalW impofilble for them to execute the bufinefs they 
jjre entruued with ; they are veiled with a general con- 
trol, and they have an executive authority, larger than 
ever was before given to any £oard or body of jnen ; the j 
lpay and muft get through the bufinefs, but tp pretend to 
^ffert thft tl^y r£$y f x^ute. fo ^ould be folly an$ 
falfehoo& r .. " . ■' 

*' Tne grand obje& of the. natives }s tp acquire indepen- 
izn\ control; and tor many years they hjtve purfued this 
*yita yrpnderful jpt. The &nner$ ai$ zeniindars under 
the Copmittee prqfpcqte {he fame plan? and have ready 
q1bjefl}ons* to any thing that has the leaft appearance of 
reflation ;• all pontrol removed^ they can plunder as they 
pleafe. ' '" • "" • - 

'The Committee rnqft hayc a Dewaji> or executive oflU 
cer, call ijipi by what name you pleafe. This man, in 
fa<Sl, \ has all th'f revenues psud ^t the Prefidenqy ^t bis dif- 
pofaU and can, if he has any *tyliti©s, bring 3$l the renters 
tinder, contribution. . I{ is Uttle advantage, to reftrain the. 
Committee themfelves from bribery or corruption, wheq . 
their executive officer has the power of pra&tfin? berth ua* 
petected. 

To difplay {he arts employed by a native <*n fuch occa* 
lions would fill a volume. He difcovers the fecret re- 
fpurcei- pf the zemindars and renters, their eneinies and 
competitors; and, by the engines of hppe and fear raifed 
upon thefe foundations, he can work them to his purpofes, . 
The Committee, with the be& intentions, beft abilities, and 
fteadieft application, muft after all be a tool in the hands 
of their Dewan. 

This would never be, the cafe in the fyftem I propofe, 
as the Dewan would neither be the channel f of informa- 
tion nor of executing orders; his bufinefs would be li- 
mited. ' " 

The fame objeftions that are made againft t\e prefent 
pommittee of Revenue, may be applied to the fyftem of 
provincial councils; it is fufficient to fay of them, that the 
^iniverfal opinion* ftrengthened by experience, has pro- . 
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flounced the fyftem fundamentally ^rong, and inapplicable 
toahygood purpof?s. , ' 

After all? t^e Government nijjft confider, that to wake 
people do their duty, hope muft Be held out as well as 
reward; or, in the words of a gentleman, formerly a 
member of the Supreme. Council, ^ c no Government will 
*< be ferved faithfully tjiat do,es nof reiyar^ its fervants li- 
f< berally* ? 

Thi$ is one great defe£t m the fvftera for the.admini- 
juration of juftipe; the pay of the judges is equal only to 
their fubixftfince, and their prefent r^nk is ;tl>e Uft ftep of * 
the fcale. , Having no ofcje& in this line, they have little 
inducement ,tb exert th^mfelves in it, but are anxious - 
to get removed to fome other where theif profpeQs &re ' 
i>3ttej> 

Foujedary jurifijidtion.— Of the Fouje^ary jurifdicStyon 
nothing has yet been faid. In this department, criminal * 

Sftice is adminiftered, and it is thje only office left to the 
abob. • * ... ' " " 

I da npt.fee any particular .region for changing the fyftem 
itfelf, and j^foaps it wouI<$, pn many accounts, be lmpro-r. * 
per; but fome regulations ire, highly neceflary. . 

Mahomed Reza Cawn is at the head q£ tlus department, 
iand is the only perfqn I know in the country qualified for 
iU If he were left to !)imftl£ # I. have not -a doubt but he 
would condu<3 it well ; but he is fq cir£umfcribJ?d by re- . 
commendations of particular perfons, and 'by ths : protec- , 
tion held out to his. officers by. Europeans, 'p\i% 9 ' to my 
knowledge, he has -not been able to puh.ifli 0).em eyeVi wher£ * 
they have been cohvi&ed of the greateft enormities ; s andP 
he has often on tUi$ &QG©,uflt been blamed when his h&nds 
were tied up. ... 

The prefent Foujedary fyftem, unlefs it has lately un- . 
dergone great alterations from the control over the fou- 
jedars veiled in the Judge.s of the Adawlet, is a mere fyf- 
tem of rapine and plunder, and furni flies another proof '. 
2gainft the leaving natives with an uncontrolled power. 

What U particularly wanted is, to imoofe.che^jcs and re* 
ftraints upon the foujedarry- omcers, fcattered abp*ft the . 
different diftrifts; and this might be done conJdflent yiixh 
the, plan I .propofe, by lodging a controlling power with 
the colle&or? over them. With refpeft to the trial of. 
delinquents, that fliould be left with the natives alone;- 
the trial is always fent to the Naib Nazim, mid muft be ' 
confirmed by him, and receive his fan£tion, before the fen- 
fence can be carried into execution. 

I do not think it would be unbecoming the dignity or hu- 

jcpnity of this Government, to procure fome alteration in

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particular punifntnents, which arc 2, difgrace to humanity ? 
I allude in particular to the cutting off liiQbs, and impel- 
ling ; the very mention of which males nature fhudcter. 

As to the mode of control, it might be as follows : to 
fix the ftation of the head. Fpujedar of a diftriflk at the feme 
place With the Sujp&rintendant, arid to oblige him tb make 
a daily report of all the prisoners tinder his charge-; to 
order him to obey the orders of the ColleAor for the 
Seizure of any delinquents, and if the crimes of the pri- 
soners merit trial, to make the Foujedar <fefTver them over 
without delay to the proper officer for that purpofe; to 
abolifh all fines whatever as punifhment*; and to reduce 
the number of petty tannahs or guards which are now 
Scattered about the country. 

To prevent an abufe which arifes from the pay of Peon$ 
employed by this Court, and which is made «in article, of 
profit ; a reftri<5tion might be laid upon the Foujedar not tb 
iffue fummonfes but undei^the fignature of the Stfperinten? 
dant. - 

It was formerly the duty of the zepiindars to preferve 
the peace within their refpeflive diftri£te, and to apprehend 
all robbers and breakers of the pe*ace : this cannot be dons 
universally, bjit may Hill be adopted in particular diftri&s; 
for inflate, in Bujdwan* 

It njay #pw be proper to lake a 'general review of the 
fyftem I propofe. The adminiftration of juftice, and col- 
lection of the revenues of the Whole country, having beety 
veiled in Company's Servants^ appointed to the different 
diftriils, 1% will bs n$ceflary to eftablifli a pqnrtrol oVej: 
them. •*•••• ~ / 

For this purppTe, a Cp'inpil of Control, fimflar to the 
prefent Committee of Revenue, fhould be eftabliflied in 
-Calcutta, with whom the. Coll$£tor$ fhould correfpond, 
and whofe orders they arq to obey. To them they are tQ 
fend thejr monthly acpour>ts of their £olle&ion$ and dtf- 
burfements, and remit thVfonjter to therti. 

This Council Ihould be fipiply deliberative, nor hav^ 
any office, of colle&ion itfelf : I Wf^uld not allow them any 
judicial authority, except merely to refer complaints of any 
kind to the Colle&orsv 

\ The prefent Court of Appeal, under rise name of Sudder 
Dewanny Adawfet, may ftill continue with' all its powers; 
% o this Court the Colle<3ors, in their judicial capacities, 
are to be fubjeft, and to make their returns to \t, as at 
prefent. 

. Ths Supreme Council wiH ftill havi* a qonttol over the 
iqhole : the Committee are to fend the whole monthly ac- 
counts to them, with their proceedings, as at prefent, with 
' " "'"' ?i: '" a ge^era| 
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a general report upbtf thk Hate of the bufinefs and eoridu& 
of tfcfe Cdledtors. 

Every fobordinate office muffi be poflfelfed of full autho- 
rity : the Committee muflE nof interfere in the duties of the 
Collector, who, Within hte ji*rifdi<»ftm, ftkoujd be consider- 
ed as de^poPtie. 

The Committee (horrid not decide priitfa 1 fette upon re- 
prefentations from the natives, but fhbtild refer them to 
the Coffe&ors. it will be one part of thfcir duty tb hear 
all (♦omplai'nts againft the Colfe&ors, and call upon then* 
to anfwer them. The Committee, in this cafe, muft' be 
ordered td lay a ftate of their proceeding's before the Su- 
preme Council, who will pafs fuch a decifion Upon them 
as they think proper. In the fame manner, the Supreme 
^Council will exercife a control otfer both. 

Jt is a very capital defect in this Government, tha* no* 
iy&em is permanent Thofe amongft~ the natives who 
have influence, are the firft to fugged dismges, as they 
jnuft gain by thetn ; but this conttnuaf variation of fyftem 
introduces diftruft and diffidence of the Gdverruifent 
amongft all clafles ; it prevents all inclination to improve- 
ment, and makes every man anxious to gather the profit? 
of his honf, left a new change fhould deprive' him* of 

If tft$ present fituation of affairs wfere in any iefpe£8 eli- 
gible, f mould not propbfe an. alteration ; but I am con- v 
yinced it is fundamentally bad 1 ; and that the fyftem now 
propofed, admitting it to be incomplete; will hi every re- 
jpe& he infinitely betfer. t do not however wifh to fee it 
introduced, uiilefs with a determination of adhering to it ; 
941H if the (JoVernment will compel every* man to [ do his 
duty, by rewarding tfyole who dp execute it, and by dif- 
roifting thofe wtyo are incapable or negligent of the per- 
formance of it, I may Venture to pronounce, that the fyf- 
tterij itjTeJf will arifwier every objedt intended by rt; ; 

In taking into confideration the management of the reve-* 
nyes, it js nec$(Iary at the fame time to confiier the mode of 
jfet dement ;• 

It may not be pra&icaoli^ confiderin£ the fettlement 
formed by the Committee of Revenue, to make any cons- 
iderable alteration during the prefent year ; but a founda- 
tion mould be l*id, and the plait fketpfoed Qtrt at full, antfr 
ififled up afterwards, as circumftafices admit. 

It may be pronounce^, tfyflt upon fhp wfyole, the fcemitr- 
i|ars, who have the greateft rights, are alfo the prbpereft 
perfons for the management of the revenues of their owii 
3iftri&s: fe>me exception* to thi$ at a general rule will 
jjereafter be pointed wt. '" " 

digitized I theitforc 
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I therefore propofe that the fettleqfent be made withth* 
jteraindars.themfelves, and that the amount of the Jump* 
be irrevocably fixed during the life time of the zemindar. 

The aflcflment fhouid 2U0 be moderate, and in that cafe 
the zemindar fhouid be compelled to pay ft, taking upon 
himfelf all profits .and lofles : if the afleflrpent js expeffive, 
there will be either a neceffity to admit an abatement iit 
cafe of lofs, or the lands jquft be fold* 

The former alternative is the beft ; and in that cafe if 
might be made a rule to fell a portion of jhe zemindary tp 
i&ake good arrears. I would even limit a day when thjs 
operation fhouid take place j to the ftrft day of the fecond 
month of the new year. 

The exception? againft his rule arife from the incapacity 
of the zemindars, owing to fex or minority. Both the 
zemindars of Dinagepore and JJurdwan are minors, and 
wholly incapable at j4refent of managing the rents of their 
own diftrids : m tbpfe p^fes the following modes occur ; 
either to appoint an officer on the part of Gove##ftent~f;q 
take the management of the renjts, or, to let the l^inds to 
farm. 

In the former cafe the perfon appointed U. only anfwer? . 
able for what h<e a&uall y <colle#$ ; in jhp latter safe, Uei$ , 
refponfible for a sert^ii* lum. 

If proper perfons fhouid be found for the tru#, the for- 
mer mode appears to me preferable ; and it may be adopted 
when the zemindar himfelf has any near relations capable 
of the truft ; the fear of difrniflkwi will be fome reilraint 
upon him. 

The latter modealfo has its advantages; but thefe de- 
pend alfo upon the choice of the perfons. . I would not 
abfolutely fix upon either, but adopt one or the other a* 
circumftances indicate. 

In whatever inftances a farmer is employed, it ought not 
to be for one year, but for a term ; as he ought not to be 
admitted without Sufficient reafoti, he ought not to be dif- 
pofTefTed merely to make room for another perfon/ 

Every zemindar has land under tjie denomination of 
Bert, Bermooler, &c. which are rent free. For the ma- 
nagement of thefe lands, I would propofe that a perfon 
fhouid be nominated by Government, where the diftrift is 
not left with the zemindar hirnfelf. 

Under every fituation, however, the Government muft 
take upon themfelves the care of the zemindar's education 
during his minority : experience teaches, that this truft, 
when left at the difcretion of their relations, or a farmer, 
is never executed faithfully. The confequence is, that the 
zemindars are incapable of managing their lands at the 
time they are qualified by their age to undertake iu^ 



If th* Government fix the afieflment, they muft at the 
fipne time fix their own expences. It was formerly re- 
rrtarked, that the habit of this Government to increafe its 
ftpeqces was enormous. A comparifon of the progrefs of 
txpence fince this remark was made, in the beginning of 
1 776, will fully verify it. 

To conclude: if the plan now recommended for the ad- 
jniniftration of juftice and the management of the reve- 
nues, takes place, and if thofe employed in it are retained 
111 their duty, in the pourfe of two or three years the fyfr 
tern, which is now confufed and complicated, will become 
eafy and fimpJe, neither difficult to underftand, nor embar- 
jaiTirig to perform. 

With refped to the expence of this plan, it will not b$ 
fo great as at prefent,' even after fixing certain profits for 
theperfons employed, by allowing them commiffion upon 
the neat colle&ions, which I think the propereft mode of 
paying them :. but that this matter may not be left in doubt, 
the whole detail of the fyftem and expence fliould precede 
the adoption of it ; and this may be done eafily. If thefe 
rsfle&ions are, deemed of fufficient weight to merit confi- 
guration, the writer will chearfully embrace the trouble of

]Vfr* Stuart lays before the Board the following Minute i 

' Mn Stuaft* . 

J have Jterufed tbe (governor General's minute of the 
i 8th of May 17853 oh the fubjedt of the revenues: and 
although he does riot agree frith me in all the points 
propofed ifi my blah for the future management of the 
colledtions, yet I am hippy to find, that our opinions 
are the fame With refpe& tb th* appbintihent of Col- 
leftors.or Superjittfendants ih all the diftrifls; which I 
confider the moft important ohjedt of the fyftem which I 
wifh to fee carried into execution* -I fhould have been 
glad that the Governor General had alfo agreed with 
me in the other leading principle of my plan* vis; the 
, union of the powers of the magiftrate and collector; be- 
caufe I have formerly had an opportunity of withefling 
the good efFe&s arifing from the jtiridtion of thofe offices* 
The Governor General's only obje&ion is, " that he does 
" jiot think we are fuflicieiftly advanced to rifque the con- 
" fequences of veiling fo unchecked a power geherally iri , 
" the hands of our fervants;" but if they are truft-wfcrthy 
in one department, they are certainly fo ip both. At 
prefent, the collectors and magiftrates are by no mean$ 
checks upon each other; and Government does not 
.poflefs a greater degree of control over them indivi- 
dually, than they would do were the two authorities 
united. 

The Governor General ftates, That by the account 
annexed to his minute, it appears that the grofs collec- 
tions have been more, by feveral lacks, duriiig the -tithe of 
the Committee than at any former period ; but if it bef 
allowed, that the charges have been more than proportion 1 
ably increafed (which they certainly have been in confe- 
rence of the fyftem now exifting) a Iofs no doubt ulti- 
mately falls upon Government by fuch unneceflary increafe; 
from which there is no relief but by a change of th« 
meafures which created it. The Governor General ob-» 
ferves, that the increafe in the article of charges collec-.. 
tion, may more properly be called " the increafing ex-

The other Members of the Board cannot have* fuck 
grounds of knowledge as I , derive from long intercourfe^ 
ami almoft local infpedtion in the ftate of Hindoftan, and 
the ftrength and" probable views of its different rulers; but 
I have no right to complain, if they exercife that whicl* 
they undoubtedly poffefs, of judging for themfelves. Yer 
let me obfervey that every information from every officer 
of the army, who either is or ftay hope to be eventually 
employed on that fervict* which I have declared to be air 
unneceflary incumbrance on the country otf which it i* 
profeffedly the defence, and as unneceffary an expence to 
the Company, ought to be wholly rejected, unlefs fup- 
. ported by undeniable evidence ; neither can I admit in this 
cafe the advice of the Commander in Chief — he is modi 
certainly the competent judge of the fufficfency of any 
given force for any aftual fervice to be performed, or for 
repelling any expe&ed invafion, provided the ftrength o^ 
the enemy be prevroufty afcertained, ; but of the neceffity 
or expediency of employing any force in the cafes fup- 
pofed, or of the exiftence of fuch cafes, the 1 Board itfelf 
is at Jeaft equally competent to judge, and alone to de- 
termine : I for my own part profefs to require no fucto 
reference; but if the Boaid is of opinion that it be made, I 
do not objedt, only declaring, that my opinion cannot be 
bound by the refult.

facility to their former contefts. A constitution fo frame<J 
may fubfift unchanged for a length of time, while it has nq 
powerful neighbours to invade it, and while it rejnains con- 
fined within the limits of its native territory ; but when it 
?in>s at permanent conquefts, and carries the principles of 
4ts pwn conftru£Uon into new eftabliflimpnts, it become^ 
liable to almoftcertain variation, from whatever jrules they 
Hiay adopt for the diftribudon of territory, or appropriation 
of revenue; becaufe both i»uft introduce a new fpecies of 
property, and add to the individual power which beconicf % 

eflefledof k« In. fuch a change of polity* fhould it ty 
ppen that one man of fuperior capacity and enterprise*

fuppemacy ;. fuch will probably be the effe& of the extincr 
tion of the prefect empire, which }$ rapidly approaching tp 
it, and may giye birth to a new /iojniniqn afcending froin 
it&aflies. 

For fome years paft the Sips, quitting their predatory «l- 
jcurfions, have $xed theinfelves in the lands which fohjnifc- 
ted to them, appointing colle&ors of their revenues, an£ 
/officers fojr their Government. Np oppofition was mad? 
•to them ; the only inftance in which it was attempted^ was 
in the'year J779, when the Minifter Miyed u Etawla^i 
marched from Delhy with an army of 30,000 men to at- 
tack them, aa4 without the fight of an enemy, purchpfed 
an ignominious retreat* They obtained. quiet poffeffipn of 
the Purgunnah of Sheumler, one of the King's perfonal do- 
mains, lying wtfhin thirty cofsaf Delhy, while I jhv^s *t 
Lucknow, and carried their depredations to the v«ry fuburb* 
of Delhy, where two of their officers aftuaily refide in a 
. quarter called the Sub fee Mimdeie, which is chiefly occu^ 
pied by fhroffs and ftiopfceepers, for the double pupnqfe of 
levying their rauky (which is the name giyen to that fpecies 
of contribution) and of protecting the fnhahit^s Jijom (he 
jaMBufa? pf tfeeir °wn n#ion.

] We are tpo apt to defpife the danger which we have not* 
experienced, and to cpntlude, that what has not happened 
in the ordinary courie of events, never will happen; on 
fuch a prefumptioq, my conclufions may expofe me to the 
lidicule of thofe who may deem them the mere effufion of 
a wild imagination* I am willing to fubmit to this confe- 
quence, if the event which I have foreboded fhall be pre- 
yente4 by feafonable means of oppofition ; but I truft to 
time, and that not diftant, for verifying my prediftion, if 
this people is permitted to grow into maturity without in- 
terruption. 

I now proceed to fhew the prefent means by which this 
interruption may be efFefted, and another foiitf of fomo 
Confequence attained with it. 

I have mentioned in my report df the ift inftant, that It 
was one part of the Prince's plan to offer his fervices to the 
King, to be employed againft the Sics. The battalions 
which the Nabob Vizier has allowed for his efcort cannot 
attend him beyond the Nabob's own frontier. If he car- 
ries them farther, he muft provide their pay and fubfiftence, 
as their place jtti}ft of cburfe in that cafe be fupplied by 
pther levies, for which there is rio other provifion than that 
which is allotted to his a&ual eftablifhment. This condi- 
tion is in e^Fedl .an , infuperable bar to their employment; 
iior would |t be prudent to truft his fortune on the firft trial 
'gf it td the rabble of his father's army, unpaid, and accuf- 
tomed to difregard command. If the ftation at Futteghu* 
muft be continued,, the detachment carinot be better em- 
ployed, either in whole or part, than on fervice with the 
Prince. . It will ..more effe&ually keep the Sics at a dis- 
tance, by advancing wjth fuch an influence to attack them t 
$han.by waiting vyrthin its own fphere of defence to repdj 
jhem. I muft here inform the Board, that the Prince re^ 
peatedly and earneftly foligited me to endeavour to obtain 
■ {heir authority, for he knew the exJtent of my own, for 
fuch an employment of the. detachment. I difcouraged the 
,£xpe£ration, but promifed to communicate his requifition. 

I w|ll confefs, that the apprehenfion of his return upon 
dur prote&ion ; the defire of executing the arduous talk 
which the Board were pleafed to affcgn me ; and a yet 
ftronger impulfe, arlfing from the hope of Waiting the 
growth of a generation whofe ftrength might become fatal 
to our own, ftrongly pleaded in my mind for fupporting his 
wifhes. But to thefe I oppofed the more urgent ; on- 
fideratioft pf the Company's diftreffes, and their folemn 
fall upon us to relieve therri ; and I had refolved to re- 
j>ort to the Board the Prince's requeft, but at the fame 
time to ftate my obje&ions to ir, which, in my judge- 
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jn*nt, outweigh the advantages that iqight arife from a 
Compliance with it. 

I chufe in this place to obferve, that the adtual expenceof 
the detachment is 1,88,705 current rupees per month, or 
22,64,466 per annum, of which 81,030 current rupees per 
month, or 9,72,360 per annum, are the extra expences of 
the ftaff, field, batta, and contingencies, which belong to it as 
a detached corps, and which would ceafe with its redudtion J 
hefvdes that, it would facilitate the reduftion of the flrength 
of the army. 

But if the expence is to be continued, it may be furely ^ . 
better continued for fome ufeful purpofethan to keep up -fr 
the parade of a great military corps, defigned merely to li« * * 
inactive in its quarters. • . . 

On this grptmd therefore, and on the fuppoGtion pre- 1 
mifed, I revert to my original fentiments in favour of' th© 
Prince's plan ; but as this will require fome qualification fai 
the execution of it, I will ftate my recommendation of it 
in the terms of a propofition, viz. — That if it fliallbc the 
refolution of the Board to continue the detachment now 
under the command of Colonel Sir John Gumming at Fur- 
ruckabad, and if the Prince Merza Jehander Shah ihall ap- 
ply, with the authority of the King and the concurrence 
of Madajee Scindia, for the affiftance of an Englifh mili-: 
tary force to a& irr conjunction with him, to. expel the Sic9 
from the territories of which they have lately poflefled 
themfelves in the neighbourhood of *Delhy, it may be 
granted, and fuch a portion of the faid detachment allotted 
<o that fervifce 3s (hall be hereafter judged adequate to it*

Gentlemen* 

' Oar regret at the tmrrequency, or perhaps unavoidable 
intertuption of your correfpondence with us. upon the af* 
feirs of your prefidency, is proportioned to our anxiety for 
their profperity, and the critical relation which the coadu& 
•f thofe affairs now bear s to the general fortune of Britain 
in India* 

Frpm the commencement of the Maraita war this Go* 
vernment, under even a change of opinion, had hut on* 
line of purfuit, and that was directed to peace. The dif- 
ference of opinion extended only to the ground upon which 
that peace (honkl be eftablifhed and fecured. In the firft 
ftagte of the war, the ruling opinion of this Government* 
diffident either of the principle upon which it was begun, 
or of the force with which you conducted it, interpofed it* 
pacific check. In the fubfequent and a&ual ftage of the 
war, it was the wifli of this Government to enable you to 
conduft k to an honourable and advantageous termination; 
* a termination which was connected with the proper efia- 
bliihment of the reputation of your arms, and the neceflfary 
exclufion of our natural enemies from any footing in your 
neighbourhood* 

• It is neither our meaning, nor of preient utility, to enter 
into any difcuffions of retrofpefc, much lefs df accufmtion. 
The public fntereft calls for other meafures; and thefe 
ihould be, the union of every fentiment and every ability 
to make the beft of our a&ual fituation, and to fecure 
the public {afety am id ft the attacks of our numerous ene- 
mies. 

The late pofitive ord rs of our employers, in their cqtjh 
mands of the nth of April laft, are, to conclude a peace 
with the MaratJtas at all events, and to carry the war from 
your coaft into the dominions of Hyder AH, the avewed 
.ally of our natural enemies, and the mpft dangerous invader 
pf our pqffeffidns. 

From the neceffityof the times, and obvious line of po-

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ftgned by Lord Macartney, Sir Eyre Coote, Sir Edward 
Hughes, and Mr* John Macpherfon; that letter Vas 
tranfmitted through the Maratta ranifter at Pootiah, ao4 
it was left to their pleafnre to forward it or not, as they 
adopted the conditions upon which it was to claim your 
attention. 

In October laft we addrefled to you a letter through 
the communication of our Governor General, who was 
then at Benares, and whom we veiled with the foljeft 
powers of this Government t.o correfpond with you upon 
theTubjeft of a peace to be concluded with the aominiftra- 
tion at Poohah. 

• Copies of the joint letter from Fort St. George of the 
I ith of September laft— *of the letter upon the fame occa- 
sion to the Pefhwah— of the letter from the Court of Di- 
reftors in April laft— and, of our .letter to the Governor 
General in October, and of that addrefled by us to you 
through him, as well as of his inftru&ions to Mr. An* 
derfon, who is appointed Minifter Plenipotentiary upon 
the part of this Government to Poonab, go numbers with

The purpoie and object of thofe /refpe&ive papers is 
clear arid definitive* We communicate them to you to im- 
pute more forcibly, if poflible, upon your minds « the ge^ 
aeral wtfh, both here and at home, to conclude a peace 
with the Marattas, and profecute the war tpore vigoroufly 
againft Hyder Ali. The feparate peace which has -been 
concluded with Scindia will certainly facilitate both thofe 
obje&s : but the firft objefl is "become daily more interesting, 
a$ experience convinces us that ho military efforts from the 
coaft of Corom?ndel can repel Hyder from the Carnatic, 
while that country can afford no fotbfiftenpe to our ariqy, 
and while the enemy has undifturbed'fupplies from his own 
cxtenfive dominions in his rear. 

In this Situation, not all the provifions and extra revenue 
-and credit which this Government is able to i'upply can do 
niore, even when we command the fea,*hanfubmi the ar- 
itiy upon the coaft of Coromandel, and enable it to inarch 
through the. defolated tra&s of the Carnatic, to meet the 
enemy where he choofes to ftand, and relieve thofe interior 
fortfefles, which, fkould they once fall under the dominion 
of Hyder, would advance the limits of his empire almoft 
to the walls of Fort St. George. 

Our eneniy inay now be faid to mterpofe the Carnatic 
as a defert between him and our vengeance from that quar- 
ter, with the advantage upon his part of keeping us con- 
tinually in the field, without pur having the power to im- 
prove f>ur fituation, even when we defeat him ; but with 
this momentous diiadrantage upon our fide, that while we 

* are 
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are thus fituated upon the coafi of Coromandel, our Euro-? 
pean enemies may, if they come in fuperior. naval force, 
unite with Hyder, to Aarvc us out of our ftnmgeft hold in 
the country*. Is there no extrication from this dilemma ?. 
We truft there is ; nor does there feem to be a moment to. 
lofe to decide about the neceffary meafures for this impor- 
tant end. 

It is obvious to the plaineft judgement, that the firft ne^ 
ceffary ftep to the relief of the Carnatic muft be an inter- 
ruption to thefe fupphes which enable Hyder Ali to keep 
the field with fuch decided advantages. The quere then is,- 
Whether it is moft expedient to leave our pofts in the Car- 
natic unprotected, and, while we are. fuperior at fea, to 
embark our troops from Fort St. George to invade Hyder 
upon! his own coaft ) or, fuppofing it mould be found im- 
practicable to effed a peace with the Marattas by any for- 
mal ftipulations; that you:ihould' reKnquiih all the coun- 
tries upon the Continent that you cannot maintain, if a 
considerable part of your army is withdrawn ; and, that 
after garrifoning Bombay and. other, pofts effectually, that 
you fhould, with the remainder of your forces, make an 
exertion againft Hyder Ali where he is moft vulnerable, in 
his wn dominions? . 

In a political- fituation*. fuch as we are in at prefent, it is 
often neceflary, without .yielding to any defpondence, to 
have in view the worft turn that affairs may be likely 
to, or can poffibly take, in order to be prepared for the 
event. ' . ' . 

Let us then fappofe that every advance we make to 
peace with, the Marat ta adminiftration fhall only tend to 
xaife their demands* and encourage, their infolence ; that 
they may exadt conditions which we cannot in honour 
accede to ; and that while Ragoba is, in any ihape, under 
our protection, or the adminiftration which firft efpoufed 
hiscaufe continued at Bombay, the minifters at Poonamay 
.-not think themfelves fare in any peace that our prefent ne- 
ceflkies may dictate. 

Let us fuppofe farther, that their connection with Hy- 
der, or even their hope* from the aid of France, may en- 
courage, them to look beyond the recovery of thofe poffef- 
fions which {hey have loft in the war ; and, in a word* that 
neither our .management in negociation, or the fears of our 
refentment, can obtain for us an immediate peace with 
Poona : under thefe fuppofitions, the moft unfavourable 
that can be advanced, it is of moment to determine, whe- 
ther our withdrawing from the Maratta war, under the 
reputable cover of orders from home, is not preferable to 
the carrying it on feebly,— while a war* not of corraueft* 
but of felf-defence, preffes hard upon the exiftence ot our 

influence 
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ftifiuence in* a quarter where, if the influence is loft, it 
cannot be fo eafily regained as in your neighbourhood* 
To fuppofe that this Prefidency, or the abilities of the 

' Company, can fupport the Maratta war, fo as by conqueft 
(at the expence General Goddard has, ftated) to enforce 
a peace, and at the fame time defray the ex peaces of the 
defenfive war in the Carnatic, is to fuppofe an impoffibi- 
lity, and under vifionary hopes to embrace a fyftem that 

. would inevitably endanger all our poffeffions in India* 

If this pofition then is truev k follows clearly, that if 
we cannot effect an immediate peace with the adnnttfftra- 

. tion of Poona, we ought, in prudence, and independent 

. even of the command of our employers, to defift from the 
Maratta conteft at all events, and turn our whole force 
againft Hyder. 

The folid principle upon which fuch a determination be- 
comes neceflary, is this: — If the Carnatic is loft,, our ene- 
mies muft be immoveably eftaUifhed there, and the valu- 
able poffeffions of 'this Government are afterwards ex- 
pofed, notwithftanding their natural' fecurity, to thte ope- 
rations of an enemy moft advantageoufly fltuated; aoene- 
my that might then choofe its feafon of attack, if fupertor 
at lea, or fuecefsfol in ratting enemies upon our weftem and 
northern frontiers. * 

Whereas, if every place and poflelfion dependant ,on the 

* ifland of Bombay was loft, future efforts, fupported from 

- the Carnatic and this country, might regain them at any 
favourable crifis. 

We! have thus, gentlemen, we hope, with attentive an<J 

unprefuming difcuffion, gone over the ground of a very 

interefting alternative, which- presents itfelf in o«r prefent 

involved iituation. 

' Prepared for every difappointment that can happen in 

* the prefent general hoftility that is armed againft us, we 
wifh to avoid delufiVe fyftems of hope; hut we are forti- 
fied againft either defpondence, or an undignified and timid,, 
purfuit of peace. 

From a feparate letter we addrefs to you, it will appear, 

•■ that we are anxious to have an exact ftate of your debts, of 
your actual refources and dilburfements, and likewife of 
your probable resources and dilburfements for the enfuing 
year, with the beft eftimate you can fend us of theinveft- 
ment you mean to fend home to the Company, and art ac- 
count of the bills you have drawn upon them. We have , 
requefted the fame information from the Prefidency of Fort 
St. George. 

With thefe lights before us, and a view of our own re- 
fources and neceflary dilburfements, we fhall have a prettv 
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juft tdeaof the faculties which the Company poflefles, to 
carry on the coateits. in which they are engaged. „ 

Consent that oar zeal, if not our management, {hall 
entitle us to the fair opinion of our country, and refolved 
ligidly to retrench every poffibie exponce that can be fav'ed, 
confident with the aaoft vigorous fyftem of carrying ort un- 
avoidable branches of the war, we (hall have no apprehea- 
fion 4>f wanting refources, while the property of our fel- 
low fubje&s in this country, and the credit not only of our 
immediate employers, but of the power that conftituted our 
preient authority, can command finance. 

The objedl that is at ftake is the prefervation of India 
to Great Britain, with thofe confequent advantages which 
the Aiiatic dominions of the ftate may hereafter be capaci- 
tated to refund for the relief of the whole empire* 

In the exertions to maintain fo valuable a branch of the 
empire, a great and enlightened nation will foon difcriminate 
the merit of real fervices, from either the parade of a£- 
fe&ed zeal, or that cold referve of duty which hedges it- 
felf within the letter of orders, while public ruin is accu- 
mulating. 

Permit us to hope, gentlemen, that, ienfible of the ge- 
neral danger, and animated with a confequent zeal, you will 
afEft us cordially in the great object which we have thus va- 
rioufly ftated to you, that of effe6fcing, either by a defen- 
five fyftera with the Marattas, and an offenfive plan oif 
operation againft Hyder, the -eflential purpofes of a peace 
with the former, and a war with the latter. 

Should Major General Meadows (who deferves fo well 
of the Company in particular, and of his country in ge- 
neral, for refblving to come to the relief of India) arrive 
upon your coaft, vou will find him very able and willing 
toco-operate with you upon this fyftem; and ihould any 
untoward accident prevent the fpeedy and fafe arrival of 
Mr, Anderfon at Poonah, you and Geheral Goddard will 
pleafe to perufe mod attentively along with this letter, the 
Governor General's jnftruflions to Mr* Anderfon, as well 
as the inftru&ions to Mr. Chapman, who is deputed to 
JSiagpoor, you will then comprehend fully the decided artd 
united wilhes and refolut ions of this Government. 

You will obferve particularly, that the Governor Gene- 
ral's inftrudlions go to a ceflion of all that can be yielded fir 
peace* To deliver up Ragoba, or annul our treaty with 
FuttySing, he juftly confiders as conditions that cannot 
be granted, from the public diflionour which fuch afts 
would ftarop upon our national charadter. An affent to 
have fuch a dishonour conne&ed with the reputation of 
Englifh Councils, would be weaknefs, and that weaknrfs 
•would occailoh new and unanfwerable demands. But it is 
,i • - the 
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the addrefs of negociation,.and the wifdom of ftate* to 
contrive, in difficulties fuch as thefe, a- remedy that iftiay 
obviate the embarraflment, and yet pteferve every neceflary 
dignity of proceeding. From General Goddard's totter tm 
your Boar4 from Sursit, in September iaft, it appears that 
Kagoba was in feparate negotiation with the minifters of 
Poonah for a maintenance to feimfelf, and he has upon 
many former occasions (hewn a wifli to leave yon. Thofe 
wiflies inight not only be permitted, but indulged and en- 
couraged, and, ir> that event, the obftacle removes itfelf. 
The condud of Futty Sing muft be (angularly meritorious 
as a native ally, if occafions do not occur where the an- 
nulling of the treaty would not be his own a& and defed. 
In a word, gentlemen, when the wiflies of a Government • 
correlpand forcibly with the public neceflity, difficulties 
fuch as thefe we have fuppofed are made to vanifh ; and In 
the queftion we have thus difcuffed, there is one evident and 
relieving alternative which we have already Hated— a d«- 
fenfive relinquishment of the Marat ta conteft upon your 
fide of India, which is in a manner tantamount to a peaoe 
with them by any formal furrender of all your continental 
acquifitions. Nor let us be difinclined to this-alterative, 
from falfe ideas relative to thofe reflexions which x may in 
general be thrown out regarding the fuppofed misfortunes, 
mifmanagertients, and lofies of thu war from the begin- 
ning. 

Were we difpofed to enter into fuch difcuffion, ohferva* 
tiotis might not be found wanting, to (hew that good as 
well as evil confequences have followed from the war. 
One confequence has, we hope, certainly followed* and 
which is of infinite importance; that is, the tranquillity 
of thefe provinces from Maratta in vaiion, maintained da- 
ring the war, and probably fecured in future, from the 
impreffion which our arms have made in the heart of JHia- 
doftan* 

In the preceding view of this queftion, it cannot efcape 
you, that we have fuppofed the moft unfavourable poffible 
turn to the negociation. .We have done fo purpofely to 
kave no room for a mifconception of our wifhes; and that 
you fhould be prepared to adapt your meafures to the. ge- 
neral fyftem, in the ^rorft event of the Maratta negoci- 
ation. Our real hopes are, that our Governor General (hall, 
before this letter arrives at Bombay, have concluded not 
only a peace with the Poona admin ift rat ion, hut have ar* 
ranged with them a treaty offenfiye againft Hyder. We- 
know that the minifters at Poonah have exhanfted thetir 
treafures in the continuance of the war : that it has been 
a moft tainous war to their .whole general fyftem- of con- 
trol over the revenues of India ; but the Maratta empire is 

no* 
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now broken, and we truft for ever, into feparate ftatek; 
and they have fuffered fo muck in .the difpute, that they 
will avoid war with us in 'future, and what is moreeffen- 
tiai> be fo deterred from any European conne&ion, that 
our natural enemies rrtuft remain excluded from any alli- 
ance with them that could be hurtful to our pofleffions. 

To avoid the evils we apprehend from a continuance of 
the Maratta war, in our piefent fituatiou with other ene- 
mies, and to avail ourfelves of tevery advantage that your 
co-operation can give to the general fyftem of affairs, is the 
ardent objedl of this full afnd candid addref$ ; as well as to 
obviate every poffiblc embdrraflment that may be created by 
a difference of opinion, or a reference to what is paft, ag^unft 
our prefent operations* 

We truft that our labour is not in vain, and that what is 
dictated by a-moft anxious zeal for the general relief of our 
affairs, will not be perverted to any little ptirpofe of re- 
mark, but carry an effectual impreffion to your Councils* 

. We obferve to you, more for the fake of that form which 
candour requires, than from any poffible apprehenflon that 
we ihall have occafion to difprove of your future mea- 
fures, or find fault With your ina&ivity, that wffare una- 
nimoufly and unalternately refolved to exert every qjitho- 
rity of this Government to enforce a correfpondence of poli- 
tical fyftem'in all the Prefidencies, and upon the founda- 
tion of the Company's orders;, nor, in cafe of evident' 

/failure or negledt in any branch, ihall we think a com- 
mon proceeding fufficient. Before that power tq which 

. we wifli our own conduct to be fubmitted, and which efta- 
blifhed our controling authority, we are determined to hold 
forth, under fpecial accufation, whatever condud njay, in 
our opinion, merit to be impeached. 

Happy ihall we be, on the other hand, to have occafiofi 
of marking to the notice of the Company and our coiifi^ 
try, thofe meafures which may refleft luftre upon the dif- 
charge of the truft with whicn you are veiled, and which, 
In the prefent moft interefting fituation of the prefent ftate 

-■ muft, in the fenfibility connected with a confeious fidelity 
and zeal, convey a gratification beyond every other advan- 

• tagethat fituation can obtain or beftow.

N I have recerved your letters of the 15th, 18th, and 24th 
ultimo, and delayed anfvvering them until I might be ho- 
noured' with the commands of the honourable the Gover- 
nor General. I now take the liberty to forward you a 
£opy ©f their letter of the 23d ultimo,, the particulars of 
tf hich, and of your reprefentations, I have fubmitted ta 
the Vizier's consideration. 

jHis Excellency has thought proper to acquiefce in the 
proportions made by the honourable Governor Generat 
and Council, and it is his requeil that you will endeavour 
to conclude an agreement with the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn* 
upon the plan propofed m their faid letter. It. appears,, 
from circumftances which AllifP Cawn * has communi- 
cated to me, that his mailer entertains doubts of the 

* Tte Nabob Fvwla Cawn>vac<jueel at Lucknbw. 
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jpowers vefted in you. In ord*r to put an entire flop to any 
mifapprehenfion on fo material a point, I forward you a 
letter frofn the Vizier, accompanied by one from myfelf 
to the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn, explaining the authorities- 
granted to you, the entire confidence placed in your zeal,, 
and that you are to be confidered "as the fole manager of 
46 the n^gociation." I hope this explanation will prevent 
any appeals, except through the channel of your reprefen- 
tations, and alfo give eonfequence and weight to yourcha- 
. rafter. Theenclofed Perfian papers, N° 1, 2, and 3, are 
the copies of the letters to the Nabob Fyzoola Gawn, to- 
gether with one I have received from him. If you mould 
<leem any farther explanations neceflary, I will, with great 
pleafure, apply for them to his Excellency the Vizier. 

Allif Cawn has informed me, " that the Nabob Fyzoola 
<c Cawn directed rum to reprefent the difficulty he ihould

" pees; if he were to aflent to your propofition of twenty

« aid. 

" The Nabo'b Fyzoola Cawn complains of the diftrefles 
<c he has this year fufFered from the drought. The whole' 
« collections have, with great management, amounted to 
-* l about twelve -lacks of rupees, from which fum he has 
€i to fupport his troops, his family, and feveral relations 
iC and dependants of the late Rohilla Chiefs, He fays,. it r 
" clearly appears to be intended to deprive him of his 
*' country, as the high demand you have made of him is" 
u inadmiflible. Should he have aflented to it, it would be 
4i K impoffible to perform the conditions, and then his repu- 
<c tation would be injured by a breach of agreement. Al- 
*" lif Ca\vn farther reprefent s, that'it is his mailer's inten- 
" tion, in cafe the demapds fhould not be relinquiihed by 
* c you, firft to proceed to Lucknow, where he puq*ofes; 
u having an interview with the Vizier and the Refident 1 : 
4C if he mould not be able to obtain his own terms for the 
" future pofleffien of his jaghire, he will fet ofF for Cal-

Many thefts have lately been committed in. Colonel 
Cumming's camp, and no punifhment inflicted on the 
thieves : immediately upon receipt of this order, I there- 
fore direct you to fend a trufty perfon to the Colonel, to 
whom he will explain the whole affair. The zemindars in 
whole diftri&s i\\p thieves are found, fhall reftore the full 
value to the owner; and you are directed to confine thofe 
who are in league with them, and on repreferttation of the 
cafe to me I wall pafs fentence.

Whereas treaties of various articles having fubfifted 
formerly between the late Vizier Suja ul Dowla, and the 
prefent Vizier Afof ul Dowlah, with the Nabob Fyzoola 
Cawn, one article contained in thofe treaties was, that the 
Nabob Fyzoola Cawn fhould, whenever his Excellency 
fent his troops upon fervice, fupply a force to join them of 
two or three thoufand men; this has been the occafion of 
difputes and doubts between the parties, therefore the 
Nabob Fyzoola Cawn has through me requefted his Ex- 
cellency the Vizier to remit .that article by. which he is 

bound 
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fcound to fupply a force occafionally, inftead of which he 
agrees to pay fifteen lacks of rupees irh the following man- 
ner : five lacks to be paid immediately, five lacks in the 
khereef, and two lacks in the rubby of the year 1191 fuf- 
fily, and the remaining three lacks in the beginning of the 
khereef of the fuffily year 11 92. — His Lxeellency the 
Vizier has alfo agreed upon'thefe conditions to remit the 
obligation by that article in the former treaties, from this: 
date, the fourteenth of Rubby ul Awul, in the Hegeree 
year 1 197. The reft of the articles remaining in full force, 
I, who am deputed on the part of his Excellency the Vi- 
zier, and the gentlemen of the Council, engage that the 
Nabob Vizier fhail not expect a fupply of .troops; and, 
fhouid he demand it, the gentlemen with him, on the part 
of the gentlemen of the Council, fhall remdnftrate agatnft 
his demands. Provided the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn complies 
with all the articles contained in the treaty between his 
Excellency and him, excepting that article by which he is 
.to fupply a force, and that the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn do 
not encourage or protect the farmers of the Nabob's coun- 
try, in his own country, his Excellency the Vizier will on 
his part comply with the articles of the former treaty, and 
the officers of his government will not protect or encourage 
any of F,yzoola Cawn's farmers in their diftri&s.

The precife extent of the zemindar's rights, 
according to the legitimate conftitution of Hindoftan* 
has been much contefted ; it is, however, admitted on 
all hands, that he poflefles a property in, the foil. The 
ancient praftice feems to have been, that while the ze- 
mindar paid his regular and eftabliihed proportion of the 
accuftorned cefs, the government had nothing more to do 
with him : but in cafe of any failure in his payments, 
then an aumeen was fent to examine his accounts. If 
the aumeen's report was favourable to the zemindar, an 
huftabood Was fettled for his relief; otherwife a fezawul, 
armed with coercive powers, was appointed on the part 
of government to manage the zemindarry, the revenues 
of which were fequeftered for the arrears due, excepting 
only an allowance of ten per cent, for tfce fubfiftance of 
the zemindar. Mr. Haftings maintains the right of 
.Government in all cafes to make huftaboodsat difcretion, 
and to exaft the whole produce of the foil, all but the 
t&n percent., which he is ftill willing 'to allow^ as an 
equitable claim of the. zemindar on the generofity of the 
fovereign.
